The  managers  of  the  State  Custodial  Asylum  for  Feeble- 
Minded  Women  situated  at  Newark,  N.  Y.,  have  the  honor  to 
make  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  September  30, 
1902.

During  the  year  we  have  been  favored  with  visits  from  Hon. 
William  R.  Stewart,  President  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities, 
by  Dr.  E.  V.  Stoddard,  Dr.  Stephen  Smith  and  Hon.  Dennis 
McCarthy,  Commissioners  of  the  State  Board;  by  Mrs.  S.  C. 
Yeoraans  and  Phoebe  Vary,  Inspectors  for  the  State  Charities 
Aid  Association;  by  Hon.  G.  L.  Heins,  State  Architect;  by  Hon. 
H.  H.  Bender,  Fiscal  Supervisor  of  State  Charities;  by  J.  W. 
Ennis  and  John  C.  Graham,  Inspectors  for  the  State  Comp- 
troller; by  Dr.  Robert  W.  Hill,  Inspector  for  the  State  Board 
of  Charities;  by  numerous  Superintendents  of  the  Poor,  and  by 
the  usual  number  of  interested  citizens,  to  all  of  whom  we  re- 
turn thanks  for  interest  manifested  in  the  work  of  our  Insti 
totion. 

Cottage  **  F,"  a  fine  brick  structure,  50x79  feet,  two  stories 
and  finished  basement,  has  been  completed  and  will  soon  be 
r^ady  for  occupancy.  This  building  will  accommodate  sixty 
patients  and  will  afford  much  needed  relief  for  the  pressing  de- 
mand made  upon  our  Institution  from  all  parts  of  the  State. 

Other  improvements  and  permanent  betterments  consist  of 
installing  a  5-ton  wagon  scale  at  a  point  in  the  roadway  near 
horse  barn  and  removing  old  carpenter  shop  to  a  point  south- 
cast  of  horse  barn.  This  building  has  been  placed  on  a  sub- 
stantial stone  wall  which  will  make  a  valuable  basement  for 
storage  of  vegetables,  etc.    The  building  has  also  been  painted 
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and  put  in  good  repair.  The  fences  around  old  boiler-house 
grounds  have  been  removed,  the  smoke  stack  taken  down,  the 
old  boilers  removed  and  the  boiler-house  converted  into  an  iron- 
ing room,  which  will  make  a  very  useful  annex  to  our  laundry. 
Cement  walks  have  been  laid  from  the  corridor  between  the 
**  A  "  and  *^  B  "  buildings  to  join  the  walks  near  Cottage  "  D," 
and  from  the  west  side  of  laundry  to  join  those  near  Cottage 
'*  E.''  A  house  supply  line  has  been  extended  to  the  gardener's 
cottage  from  the  water  mains  upon  our  own  grounds  near  the 
water  tower.  New  lavatories  and  plumbing  has  been  installed 
in  the  "  B,"  "C,"  and  "  D ''  buildings  with  excellent   results. 

The  fire  hose  reels  in  Cottage  "  E,"  under  the  specifications 
of  the  State  Architect  for  equipping  this  building,  were  the 
ordinary  swinging  reels,  necessitating  hand  coupling  of  the 
hose  whenever  required  for  use.  This  would  make  quick  use 
of  the  hose  impossible  under  the  most  favorable  circumstances, 
and  almost  beyond  the  ability  of  women  to  bring  into  use  at  all ; 
therefore,  as  we  have  only  women  employees  in  charge  of  the 
buildings^  I  have  caused  these  to  be  exchanged  for  automatic 
reels  and  have  asked  the  State  Architect  to  specify  this  kind 
in  the  equipment  of  future  buildings.  In  this  connection,  would 
mention  that  we  recently  experienced  a  fire  in  inmates'  kitchen, 
caused  by  one  of  the  attendants  heating  some  material,  con- 
taining turpentine,  on  the  kitchen  stove.  With  commendable 
promptness  and  judgment,  the  women  employees  run  out  a 
line  of  fire  hose  and  extinguished  the  fire  before  any  damage 
was  done.  This  would  have  been  impossible  with  any  other 
than  automatic  fire  reels. 

The  removal  of  fences  from  around  the  "  B  "  and  "  C  "  recre- 
ation grounds,  and   the  removal   of  old   carpenter   shop  and 
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horse  shed  from  within  the  circle  of  grounds,  which  should  bo 
d(-voted  for  the  especial  use  of  the  inmates,  and  the  grading 
and  bringing  of  this  part  of  the  grounds  into  harmony  and  use 
with  the  general  park  system,  is  the  consummation  of  our  long- 
cherished  desires  with  .the  exception  that  the  propagating 
houses  still  remain  within  this  circle.  This  arrangement  gives 
to  our  girls  greater  freedom  of  the  grounds  than  ever  before 
enjoyed,  which  greatly  promotes  their  health,  happiness  and 
contentment.  I  would  recommend  that  the  propagating  houses 
be  removed,  as  early  as  possible,  to  some  point  outside  of  the 
grounds  thus  devoted  to  the  use  of  our  inmates. 

The  institution  has  long  since  outgrown  i\w  <apacity  of  our 
laundry  and  industrial  rooms,  therefore,  I  would  recommend 
that  a  suitable  detached  building  be  erected  for  an  industrial 
and  school  building,  also  that  a  modern  two-story  laundry  be 
erected  upon  the  site  of  old  boiler-house.  The  old  laundry 
<ould  be  converted  into  a  general  bathhouse  and  storehouse, 
both  of  which  are  now  a  pressing  necessity. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  we  have  again  enjoyed  immunity 
from  epidemic  diseases  and  that  the  general  health  of  the 
inmates  has  been  all  that  could  be  desired.  Tlie  discipline  has 
also  been  exceedingly  satisfactory,  it  not  having  been  necessary 
to  apply  harsh  measures  in  any  instance.  This  is  a  most 
satisfactory  condition,  in  recognition  of  which  I  desire  to 
record  appreciation  of  earnest  and  intelligent  co-operation  in 
our  corps  of  co-workers,  without  which  it  would  be  impossible 
to  obtain  such  gratifying  results.

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The  population  shown  by  the  last  annual  report  to  have  been 
a  fhe  1st  day  of  October,  1901,  416,  is  found  on  the  30th  day  of 
eptember,  1902,  to  be  465,  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  in- 
itntion.  The  managers,  with  the  assistance  of  the  officers,  have 
»  carefully  as  they  could,  from  time  to  time,  during  the  year, 
irected  the  discharge  of  a  considerable  number,  who  have  ap- 
eared  to  be  outside  the  purposes  of  the  institution,  and  such 
rocess  is  continued,  it  being  deemed  that  while  so  many  are 
pplying  and  waiting  to  be  admitted  to  the  institution,  they 
liould  not  be  debarred  because  of  retaining  those  who  from  one 
luse  or  another  are  not  regarded  as  proper  subjects  of  the  state's 
QBtodial  care. 

During  the  past  year  gi'eat  care  has  been  exercised  to  keep  the 
maintenance  expenses  at  as  low  a  figure  as  has  been  possible  when 
lie  proper  care  of  the  inmates  is  considered. 

Tnder  the  radical  legislation  of  1902  very  considerable  varia- 

ions  have  been  made  in  the  management  of  the  details  of  this  and 
imilar  institutions.    To  a  large  extent  this  is  mainly  clerical, 

nd  relates  to  the  office,  where  additional  labor,  without  limit,  is 
uposed.  So  much  additional  labor  might  well  be  expected  to 
Bquire  a  largely  increased  clerical  force,  but  such  has  not  been 
he  case  in  this  institution  to  any  considerable  extent.  Provision 
honld  be  made  for  the  employment  of  more  office  help. 
The  managers  readily  acknowledge  the  beneficial  effects  of 
ome  of  the  legislation  referred  to,  and  this  is  particularly 
oticable  in  the  requirement  of  monthly  meetings,  and  reports  of 
aonthly  inspection.  This  compels  the  managers  to  keep  in  close 
ouch  with  the  entire  institution  and  to  have  a  more  intimate 
Dowledge  of  the  details  of  management  by  the  officers.  It  brings 
0  light  any  differences  between  the  officers,  the  inmates,  or  the 
•fficers  and  inmates,  and  while  it  imposes  additional  burdens 
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upon  the  managers,  the  benefits  to  the  inmates  and  the  state  ai 
apparent. 

The  managers  have  noticed  the  published  report,  in  adTano 
of  the  honorable,  the  fiscal  supervisor  appointed  under  sue 
legislation.     It  is  supposed  that  the  suggestions  of  such  report  i 

reference  to  extreme  prices  paid  for  any  material  and  for  ii 
creased  expenses  beyond  a  minimum  for  which  proper  care  wi 
call,  are  intended  to  be  limited  to  some  matters  and  localitic 
within  the  knowledge  of  the  fiscal  supervisor.  It  is  certain  tha 
here  within  the  whole  list  of  expenditures  not  one  item  can  I 
found  that  has  extended  beyond  a  proper  minimum.  The  mai 
agers  do  not  believe  that  the  State  desires  to  treat  unfortnnat 
inmates  of  its  institutions  as  paupers,  and  they  do  believe  tha 
such  unfortunates  should  be  treated  with  every  care  which  wi 
ameliorate  their  condition  and  manifest  the  sympathies  and  ti 
attentions  of  so  great  a  State  as  this. 

At  the  same  time,  the  managers  desire  to  express  their  appr 
ciation  of  the  visits,  the  courtesies  and  attentions  of  the  fisci 
supervisor,  which  have  resulted  in  material  improvement  i 
many  respects,  and  particularly  in  the  dietary  of  the  institntioi 
where,  in  some  instances,  larger  amounts  of  necessary  article 
have  been  allowed  than  have  heretofore  been  thought  necessary. 

The  institution  is  slightly  less  crowded  than  when  the  las 
report  was  made.  The  coming  into  use  of  cottage  "F," — (an 
this  is  mainly  between  the  ending  of  the  year,  Sept.  80,  1902,  an 
the  convening  of  the  legislature) — which  has  made  a  place  fo 
about  sixty  of  the  lower  class,  has  aided  in  reducing  the  number 
in  other  buildings,  and  to  some  extent  removed  from  the  coi 
ridors  beds,  and  relieved  them  from  dormitory  uses,  which  prio 
reports  have  constantly  deprecated.     But  such  relief,  with  tb 
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constantly  increasing  number  of  applications  for  admission,  has 
left  no  room  to  fill,  and  if  the  cottage  "  G  "  for  which  appro- 
priation was  made  in  1902,  and  which  as  yet  has  only  fonnd  a 
being  witliin  the  lines  of  the  State  Architect's  office,  were  now 
ready  for  occupation,  the  cry  wonld  still  be  for  more  room. 
The  managers  agree  with  the  State  Board  of  Charities  in  that 
there  should  be  an  annual  increase  of  cottage  dormitory  build- 
ings, and  unless  this  is  done  the  only  remedy  will  be  to  receive 
only  such  as  death  or  discharge  will  make  room  for.  This  is 
amply  illustrated  in  the  fact  that  since  the  closing  of  the  year 
for  which  this  report  is  made,  to  wit,  the  three  months  ensuing 
October  1,  1902,  thirty-seven  applications  have  been  received 
and  passed  upon  by  the  superintendent  and  president. 

The  buildings  recently  erected,  with  modifications  as  occu- 
pancy suggests,  are  models  of  institutional  requirement,  and  if. 
under  the  careful  and  thorough  specifications  of  the  State  Archi- 
tect, they  are  somewhat  expensive,  the  managers  have  no  dis- 
position to  reduce  cost  at  the  exi)ense  of  suitable,  useful  and 
ornamental  buildings. 

For  several  yeai-s  the  State  authorities  and  the  managers 
have  been  in  constant  communication  in  regard  to  the  instal- 
ment of  a  proper  system  of  sewage.  The  question  is  a  vexed 
and  difficult  one.  No  two  systems  are  alike,  and  no  two  locali- 
ties will  admit  of  the  same  system.  It  is  believed  that  the 
managers,  with  the  assistance  of  the  State  Architect,  and  Pro- 
fessor Landreth,  have  agreed  upon  a  system  which  will  meet 
the  requirements  of  this  institution,  largely  increased,  and  that 
within  the  year  to  come  a  satisfactory  solution  will  be  reached. 

The  obtaining  of  a  suitable  water  supply  is  engaging  the 

attention  of  the  managers  and  authorities,  and  within  a  reason- 
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able  time  it  is  hoped  the  State  will  have  its  own  supply  of 
suitable  water. 

The  making  of  steam  and  electric  light  at  a  point  sufficiently 
remote  from  dormitories  and  populated  buildings  to  eliminate 
the  danger  of  fire  is  with  us  a  pronounced  success.  Both  heat 
and  light  are  carried  through  a  conduit,  of  the  most  approved 
building,  about  1,100  feet  in  length.  The  supply  is  ample  and 
steady,  and  we  have  passed  beyond  the  apprehension  of  fire  as 
far  as  such  can  possibly  be.  Nevertheless,  a  fire  drill  is  main- 
tained; a  proper  supply  of  hose  kept  in  readiness  for  automatic 
working;  a  night  watch  maintained,  and  no  precautions  omitted 
to  avoid  fire.

tad  its  opportunities. 

'  The  demands  for  custodial  care  for  feeble-minded  women  arc 
Constantly  augmenting.  As  the  facilities  of  this  institution  are 
better  understood  its  care  and  custody  are  more  largely  sought, 
Itnd  the  demands  come  from  public,  penal  and  correctional  insti 
tutions,  from  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  from  the  superin- 
tendents of  the  poor  of  sixty-one  counties,  from  families,  and 
^roni  the  public  at  large,  and  the  only  resistence  to  such  de- 
tiands  is  found  in  a  want  of  capacity  and  accommodation.

The  ond  of  the  fiscal  year,  September  30,  1903,  finds,  of  inmates, 
513,  an  increase  of  48. 

The  fact  stated  furnishes  alike  a  commentary  upon  the  location, 
the  care,  the  su])erintendcnce,  and  the  faitlifulness  of  officials  and 
attendants.

There  are  in  the  institution  inmates  from  fifty-nine  conntiei 
of  the  State  varying  from  one  in  each  of  the  counties  of  Nanui, 
Putnam  and  Seneca,  to  ninety-eight  in  the  county  of  New  Toifc 

Twelve  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety  articles  of  woman^ 
apparel  and  household  use  have  been  manufactured  by  the  ii- 
mates  in  the  sewing  department. 

The  farm  products  raised  and  used  in  the  institution  at  the 
fair  local  market  value  reached  |2,147.27. 

Various  improvements  have  been  made.  (Tottage  dornntor; 
F.  completed  and  occupied  by  about  60  inmates. 

The  workings  of  the  steam  and  lighting  plant  have  beet; 
satisfactory. 

In  reference  to  the  installation  of  a  thorough  water  plant 
an  effective  sewage  disposal,  there  has  been  more  or  less  p 
made^  and  the  State  officers  are  working  in  conjunction  with 
managers  to  effect  the  same.

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If  managers  are  required  by  law  to  meet  monthly,  and  to  file 
sucli  report — which  is  of  some  burden  throughout  the  State  to 
active  men  and  women  who  are  gratuitously  doing  the  same — 
there  should  be  some  good  purpose  subserved  by  it,  and  whether 
such  is  the  result  or  not,  will  not  much  appear  if  such  reports 
are  not  accorded  the  consideration  of  at  least  acknowledgment. 

The  continued  serial  story  of  want  of  capacity — of  crowding — 
and  inability  to  receive  applicants  because  of  no  room  is  not 
yet  at  an  end.  It  is  as  pressing  here  as  at  any  institution  of 
the  State,  and  it  is  likely  to  remain. 

To  a  large  extent  it  is  the  result,  here  as  elsewhere,  of  recent 
legislation,  which  has  placed  all  building  and  construction,  first 
in  the  hands  of  the  Commission,  and  then  of  the  State  Architect, 
with  the  cumbrous  system  of  contracts  and  ai)i>roval,  which  sends 
things  back  and  forth,  from  hand  to  hand,  with  consc»quent  delays, 
misunderstandings,  and  more  or  less  cross  purpose. 

Doubtless  the  purjiose  of  the  devised  system  was  to  centralize 
responsibility,  to  hasten  building,  to  economize  expenditures, 
and  to  increase  the  care  over  the  State's  unfortunates,  but  the 
results  have  been,  on  the  contrary,  quite  the  reverse. 

Responsibilities  have  been  scattered.  Building  has  been  de- 
layed. Exj>enditures  have  been  increased.  The  care  of  the  State's 
wards  has  been  minimized,  and  this  is  not  the  fffult  of  tlie  person 
ui>on  whom  duties  have  been  sought  to  be  devolved.  It  is  impos- 
sible for  the  State  Architect  to  make  exi)cdition  in  the  entire 
charge  of  the  construction  of  all  the  State's  work.  No  depart- 
ment out  of  reach  can  control  the  care  or  supervision  or  manage- 
ment of  large  communities  with  either  speed  or  economy.  Local 
managers  cannot  accelerate  either  work  or  maintenance  with 
hands  tied,  and  responsibility  cannot  safely  be  divided  between 
departments  and  managers. 
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Eithcn*  nianafi[er8  ought  to  be  abolished  absolutely,  and  thw 
relieve  oDe  or  two  or  three  hundred  busy  men  and  women  fnm 
a  burdensome  waste  of  time,  from  large  labors,  and  from  a  senw 
of  i*esponaibility ;  or  else  they  ought  to  be  charged  with  and  heH 
resiwnaible  for  the  management  of  their  institutions,  and  tke 
use  of  the  State's  moneys. 

An  object  lesson  is  presented  here.  Prior  to  the  enactment  of 
the  sA-stem  in  vogue,  in  1893-4,  we  had  an  approiHriation  of 
fl2.0(M)  for  a  collage  donnitory  (1).),  and  for  e<]uipp]ng  the  same 
$0,750.  AVithin  a  few  months  from  available  funds  we  had  the 
building  completed,  equipped,  furnished  and  occupied  by  forty- 
live  inmates,  at  a  cost  les6  than  |18,000.  And  that  included  the 
building  of  a  conduit  to  heat  and  light  the  same,  over  300  feet 
long,  which  we  built  at  a  cost  of  less  than  |4  per  lineal  foot 
It  is  tlie  bi^t  building,  out  of  seven,  for  our  uise  that  w«  haveoi 
the  ground. 

Since*  these  laws  have  been  in  force  there  have  been  built  ob 
onr  grounds  two  roitage  dormitory  buildings;  one  (E.)  appropri- 
ated for  in  1898-9-1900,  to  the  extent  of  |30,000,  opened  October^ 
1,  1001,  and  one  (l*\i  apj»n>|>riated  for  in  1901  to  the  extent  of 
Jf;{0,000,  oi>ened  December  1, 1902,  either  of  which  exhausted  the 
ai)propriation,  accommodating  sixty  inmates  each.  And  those 
sums  did  not  include  the  equipment. 

In  1002  wo  had  an  appropriation  of  {30,000  for  a  similar  cot- 
tage (lorniitorv  Mi.)  to  ac<omiiiodate  sixtv  inmates;  and  wiik 
all  the  urgency  the  managers  have  been  able  to  use,  and  with- 
out any  delays  upon  their  part,  it  has  just  passed  under  con- 
tract, the  excavation  is  partly  made,  the  work  ceases  for  the, 
winter,  and  the  building  will  not  be  ready  for  occupation  until 
the  latter  months,  if  at  all,  in  1904. 
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If  the  managers  had  been  allowed  to,  and  made  responsible 
'or,  the  building  of  either  of  these,  they  would  have  been  built 
ind  occupied,  and  certainly  one  quart er^ of  the  time  and  money 
wived. 

The  buildings  might  have  been  j  less  elaborate,  perhaps  less 
H-namental,  but  they  would  have  been  as  commodious  and  as 
iseful,  and  within  every  probability,  by] the  fall  of  1904  there 
jv'ould  have  been  two,  if  not  three,  more  cottage  dormitories  on 
)iir  grounds  than  there. can  be  now.  They  would  ha^^e  housed 
L20  to  180  more  of  the; unfortunates,  for  whose  custodial  care 
be  counties  of  the  State  are  clamoring,  and  so  much  more  pro- 
tection would  havetbeen  given  to  the  state. 

The  system,  works  the  delay. — It  augments  the  expenses.  It 
iecrease  the  usefulness  of  the  State's  charities. 

It 'is  true  that  no  law  has  by  direct  expression  limited  the 
[>owers  of  managers;  but  by  the  creation  of  new  commissions 
and  departments,  powers  have  been  given  which  have  been  in- 
terpreted to  supercede  and  qualify  any  power  which  managers 
bad,  and  thus  to  make  the  position  subservient  entirely  to  those 
riven  by  such  interpreted  laws. 

The  people  of  the  State  and  the  Legislature  in  1902,  refused 
to  abolish  boards  of  managers  of  charitable  institutions  by 
prect  laws,  but  it  is  done  indirectly  ae  recited. 

We  respectfully  call  upon  the  Legislature  to  do  one  of  two

The  Board  of  Managers  have  omitted  from  their  requesi 
appropriations  a  sum  for  the  building  of  one  additional  cc 
Dormitory,  of  similar  construction  and  cost  as  the  E  and  F 
ings,  now  in  use,  and  the  G  building  now  in  construction 
the  appropriation  of  1902. 

This  is  not  done  because  the  Board  does  not  fully  reali? 
necessity  of  such  an  appropriation,  but  because  such  a  n 
was  made  in  1903  and  was  not  allowed,  and  the  very  unaii 
able  statement  made : 

"You  had  an  appropriation  in  1002,  and  have  not  used 
made  any  progress  toward  the  building.  Why  ask  for. at 
now?" 
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And  the  managers  realized  that  the  same  answer  might  be  made 
with  greater  force  in  1904,  when  another  year  has  elapsed  and  no 
building  erected,  nor  any  fractional  part  of  the  appropriation  of 
1902  used. 
That  proposition  is  what  has  so  far  extended  this  report. 
We  have  asked  and  do  now  request  the  State  Board  of  Chari- 
ties and  the  Fiscal  Supervisor,  through  the  Legislature,  to  make 
provision  for  an  additional  cottage  dormitory,  and  respectfully 
urge  the  Legislature  to  make  appropriation  therefor. 

It  has  been  the  purpose  of  the  State  Board  to  erect  one  build- 
ing each  year  until  the  institution  shall  have  capacity  for  and 
a  population  of  1,000  inmates,  and  we  trust  that  we  present  such 
case  to  the  Legislature  as  fully  warrants,  in  the  exercise  of  the 
highest  charity  and  the  strictest  economy,  the  fulfillment  of  this 
proposition. 

The  necessity  of  an  appropriation  for  a  duplicate  dynamo  is  so 
obvious  that  no  words  are  required  here.  The  failure  of  the  single 
one  in  use  for  an  hour  or  a  month,  from  some  accident,  would 
entirely  deprive  us  of  light;  and  such  accidents  so  constantly 
occur,  and  duplicates  are  of  so  constant  use  from  absolute  neces- 
sity, that  the  request  should  be  acceded  to  at  once  by  the  Legis- 
lature. 

The  vexed  proposition  for  disposal  of  sewage  has  somewhat  pro- 
gressed towards  solutiou,  and  we  respectfully  ask  the  Legislature 
to  contribute  its  aid  to  the  installation  of  such  system  as  shall 
be  advised  by  the  State  authorities,  to  the  end  that  proper  sanita- 
tion and  the  avoidance  of  disease  may  follow  so  far  as  human 
power  may  control. 
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The  securing  of  a  water  system  that  shall,  at  small  annual  cost, 
furnish  a  suitable  supply  of  suitable  water,  will  complete  the 
circle  that  makes  this  the  most  satisfactory,  as  it  is,  the  most 
salutar}^  of  the  charities  of  the  State.

REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York: 

The  managers  of  the  State  Custodial  Asylum  for  Feeble-Minded 
Women  at  Newark,  N.  Y.,  have  the  honor  to  report : 

The  annual  reports  are  so  stereotyped  that  it  seems  undesir- 
able to  repeat  so  much  that  has  been  so  often  said. 

First. — That  the  institution  is  over  full,  has  been  a  constant  con- 
dition for  many  years,  and  as  fast  as  a  building  is  completed  so  as 
to  be  occupied,  it  is  filled  to  it»  capacity. 

During  the  year,  one  new  building  "  G  "  has  been  occupied, 
and  it  is  now,  as  heretofore,  the  case  that  it  is  found  necessary 
to  use  not  only  many  of  the  halls,  but  the  hospital,  for  the  use  of 
inmates. 

It  is  a  very  unsatisfactory  condition  that  inmates  other  than 
hospital  patients  should  be  placed  in  the  hospital  for  want  of 
other  room.  It  not  only  devotes  the  wards  to  uses  not  in  any 
way  contemplated,  but  which  should  not  be  allowed,  for  well  pa- 
tients should  not  be  quartered  with  those  who  are  sick  and  under 
medical  treatment.  Sickness  develops  fast  enough  at  the  best,  and 
it  cannot  but  be  that  such  use  of  the  hospital  wards  is  an  encour- 
agement rather  than  a  preventive  of  disease. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  found  of  inmates  present, 
597.  Up  to  the  writing  of  this  report,  December  21,  1905,  there 
were  ((03.  The  normal  capacity  of  the  entire  institution,  outside 
of  the  hospital,  was,  of  beds,  591 ;  but  there  were  added  26  in  the 
hospital,  making  a  total  of  617,  thus  showing  the  occupation  of 
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12  of  the  hospital  beds.  At  the  same  date  there  were  7  upon  a  liit 
of  accepted  cases,  and  there  are  now  a  large  number  of  applica- 
tions, which,  owing  to  the  situation,  have  not  been  acted  upon. 

Second. — It  is  a  very  unfortunate  situation  that  any  increase  of 
buildings  is  compelled  to    run    over   into   the  second  or  third 
year  before  occupation  can  be  had.    In  monthly  reports  to  the   - 
Governor,  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  and  the  Fiscal  Superviaor, 
this  has  been  detailed. 

The  building  "  G,"  which  was  provided  for  by  the  appropri- 
ation of  the  liegislature  of  1902,  was  not  ready  for  occupation 
until  late  in  1905.  The  reason  is  that  the  late  provision  not  being 
determined  until  on  or  about  June,  by  reason  of  the  late  passage, 
and  then  the  necessary  delay  occasioned  by  thirty-day  bills,  does 
not  allow  any  action  on  the  part  of  the  managers  until  late  in  the 
Slimmer.  Then  provision  has  to  be  made  by  an  overworked  State 
Architect's  oflice,  so  more  delays  occur.  Then  the  plans  have  to 
be  approved  three-handed;  then  advertisements  for  proposab 
occasion  more  delays.  When  final  awards  are  made,  further 
delays  are  occa^iioned  by  the  preparation  and  execution  of  con- 
tracts, and  it  is  inevitable  that  work  does  not  commence  under 
smh  contracts  until  late  in  the  fall.  Before  excavations  are  com- 
j>leted,  the  winter  closes  down  and  work  cannot  be  resumed  until 
late  in  the  spring  ensuing,  and  if  it  is  possible  to  complete  the 
buildings  within  the  sec<md  year,  it  has  not  been  shown  that  sncfl 
event  is  likely  to  happen  until  well  into  the  third  year. 

It  is  very  undesirable  to  attempt  to  do  work  upon  buildings  in 
winter.  Whether  any  remedy  for  this  condition  can  be  found, 
the  managers  do  not  undertake  to  say,  but  it  would  seem  that  if 
it  were  feasible  for  the  Legislature  to  take  early  action  upon 
appropriations  for  buildings,  it  w<H]ld  allow  work  to  commence 
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in  the  spring  rather  than  late  in  the  fall,  and  thns  bring  about  an 
occupation  of  buildings  early  within  a  year  succeeding  appro- 
jffiatioDS.

H.  H.  Render,  Fiscal  Supervisor ;  Hon.  Q.  L.  Heins,  State  Archi- 
f  tect;  Dr.  E.  V.  Stoddard,  President  of  the  State  Board  of  Chari- 
tie«  and  Salaries  Classification  Commission;  by  Nathan  Bijur, 
President  of  the  State  Conference  of  Charities  and  Correction; 
by  Dr.  Stephen  Smith  and  Dennis  McCarthy,  Commissioners  of 
the  State  Board  of  Charities;  by  Dr.  J.  C.  Carson,  Superintendent 
of  the  Syracuse  State  Institution ;  by  W.  L.  Willett,  former 
superintendent  of  this  institution;  by  Dr.  Robert  W.  Hill, 
Superintendent  of  State  and  Alien  Poor;  by  J.  W.  Ennis  and 
Mr.  Kilboum,  Inspectors  for  the  Fiscal  Supervisor ;  by  numerous 
snperintendents  of  the  poor,  and  by  the  usual  number  of  in- 
teregfed  citizens,  to  all  of  whom  we  return  thanks  for  interest 
manifested  in  the  work  of  our  institution. 

Cottage  "G,"  a  fine  brick  structure,  50x87  feet,  two  stories 
and  finished  rooms  on  attic  floor,  has  been  completed  and  occu- 
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pied  since  May    1st.     This    building    will    accommodate  siztr   1 
inmates  upon  the  first  and  second  floors,  in  addition   to  the 
industrial    room,    22x20    feet    upon    second    fiopr^    and    tivu 
finished  rooms  on  attic  floor  suitable  for  better  grade  of  inmatefl. 
Our  water  plant,  referred  to  in  our  last  report,  has  been  com- 
pleted and  in  \xm.  since  April  1st.    This  water,  though  hard,  in 
keeping  with  this  locality,  is  absolutely  pure  and  of  excellent 
quality,  and  of  abundant  supply  for  present  and  all  future  needs. 
The  source  of  water  is  the  Eben  Lake  spring,  which  is  brought 
by  gravity  six  thousand  feet  to  a  point  twelve  hundred  feel 
south  of  our  power  plant,  and,  from  this  point,  pumped  into 
the  service  system  at  the  desired  pressure.     For  this  purpose 
we  have  established  at  this  point  a  suitable  frost-proof  pump- 
house  and  installed  one  electric  motor  driven-pump,  for  ordinary 
use,  and  one  steam  firepump  and  twenty-five  horse-power  capacity. 
all  controlled  and  operated  from  present  power-house. 

Cement  walks  have  been  laid  around  cottage  "  G  "  and  cement 
floors  laid  in  greenhouse  and  pigpen.  The  grounds  around  cot- 
tage ^'  (i  ''  and  in  the  rear  of  cottager  "  E  "  and  "  F ''  have  been 
graded  and  seeded.  The  evergreen  hedges  and  underbrush  upon 
the  recently  acquired  railroad  land  west  of  these  cottages,  have 
l)een  entirely  cleared  away,  which  greatly  enhances  this  part 
of  the  grounds  and  the  outlook  from  the  buildings. 

The  remodelling  of  a  building  upon  the  grounds  at  the  Church 
street  entrance  for  a  residence  for  the  supmntendent'e  family 
is  now  practically  completed  as  to  the  interior,  but,  owing  to 
our  limited  means,  much  of  the  exterior  work  must  be  deferred 
to  some  future  time.  (Has  been  occupied  by  superintendent 
and  his  family  since  November  15.) 
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We  have  again  enjoyed  immunity  from  epidemic  or  diseases 
>ther  than  those  incidental  to  our  population. 

The  usual  amusements  and  entertainments  for  our  inmates  have 
^een  proTided,  including  sleighing  parties  for  all.  Religious 
'Zeroises  have  been  carefully  observed,  also  appropriate  exercises 
or  the  holidays.

The  institution  has  been  singularly  free  from  disease  during 
the  year,  and  the  condition  of  things  is  believed  to  be  all  that 
can  be  expected  with  the  facilities  which  the  State  furnishes. 

The  resignation  of  the  matron  of  many  years,  which  took  plact^ 
on  June  1,  1905,  occasioned  a  vacancy  which  was  not  perma 
nently  filled  until  November,  1905,  and  the  occupation  by  the 
sui)erintendent   of    the   cottage   which    had    been    prepared    for 
the  use  of  himself  and  family  upon  the  grounds,  has  remoyed 
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him  from  the  building.  It  is  therefore  found  that  greater 
burdens  are  devolved  upon  the  matron  and  to  some  extent  upon 
the  resident  physician. 

Dr.  W^arnicke,  who  has  been  for  several  years  in  the  institution, 
at  the  request  of  the  managers,  acted  as  temporary  matron  dur- 
ing the  vacancy,  thus  doubling  her  duties.  Her  action  in  such 
position  was  extremely  satisfactory  to  the  managers,  but  it 
added  nothing  to  her  salary,  and  she  did  not  expect  to  make 
any  further  charge.  Her  salary  is  at  present  |1,000.  The 
managers  have  placed  upon  record  their  appreciation  of  her 
work  as  resident  physician,  as  well  as  temporary  matron,  by 
resolution  asking  the  classification  committee  to  increase  her 
salary  to  f  1,200  per  annum,  which  is  hoped  may  be  done. 

It    will  be  necessary  for  very  considerable  appropriation  to 
be  made  by  the  present  Legislature,  of  which  a  memorandum 
as  prepared  by  the  managers  and  submitted  to  the  Fiscal  Super- 
visor and  the  State  Board  of  Charities  some  time  since  will  be 
found  at  the  foot  of  this  report. 

It  is  absolutely  necessary  that  in  addition  to  such  items,  pro- 
visions shall  be  made  for  repairs  to  or  instalments  of  new 
boilers,  or  large  repairs,  which  are  indispensable. 

The  managers  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  Legisla- 
ture to  the  fact  tliat  for  one  or  another  reason  the  reports  of 
charitable  institutions  are  not  printed  so  as  to  be  in  the  hands 
of  the  Legislature  until  very  near  the  close,  if  at  all,  during 
the  session.  If  such  reports  are  of  any  use  whatever,  it  is  found 
in  the  one  fact  that  the  legislator  should  have  them  to  deter- 
mine his  action  during  the  session.  Otherwise  they  are  of  no 
use  whatever,  and  the  large  expense  of  printing  might  just  as 
weH  be  dispensed  with,  for  it  is  very  certain  that  no  oiift  «s^^ 
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I'i'iuls  tluMii.  uiilosis  it  iH  some  |)ersoii  who  is  anxlonB  to  gain  in- 
foi'inntion  as  to  a  particular  institution,  and  in  that  caae,  recoune 
is  not  had  to  a  printed  i*eport,  but  ordinarily  to  a  penmuU 
visitation. 

It  is  rospeclfiilly  urged  that  the  Legislature  inaiat  that  the 
printing  of  siicli  reports,  even  at  the  exi)en8e  of  delays  in  othor 
woik,  shall  be  <lone  early  during  the  session,  that  distribatioD 
may  b:»  made  to  tlie  Legislature  and  to  any  others  who  may  be 
int(Mrsii»d.

Annual  Report  of  the  Managers  of  the  State  Custodial  Asylum  for 

Feeble-Minded' Women,  Newark,  N.  Y. 


To  (he  Honorable,  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York: 

The  Managers  of  the  State  Custodial  Asylum  for  Feeble-Minded 
Women  at  Newark,  N.  Y.,  respectfully  report: 

The  Legislature  of  1905  appropriated  for  two  new  cottage 
dormitories  at  this  Institution  the  sum  of  $58,000.  Specifications 
for  such  buildings  were  prepared  by  the  State  Architect  in  due 
time,  being  substantially  duplicates  of  cottage  "  G,''  and  contracts 
or  the  building  of  same,  to  be  designated  as  "  H  "  and  "  I,"  were 
let  August  26th,  1905,  which  contracts  provided  for  the  entire 
finishing  of  the  buildings  ready  for  occupancy  within  from  two  to 
three  hundred  days  from  such  date.  The  work  progressed  very 
slowly,  and  while  the  time  has  long  since  elapsed,  the  buildings 
are  not  yet  nearly  completed,  scarcely  enclosed.  This  has  been 
due  to  various  causes,  but  the  delay  lies  mainly  with  the  con- 
tractors. 

The  State  Architect  has  pressed  upon  the  contractor  for  the 
main  construction  work,  with  all  the  force  he  could  command,  more 
expedition,  and  he  has  from  time  to  time  submitted  to  the  Mana- 
gers whether  or  not  the  work  should  not  be  taken  out  of  the 
contractor's  hands  and  completed  by  others,  as  provided  in  the 
eontracts.  Upon  mature  consideration,  it  has  been  considered  by 
til  that  it  was  better  and  would  occasion  less  delay,  and  probably 
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considerably  less  expense,  if  the  contractor  could  be  persuaded  to 
continue  and  complete  the  job.  . 

It  is  not  likely  that  the  buildings  can  be  occupied  much,  if  any, 
before  July,  1907;  meantime,  there  is  the  greatest  clamor  through- 
out the  State  for  accommodations  at  the  Institution  for  inmates 
who  deserve  and  require  its  protection,  but  such  accommodations 
cannot  be  furnished.  The  entire  capacity  of  the  buildings  is  617 
beds,  and  this  includes  twenty-five  wards  of  the  hospital,  which 
may  not  properly  be  used  except  for  the  sick,  thereby  limiting  the 
capacity  to  592. 

The  Superintendent's  annual  report  of  October  1,  1906,  shows 
the  number  of  inmates  present  to  be  593.  The  average  daily  popu- 
lation for  the  year  has  been  598,  and  there  are  now  upon  the 
waiting  list  thirty-six  applications  unacted  upon.  These  are  taken 
up  as  vacancies  occur,  which  are  very  rare,  and  such  vacancies 
filled. 

Applications  are  continually  coming  in,  and  it  will  probably  be 
six  months  before  those  on  hand  can  be  acted  upon,  unless  the  new 
buildings  are  ready  for  occupation,  and  in  that  case,  they  would 
be  filled, —  their  capacity  being  120, —  probably  within  two  weeks. 

The  management  does  not  regard  the  "  quota  "  of  any  county. 
Applications  are  acted  upon  in  the  order  of  their  reception,  and 
there  can  be  no  other  mode  which  will  do  justice  to  the  State.

Every  item  of  living  expenses  and  maintenance  has  largel] 
increased.  The  items  of  coal,  owing  in  part  to  defective  boilera 
to  inferior  coal,  and  to  an  increase  of  one  dormitory  and  th^ 
Superintendent's  dwelling,  has  cost  in  excess  of  the  former  yeai

and  so  on  throughout  the  list. 

This  has  resulted  in  a  large  deficiency  of  appropriation  for  th^ 
year,  which  has  in  part  been  made  up  by  additional  appropriation] 
by  the  Legislature  of  1906  of  $3,344,  and  by  a  draft  upon  th^ 
maintenance  fund  of  the  year  ensuing  October  1,  1906,  $3,000j 
which  thus  reduces  the  maintenance  fund  for  the  year  1906-7  U 
$79,000. 

Xo  moneys  are,  or  can  be,  expended  by  the  Managers  excepj 
upon  estimates  allowed  by  the  Fiscal  Supervisor  during  the  montl 
prior  to  any  expenditure.  These  estimates  are  most  minute,  and 
are  passed  upon  severally  by  the  Fiscal  Supervisor,  and  allowedj 
suspended  or  rejected  by  him.  It  is  a  work  of  vast  detail,  but  i1 
absolves  the  Managers  and  the  Superintendent  and  oflicers  of  iU 
Institution  from  any  charge  of  excess  of  expenditures. 

The  law  has  unwisely  placed  the  entire  responsibility  of  esj 
penditures  by  charitable  institutions  as  to  the  maintenance,  upd 
the  Fiscal  Supervisor  and  his  office.  Special  appropriations  d(i 
not  pursue  this  channel,  but  as  to  all  construction  work  and  repair! 
outside  of  ordinary,  contracts  mainly  prepared  by  the  State  Archi 
tect  provide  therefor. 

It  is  therefore  seen  that  the  Managers  of  the  various  institution! 
are  substantially  shorn  of  any  power. 

It  is  respectfully  submitted,  that,  while  the  State  is  clamorin? 
for  accommodation,  and  everv  charitable  institution  is  overcrowded 
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and  everywhere  is  heard  the  cry  of  inadequate  appropriations,  that 
this  is  but  the  result,  and  does  not  suggest  a  remedy. 

Your  Managers  suggest  that  there  is  a  remedy,  and  that  it  lies 
in  large  part  in  this : 

1.  Adequate  appropriations. 

2.  Less  centralization. 

3.  The  giving  of  power  to  Managers  to  manage,  and  holding 
them  to  the  most  rigid  responsibility,  and  when  these  last  two  are 
accomplished,  the  first  will  be  reduced  at  least  thirty  per  cent. 

To  any  officer  of  the  State  or  anv  member  of  anv  charitable 
board,  the  Managers  are  prepared  to  demonstrate  this  by  an  object 
lesson  upon  our  grounds  and  by  figures  of  construction  and  ex- 
penditure within  the  last  dozen  years.

The  grounds  of  the  State  are  not  in  good  condition,  and 
this  in  spite  of  the  most  diligent,  careful  and  praiseworthy  labors 
of  Thomas  Barnes,  who,  while  classified  as  gardener,  is  really  the 
man  of  all  work,  and  has  upon  his  hands  almost  the  whole  outside 
care  of  the  Institution.    This  is  more  labor  than  should  be  required 
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of  one  person,  with  such  assistance  as  he  is  able  to  get.  He  in 
been  for  years  a  most  valuable  man  to  the  State,  but  he  caniw 
be  retained  at  $50  per  month,  for  he  can  readily  command  $75  ii 
other  individual  or  corporate  employ,  without  leaving  the  village 
It  is  hoped  that  he  can  be  classified  as  ^*  foreman  "  at  $75  pei 
month,  so  that  we  can  continue  him  in  his  place. 

There  is  no  way  to  accomplish  good  results  or  to  preservi 
property  in  proper  repair  or  appearance  without  paying  at  least 
as  much  wages  as  other  local  employment  offers. 

The  scale  of  wages  for  gardener  runs  from  $30  to  $50,  and 
outside  work,  with  less  responsibility,  shorter  hours,  and  mora 
detined  work,  commands  from  $60  to  $75  per  month.  The  in- 
spectors of  the  State  departments,  the  St^te  officers  and  visiton 
complain  and  remark  upon  the  unkempt  condition,  but  there  is  lu 
remedy  an<l  no  hope  for  better  things,  except  in  a  locally  going 
scale  of  wages  within  the  lines  above  suggested. 

Very  soon  there  will  be  extensive  rebuilding  and  rei)air3  re- 
quired and  indispensable.  The  sub-basements  of  "  E  "  and  "F" 
cottage  dormitories  must  be  dispensed  with,  and  the  heating  and 
plumbing  work  now  in  place  will  have  to  be  raised  and  probablj 
entirely  renewed. 

The  floors  are  rotting  and  in  very  bad  shape.  A  quotation  froi 
the  report  of  Inspector  H.  M.  Lechtreoher  to  the  State  Board  dl 
Charities  of  September  10,  1906,  correctly  states  the  situation: 

**  The  grounds  in  general  present  a  very  unkempt  and  di* 
ordered  appearance,  due,  it  is  explained,  to  the  inability  at  thk 
time  of  year  at  the  prices  allowed  by  the  State  to  obtain  sufi 
cient  workmen. 

Lneal  labor  at  this  season  is  paid  $1.75  per  day,  and  it  is  » 
ported  that  at  that  figure  there  are  fewer  workmen  available  thai 
the  (leiiiauds  hav(^  c related. 

Serious  defects  in  construction  are  noticeable  in  cottages  '*E" 
and  "  F/'  es|>ecially  '*  F/'  where  conditions  are  w^orse.  Inferiol 
worknianskip  and  material  are  glaringly  in  evidence.  j 

In  the  basement  of  all  these  cottages  the  flooring  is  decaviid 
and  in  *'  F  ''  the  flo<:)ring  and  beam  work  all  through  the  house  ■ 
80  badly  warped  that  scrubbing  the  floors  is  out  of  the  question.  J 

The  '^  E  ''  and  ''  F  ''  cottages  are  planned  alike,  with  cellars  III 
suh-coUHi'S  from  12  to  14:  ft^et  deep.  I 
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The  continued  effect  of  moisture  is  making  the  basements 
iminhabitable. 

Some  pipes  placed  here  need  to-be  relaid,  and  basement  recon- 
structed.    Living  quarters  here  should  not  be  permitted.'^ 

It  ^•hr>uI(i  be  stated  that  the  '*  D  "  building  was  built  by  the 
Managers  in  1894,  with  a  local  architect,  and  upon  contracts  pre- 
pared and  executed  by  them.  It  was  completed,  furnished  and 
inhabited  by  forty-six  inmates  at  a  cost  of  less  than  $18,000.  It 
has  been,  in  use  about  twelve  years,  and  has  had  very  little  repairs. 
It  must  necessarily  need  some. 

The  cost  of  the  "  E  "  and  "  F  "  cottages,  build  in  1900  and 
1902,  under  the  present  system,  were  inhabited  by  about  sixty 
inmates  each,  at  a  cost  of  not  far  from  $32,000  each. 

No  doubt  the  cost  of  building  has  within  the  time  increased  very 
largely,  but  not  to  anything  like  one  hundred  per  cent. 

The  present  system,  which  requires  all  construction  work  to  be 
planned  and  supervised  by  the  State  Architect,  and  to  be  done 
under  contracts  in  pursuance  thereof,  may  work  well  in  cities,  but 
it  is  widelv  different  in  the  country.  Ix)cal  conditions  cannot  be 
understood  from  all  the  information  which  the  cursory  inspection 
of  the  locality  and  soil  and  the  conditions  which  surround  the 
carri'ing  on  of  work  furnish,  and  while  the  duties  imposed  upon 
the  State  Architect  are  carried  on  with  great  diligence  and  skill, 
the  Managers  respectfully  suggest,  and  it  is  not  confined  to  this 
Institution,  that  construction,  as  well  as  the  general  management, 
would  be  carried  on  with  much  less  cost,  with  much  greater  expedi- 
tion, and  with  much  better  results,  if  the  manner,  as  is  above 
indicated,  were  allowed. 

The  number  of  articles  manufactured  in  the  sewing  rooms  by 
inmates  have  reached  a  total  of  16,984,  and  these  cover  articles  of 
clothing,  curtains,  handkerchiefs,  draperies,  dining  and  bathroom 
articles,  uniforms,  window  shades,  etc. 

The  farm  and  garden  products  have  reached  an  estimated  value 
of  $2,414.08,  and  this  is  taken  into  account  in  fixing  a  per  capita, 
and  thus  is  shown  one  reason  why  the  per  capita  has  advanced, 
because  the  home  products  have  decreased,  and  this  is  owing  to 
the  contraction  of  our  available  producing  grounds  by  reason  of 
the  cutting  out  of  grounds  for  new  buildings,  recreation  grounds, 
etc.

>iir  buildings  excepting  cottages  "  G,"  **  H,"  and  "  I,"  and  the 
Iwiler  house  and  coal  sheds.  Provisions  for  the  storage  of  water 
jbed  from  these  buildings  should  be  made  as  early  as  possible. 

Eeligious  exercises  are  conducted  regularly  every  Sunday.  In 
he  morning  Sunday  schools  are  separately  conducted  for  those 
)f  Protestant  and  Catholic  faith.  The  services  are  always  well 
ittended,  and  the  inmates  manifest  great  interest  and  show  the 
itmost  respect  during  religious  services. 

In  reference  to  the  last  paragraph,  the  Managers  desire  to  say 
hat  the  subject  of  the  inmates  attending  religious  services  has 
eceived  much  consideration,  and  on  October  2,  1906,  the  IMana- 
?er9  passed  the  following  resolution : 

Besolved,  That  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  all  of  the  inmates 
f  the  Institution  should,  and  hereafter  shall,  receive  such  re- 
igious  instruction,  rites  or  services,  of  any  nature  as  they  desire, 
r  require,  from  any  source,  at  the  Institution,  and  that  all  in- 
lates,  of  any  and  every  faith,  shall  be  placed  upon  an  exact 
quality  as  possible  in  such  regard,  and  afforded  equal  and  all 
acilities  for  such  services  as  can  be  afforded,  but  limited  to  the 
nstitution  or  the  State  premises. 

In  making  up  the  appropriation  for  the  coming  year  —  Octo- 
er  1,  1907,  to  October  1,  1908  —  the  Managers  have  avoided  any 
ew  construction  work,  as  the  appropriation  of  1905  for  building, 
8  above  stated,  has  not  been  expended  or  the  work  completed,  and 
\ds,  notwithstanding  the  necessities  of  extension  for  the  accommo- 
ation  of  the  State,  and  they  have  limited  such  list  recommended 
y  them  to  the  following:

The  demands  of  the  State  are  such  that  building  of  additiona 
cottage  dormitories  ought  to  continue  as  rapidly  as  pos^ble,  am 
that  the  .Managers  have  not  asked  for  appropriation  for  such  pur 
pose,  as  above,  does  not  preclude  the  same  being  made,  and  addi 
tional  buildings  established.  Jt  is  a  matter  which  should  have  th< 
coBsi deration  of  the  authorities  and  the  Legislature. 

The  matter  of  sewerage  is  of  much  importance.  Some  delaj 
bas  been  occasioned  from  the  fact  that  the  village  of  Newari 
has  been  for  a  year  or  more  projecting  a  general  syatem  of  sewer 
ag8,  to  which,  if  built,  it  baa  been  considered  that  the  State  coul( 
attach  the  sewerage  of  this  Institution,  and  have  a  complete  dis 
charge.  But  the  village  has  recently  voted  not  to  build,  and  there 
fore  it  is  likely  that  we  shall  proceed  with  the  independent  systen 

now  partly  organized.    The  Fiscal  Supervir '  ''~-  '^— *-   *— ^

*o  the  Honorable,  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York: 

As  required  by  statute,  the  board  of  managers  .of  the  State 

stodial  Asylum  for  Feeble-Minded  Women  at  Newark  beg  leave 

submit  herewith  their  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  Sep- 
iber  30,  1907. 

The  population /it  that  date  was  669,  the  highest  number  during 
year  being  670,  and  the  lowest  591;  the  average  for  the  year 
ig  622.23. 

There  have  been  during  the  year  but  six  deaths,  and  the  health 
the  inmates  has  been  uniformly  good.  We  have  suffered  no 
lemic  excepting  influenza,  of  which  there  were  350  cases  during 
month  of  January,  resulting  in  no  death,  and  with  the  excep- 
of  a  few  who  developed  pneumonia  all  recovered  quickly. 

There  were  admitted  to  the  hospital  during  the  year  350  patients, 
342  were  discharged;  while  on  October  1st  10  patients  still 

uuned.

We  call  special  attention  to  the  extensive  report  of  our  sup>er 
intendent,  which  gives  a  very  full  hi9tory  of  the  work  of  the  insti* 
tution,  together  with  a  statement  of  its  immediate  needs.

Lajdng  particular  emphasis  on  the  following  matters: 

Additional  Land. 

With  the  erection  of  the  H  and  I  cottages  and  the  other  build- 
ings which  are  proposed,  the  land  available  for  the  further  expan- 
sion of  the  institution  is  reduced  to  practically  nothing.  The 
need,  therefore,  for  additional  land  is  very  urgent,  and  more 
especially  as  the  space  now  used  for  gardening  and  fruit  purposes 
cannot  be  expanded,  and  does  not  produce  a  sufficient  supply  for 
the  present  needs  of  the  institution. 

Outdoor  work  is  the  best  suited  to  our  inmates,  the  most  pleas- 
uit  and  most  healthful,  and  with  the  acquisition  of  more  land 
!DUch  more  can  be  done  by  the  inmates,  resulting  not  only  in  their 
physical  well-being  through  outdoor  exercise,  but  in  a  greater 
variation  of  the  dietary.  We  could  then  produce  a  sufficient 
supply  from  our  own  farm  of  vegetables  and  fruit. 

A  verbal  option  has  been  secured  on  fifty-six  acres  of  the  so- 
?alied  Steever  property,  which  lies  directly  south  of  our  grounds, 
Kparated  only  by  South  street,  at  a  price  of  $10,000. 

Land  will  not  diminish  in  value  as  time  passes  on,  and  we  believe 
that  this  property  should  be  acquired  now,  and  we  therefore  ask 
ind  urge  the  necessary  appropriation. 
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Bakery. 
The  present  baking  facilities  are  inadequate.    The  oven  has  no 
been  improved  or  enlarged  in  years,  while  the  institution  has  beei 
steadily  growing. 

Laundry. 

The  present  laundry  has  been  severely  criticised  by  the  Stati 
Board  of  Charities  as  unsuitable,  ill-equipped,  and  an  unsanitar 
place. to  work  in. 

Industrial,  Educational,  and  Storeroom  Building. 

The  sewing  work  now  carried  on  by  the  inmates  is  conducted 
with  great  diflBculty  under  crowded  and  separated  conditioni 
The  school  is  conducted  in  one  of  the  halls  curtained  off  for  tha 
purpose.  An  industrial  school  building  would  facilitate  greatly  thi 
present  work,  and  make  possible  the  taking  up  of  other  line 
which  cannot  now  be  considered.  Our  storeroom  is  badly  locatec 
and  ill  suited  as  well  as  inadequate.  We  urge  an  appropriatioi 
of  $25,000  for  a  combined  industrial,  school,  and  storerooc 
building. 

Sewage  Disposal. 

The  appropriation  for  this  purpose  by  the  Legislature  of  190' 
is  found  inadequate  to  carry  out  the  plans  approved  by  the  Stat 
Board  of  Health  and  the  board  of  managers.  The  drainage  no^ 
runs  into  the  Erie  canal,  a  practice  which  should  be  discontinues 
just  as  soon  as  possible.  No  bids  were  received  within  the  sun 
available,  and  we  need  an  additional  appropriation  of  $2,500  foi 
this  purpose. 

Additional  Buildings. 

We  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $60,000  for  two  additional  cot 
tages  on  the  plans  of  cottages  H  and  I.  Our  population  no\» 
crowds  us,  requiring  the  occupation  of  halls  on  the  second  an< 
third  floors  of  the  A  building.  Applications  are  pending  whicl 
we  cannot  receive,  and  it  is  desired  to  make  transfers  to  us  fron 
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other  State   institutions,  but  this  cannot  be  done.     A  year  will 
pass  before   these  buildings,  if  provided  for,  could  be  occupied, 
.  and  we  therefore  feel  that  this  request  should  be  granted. 

Fire  Protection. 

The  condition  of  the  protection  from  the  water  mains  has 
been  such  as  to  occasion  anxiety.  The  superintendent's  report 
recommends  a  plan  for  adequate  fire  protection  of  vital  import- 
ance, to  which  your  attention  is  earnestly  requested.  Negotia- 
tions are  now  pending  for  the  purchase  of  the  water  pipes  on  the 
^  grounds  which  belong  to  the  village  of  Newark,  and  the  board  is 
r  now  considering  plans  prepared  by  the  State  Architect  for  a  water 
storage  system  which  will  furnish,  when  completed,  an  adequate 
supply  for  fire  protection.  This,  however,  will  furnish  a  supply 
of  water  only.  The  superintendent  in  his  report  recommends 
the  installation  of  a  suitable  pump  in  the  boiler-house  to  provide 
adequate  water  pressure  in  case  of  fire.  The  appropriation  of 
1907  for  water  storage  does  not  provide  either  for  such  a  pump 
or  the  necessary  extension  of  water  hydrants.  We  ask  for  an 
additional  appropriation  of  $2,000  to  meet  these  needs. 

Maintenance. 

For  the  year  ending  October  1,  1908,  $5,000  additional.  This 
^tnm  has  almost  been  created  by  an  increase  of  salaries  by  the 
Salary  Classification  Commission,  to  take  effect  October.  1,  1907, 
%nd  this  sum  must  be  granted  to  meet  such  increase  and  an  other- 
Wise  unavoidable  deficit,  not  only  as  a  result  of  such  increase, 
%>ut  because  we  find  that  a  deficit  would  arise  even  had  this  increase 
^lot  been  made. 

For  the  year  October  1,  1908,  to  October  1,  1909,  $100,000. 
TThis  is  the  amount  determined  by  the  board  at  its  meeting  Novem- 
J\m  15tb,  after  most  careful  consideration. 

T^e  have  dwelt  somewhat  at  length  on  these  matters  because, 
„  Although  they  are  most  forcibly  set  forth  in  the  superintendent's 
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report,  we  wished  to  emphasize  our  endorsement  of  his  report 
and  present  a  unanimous  and  urgent  request  for  these  our  needs.

The  foregoing  record  shows  the  result  of  many  years  of  cai 
work.  All  of  these  trees  have  been  planted,  carefully  cared 
fertilized,  and  brought  to  their  present  condition  in  accord; 
with  plan  of  landscape  gardening  adopted  by  the  Board  of  M 
gers  in  1888.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  these  trees  and  sh 
are  now  in  healthy  condition,  especially  the  elms  "and  other  1 
wood  varieties — they  are  beautiful  specimens  of  their  kind  and 
destined  to  become  increasingly  useful  and  attractive. 

In  our  park  system  and  upon  our  grounds  we  have  3;600  li 
feet  of  cement  walks,  from  five  to  six  feet  in  width,  which  aff 
a  place  for  daily  recreation  for  our  inmates,  even  in  wet  wea 
and  winter.  This  is  a  very  important  provision  for  proper  e 
cise  for  the  low  grade  girls  and  is  a  very  large  factor,  also,  in 
general  good  health  of  all  the  inmates  of  the  institution.

Entertainments  and  Public  Rp:ceptions. 

As  usual,  it  has  been  our  aim  to  afford  the  inmates  as  much 
digression  from  the  ordinary  routine  of  institution  life  as  possible 
by  means  of  entertainments  consisting  of  frequent  dancing  parties 
in  Assembly  Hall  and  entertainments  by  outside  talent  and  by  the 
girls  themselves,  chief  of  which  may  be  mentioned  a  pleasing 
cantata  entitled  **Santa's  Elves*',  rendered  by  the  girls  at  Christ- 
mas time.  The  usual  Christmas  tree  was  provided,  from  which 
Santa  Claus  distributed  presents  to  every  girl.  All  the  holidays 
have  been  observed  with  services  impressive  of  the  occasion.

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Our  usual  Friday  afternoon  public  exercises  by  the  girls,  and 
reception  of  visitors,  have  been  held  throughout  the  entire  yeari 
with  the  exception  of  July  and  August,  when  the  exercises  weit 
omitted.  These  have  consisted  of  solo,  quartette,  and  chonii 
singing,  piarching,  and  calisthenics,  in  which  the  girls  have  a( 
quitted  themselves  with  considerable  merit.  That  they  have  \>cet 
appreciated  by  the  local  community  is  evidenced  by  the  large  at 
tendance^of^visitors  every  Friday'  afternoon,  the  number  some 
times  reaching  sixty  or  more  on  a  single  occasion. 

Religious  Instruction. 
The  religious  instruction  of  our  inmates  has  never  been  neglecteii 
Sabbath  services  have  been  observed,  with  a  Sunday  school  in  thi 
forenoon  and  a  sermon  by  a  logal  clergyman  in  the  afternoon,  the^ 
baing  of  great  interest  and  profit  to  the  girls  and  the  attendant 
and  officers  present.  The  girls  choir,  and  the  singing  of  hymns  \v 
all,  together  with  the  joint  recitation  of  the  Psalms  and  the  Lord  i 
prayer,  contribute  much  to  the  moral  and  spiritual  uplift  of  ali  ii 

these  services. 

■ 

New  Buildings  and  Improvements. 

Important  additions  of  buildings  and  improvements  have  bee 
made  during  the  past  year,  and  are  under  way  at  the  present  time 
Cottages  **H''  and  'T'  have  been  completed  and  the  former  occu 
pied  since  May  first,  with  sixty  inmates.  Cottage  '*r'  is  bein 
furnished  for  the  same  number  and  should  be  ready  for  occupanc 
within  a  short  time.  Some  delay  in  this  has  occurred  from  th 
fa?t  of  the  State  prisons  furnishing  beds  that  were  not  in  aceoril 
ance  with  specifications,  and  were,  therefore,  returned. 

These  buildings  are  handsome  brick  structures,  50x88  feet  i 
dimensions,  two  stories  in  height,  with  finished  attics,  and  havir 
cement  bottom  cellars  which  are  dry  and  well  ventilated.  Th 
contract  work  has  been  exceptionally  well  done,  and  the  building 
are  in  every  respect  satisfactory.     Much  favorable  comment  ha 
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been  made  upon  the  construction  and  general  plan  of  these  build- 
ings by  official  visitors  after  careful  inspection. 

Each  buii  ling  will  accommodate  sixty  (60)  inmates  upon  the- 
first  and  second  floors,  and,  in  addition,  there  is  a  room  20x22  feet 
on  the  second  floor  of  each  building  which  may  be  used  for  indus- 
trial or  dormitory  purposes.  It  is  important  also  to  note  in  this 
connection  that  the  attic  floor  in  each  of  these  buildings  has  been 
finished  for  living  rooms  for  the  employees,  there  being  five  rooms 
and  a  toilet  for  this  purpose.  In  addition,  there  are  two  rooms, 
one  26x16  feet,  the  other,  19x22  feet,  finished  and  reserved  for 
future  requirements. 

The  grounds  around  cottages  H  and  I  have  been  exten- 
sively graded  and  are  ready  for  seeding;  five  thousand  square  feet 
of  cement  walks  have  been  laid  in  connection  with  these  buildings, 
and  the  roadways,  generally,  renewed  with  gravel. 

A  new  boiler  of  150  H.  P.  has  been  installed  in  the  power  house. 
This  brings  our  number  of  boilers  up  to  four,  with  a  total  of  six 
hundred  rated  horse  power. 

From  a  special  fund  for  Repairs  and  Equipments,  means  have 
been  secured  for  painting  the  boiler  house,  pig  pens,  and  green 
houses;  for  paving  the  courts  and  constructing  clothes  lines  for 
cottages  G,  H  and  I,  and  enlarging  and  repairing  lines  for 
the  main  laundry;  and  for  laying  new  asbestos  roofing  on  the 
laundry  building  and  annex. 

The  State  Architect  is  preparing  plans  and  specifications  for 
the  expenditure  of  special  funds  appropriated  at  the  last  session 
of  the  Legislature  for  electric  light,  dynamo  and  engine;  hot  water 
heater;  finishing  attic,  cottage  D;  finishing  attics  cottages  E 
and  F;  repairs,  etc.,  to  cottages  E  and  F,  and  water  storage. 

Fire  Protection. 

In  connection  with  the  special  fund  appropriation  for  the  de- 
velopment of  water  storage,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  opportunity 
15  most  favorable  for  the  establishment,  also,  of  complete  fire 
protection.  •  To  this  end,  I  would  recommend  that  water  storage 
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be  developed  to  the  extent  of  one  million  gallons  upon  our  grountl: 
in  close  proximity  to  the  boiler  house.  An  underwriter's  fire  pum;i 
of  desired  capacity  could  then  be  installed  in  the  boiler  bouse,  the 
water  pipes  and  hydrants  extended  as  necessary^  and  water  de- 
livered to  any  part  of  our  grounds  in  quantity  up  to  750  or  1,00 
gallons  per  minute..  This  would  furnish  three  or  four  IJ  inch  (Sk 
streams  with  a  nozzle  pressure  of  forty-five  to  fifty  pounds,  wbicl 
would  constitute  adequate  fire  protection  to  all  of  the  buildingf! 
Appropriation  for  the  purchase  and  installation  of  a  suitable  fin 
pump  and  the  extension  of  hydrant  service  so  that  every  buildinj 
could  be  covered  for  fire  protection  by  at  least  two  hydrants,  not  re 
quiring  the  use  of  more  than  fifty  feet  of  hose  per  hydrant,  shouli 
be  asked  for  at  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature. 

Employment  of  Inmates. 
The  inmates  have  been  extensively  employed  in  educational 
industrial,  and  domestic  departments^ — in  the  dormitories,  lauD 
dry  and  sewing  rooms,  bakery,  kitchens,  dining  rooms,  garden 
and  grounds.  In  the  above,  at  least  ninety  per  cent,  of  our  inmate 
have  to  some  extent  been  in  service,  about  fifty  per  cent,  beini 
capable  of  doing  very  good  and  remunerative  work  under  prope 
direction.  A  tabular  stjitement  elsewhere  shows  the  large  numbe 
of  articles  of  clothing  and  bedding  made  in  the  industrial  depart 
ment.  In  addition  to  this,  throughout  the  various  buildings,  al 
the  mending  of  bedding  and  clothing,  excepting  shoes,  ia  carrie" 
on  hy  the  inmates,  under  direction  of  attendants.  It  is  our  a; 
that  every  inmate  notactually  ill  shall  be  occupied  every  day  a 
Bome  suitable  worli  or  exercise,  even  to  the  extent  of  walkin, 
parties  for  the  low  grade  girls  not  capable  of  useful  employnieri 
and  for  those  capable  of  labor  only  part  of  the  time. 

InOUSTIUA!,   and    EDI7r.\TI0SAL   BUILDINQ.  I 

Permit  me  to  say  that  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  if  we  coutd  ha^^ 
a  proper  building  for  industrial  anil  educational  purposes,  suitabl] 
arraneed  and  eauipped,  our  iresent  industries  could  be  more  su^ 
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cesafully  carried  on,  and,  in  addition  to  these,  weaving,  rug  making, 
knitting  skirts  and  underwear,  mattress,  broom,  brush,  and  basket 
making  could  be  carried  on  with  good  success.  We  have  heretofore 
asked  of^the  Legislature  an  appropriation  for  such  an  industrial 
building,  but  without  avail.  This  request  should  be  renewed  and 
Btrongly  urged  at  this  time.  In  this  connection,  I  desire  again  to 
call  attention  to  the  inadequate  facilities  for  school  teaching. 
The  school-room,  so  called,  is  nothing  more  than  a  passageway 
on  the  second  floor  leading  from  the  main  building  to  assembly 
hall.  The  work  here  is  much  interfered  with  by  frequent  dis- 
turbance from  persons  passing  through  this  room  in  going  to  and 
from  the  main  building  to  assembly  hall,  and  crippled  by  lack  of 
school-room  equipments,  the  girls  being  required  to  sit  on  long 
benches  against  the  side  walls,  holding  their  work  on  their  laps. 
About  eight  or  ten  per  cent,  of  our  girls  are  capable  of  receiving 
5ome  instruction  in  reading,  writing,  simple  numbers,  and  other 
elementary  branches,  it  being  our  practice  to  have  part  of  such 
teachable  girls  attend  the  school  in  the  forenoon,  the  others  in  the 
afternoon.  When  not  in  the  school-room,  they  are  occupied  else- 
where in  the  industrial  or  domestic  departments.  In  the  industrial 
building  above  asked  for,  one  room  should  be  set  aside  and  properly 
equipped  for  school  purposes. 

Store  Room. 

Our  present  facilities  for  storing  supplies  are  not  satisfactory  in 
that  they  are  located  in  various  places  about  the  buildings  and  are 
ttot  adequate  to  our  present  needs.  Furthermore,  the  store  room 
aow,  located  adjoining  the  superintendent's  office  is  very  much 
leeded  for  general  office  purposes,  the  business  of  the  institution 
baving  entirely  outgrown  our  office  room  facilities.  A  new  and 
noodem  storehouse,  including  cold  storage,  for  unissued  supplies 
ihould  be  constructed.  It  is  possible  that  the  State  Architect 
iould  design  a  building  suitable  to  our  requirements  for  industrial 
ind  school  purposes  and  a  store  house  under  one  roof.  For  this 
^'Urpose,  I  would  suggest  a  brick  building,  approximately  50x80 
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feet  in  dimensions,  two  stories  in  height,  and  finished  attic,  and  a 
cellar  under  the  entire  building.  In  the  cellar,  cold  storage,  a 
meat  cutting  room,  and  storage  for  vegetables  and  some  other 
flupplies  should  be  arranged. 

Cottage  Dormitories. 

The  demand  upon  our  institution  from  all  parts  of  the  Statij 
and  for  transfers  of  young  women  from  the  Syracuse  and  Ro 
institutions  is  so  great  that  the  ultimate  capacity  of  our  instituti 
should  be  developed  as  rapidly  as  possible.     To  this  end,  app 
priation  for  the  construction  of  at  least  two  cottage  dormitorii 
upon  the  same  plan  as  cottages  "H*'  and  "I"  should  be  askedfi 
The  twelfth  annual  report  of  the  board  of  managers  of  the  Ro 
State  Custodial  Asylum,  discussing  the  futitre  policy  of  that  ins 
tution,  expresses  the  view  that  it  is  for  the  best  interests  of  t 
State,  as  well  as  for  the  feeble-minded,  that  the  sexes  be  placed! 
separate  institutions.     This  view,  we  understand,  is  concurred 
by  the  State  Board  of  Charities  and  others.    The  report  of  the  Ro 
institution  concurrent  with  this  issue  gives  the  number  of  fern 
inmates  as  271,  over  200  of  whom  come  within  the  special  classific 
tion  for  which  this  institution  was  designed,  therefore,  if  it  bet 
policy  of  the  State  to  separate  the  sexes  of  that  institution 
making  transfers  to  this,  the  capacity  of  the  two  buildings  abo' 
asked  for  would  provitle  for  only  about  one-half  of  the  number  f 
whom  transfer  is  desired  from  the  Rome  institution  alone. 

Bakery. 

Our  present  bake  oven  is  not  in  good  repair  on  account  of  aj 
and  is  not  modern  in  design,  neither  is  it  of  sufficient  capacity  fc 
our  present  needs.     Our  population  has  more  than  doubled  sii 
addition  or  improvement  has  been  made  in  this  department, 
is  imperative  that  this  should    now  be  enlarged  and    a  new 
modern  oven  installed.     To  accomplish  this,  it  is  suggested 
the  present  l)akery  room  be  extended  about  twenty-five  feet  on 
east  and  a  new  oven  constructed  along  side  of  the  present  o^ 
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This  would  double  the  present  capacity  of  our  bakery  and  be  none 

too  much  for  present  and  near  future  requirements.     In  connection 

with  the  bakery,  suitable  provision  should  be  made  for  storage  of 

all  baked  goods. 

Laundry. 

Our  present  laundry  is  of  twenty  or  more  years'  standing  and  is 
not  at  all  suitable  in  design.  No  enlargement  of  this  department 
has  been  made  during  the  time  above  mentioned  excepting  an 
addition  on  the  south  by  converting  the  upper  part  of  the  old  boiler 
house  into  an  ironing  room.  This  annex,  or  old  boiler  house, 
should  now  be  converted  into  a  modern  two-story  laundry.  I  am 
not  certain  if  any  part  of  this  old  building  could  be  utilized  for  this 
purpose,  but  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  could  not  be,  beyond  using 
the  old  material  that  «aukl  be  worked  into  the  new  construction. 
The  other  part  of  the  old  laundry  sjiould  be  converted  into  a 
general  bath  house,  a  long  felt  want,  to  accommodate  the  three 
hundred  and  fifty  girls  of  the  A,  B,  and  C.  buildings. 

•  

Boundary  Fence. 

At  present,  our  grounds  are  entirely  open  to  encroachment  from 
any  one  from  the  outside.  This  interferes  with  \liscipline  and 
good  order  of  the  inmates,  and  may  lead  to  more  i?erious  results. 
An  iron  picket  fence  should  be  constructed  around  the  entire 
lK)undaries  of  the  grounds  of  the  institution.  It  has  been  sug- 
gested that  a  stone  or  concrete  wall  be  erected  on  our  west  bound- 
ary, but  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a'  good  picket  fence  would  be 
.sufficient  and  more  satisfactory. 

More  Land. 

Much  has  been  said  in  past  years  upon  the  matter  of  acquiring 
more  land.  It  seems  to  me  extremely  desirable  that  all  that  tract 
of  land  south  of  South  street,  east  of  the  Northern  Central  Rail- 
road, and  west  of  Vienna  street,  extending  south  to  the  Johnson 
farm,  consisting  of  about  sixty  acres,  be^acquired^as  early  as 
possible.     Of  our  total  acreage,  amounting  to  forty-seven  acrev«,  at 
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p;esent,  there  is  only  about  twenty  acras  that  can  be  used  for  pari 
aid  recreation  grounds  for  the  inmates,  including  existing  anc 
c  )ntemplated  future  buildings,  and  about  seven  acres  of  garden 
laid  including  horse  barns,  green  houses,  and  other  farm  buildings, 
about  four  acres  in  orchard,  the  remainder  in  approaches.    The 
racreation  grounds  are  much  overcrowded  with  the  present  popu- 
lation, therefore,  if  the  institution  is  to  be  developed  to  a  probable 
p  Dpulation  of  fifty  per  cent,  more,  as  contemplated,  it  is  inevitable 
t'lat  the  grounds  for  the  free  use  of  the  girls  must  be  extended* 
This  can  be  well  provided  for  by  annexing  present  garden  land  to 
the  park  system,  moving  the  barns  and  other  farm  buildings  to  the 
proposed  new^  land.     With  the  acquisition  of  additional  land  as 
above  recommended,  all  the  fruits  and  vegetables  necessary  for  the 
jnstitution^tables  and  all  of  the  farm  foods  for  stock  could  be  raised 
withjbut^^little  additional  ekpense.     It  is  calculated  that  the  iD- 
mates^could  be  employed  for  nearly  all  the  planting,  cultivating, 
and  harvesting,  which  would  result  in  great  benefit  to  the  girls  in 
healthfuroutdoor  occupation,  to  say  nothing  of  the  great  pecuniary 
benefit  in  raising  our  own  table  and  farm  foods.     This  would  also 
result  in'moral  uplift  of  the  girls  in  feeling  that  they  had,  by  their 
individual  efforts,  contributed  to  their  own  support. 

Telephone  Service. 

This  institution  now  consists  of  nine  different  buildings  besides 
the  superintendent's  residence,  the  hospital,  boiler  house,  green 
house,  coachman's  house,  and  barns.  It  is  very  important  that 
these  various  buildings  have  communication  with  each  other  by 
telephone,  therefore,  I  would  recommend  that  a  complete  system 
of  intercommunicating  telephones  be  established  between  the  va- 
rious buildings. 

Night  Watch  Service. 

Our  night  watch  detector  system  is  much  out  of  repair  on  ac- 
count of  age  and  worn  out  condition.  Inasmuch  as  our  entire 
night  service  depends  upon  the  faithfulness  of  our  night  worken,, 
full  record  of  which  should  be  had  at  all  times,  our  nightwatch-j 
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dan's  time  recording  system  should  be  replaced  by  a  new  and 

Dodern  system. 

Painting. 

The     interior     walls    of    cottages    E,    F,  'and    G    have    never 

>een  decorated.     They  have  been  in  use  from  three  to  seven  years, 

Mid  all  should  now  be  painted  three  coats  on  all  interior  walls  and 

ceilings.     Provision  should  also  be  made  for  painting  interior  of 

hospital,  interior  and  exterior  of  horse  baj'n,  ice  house,  and  interior 

of  boiler  house. 

Repairs  and  Equipments. 

It  has  been  customary  to  ask  for  special  fund  appropriation  for 
repairs  and  equipments  each  year.     Our  experience  has  been  that 
there  are  constantly  unlooked  for  and  unforseen  conditions  arising 
in  an  institution  of  this  size  requiring  extraordinary  expenditures 
to  keep  the  buildings  and  machinery  in  proper  condition.     The 
appropriations  made  for  this  purpose  during  the  past  years  have 
not  been  at  all  in  keeping  with  our  needs  and  growing  population, 
therefore,  this  appropriation  should  not  only  be  renewed  for  the 
eoming  year,  but  considerably  increased.     In  this  connection  would 
say  that  the  hospital  is  not  arranged  with  a  suitable  place  for  the 
reception  of  the  dead.     I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  part  of  the  base- 
ment in  this  building  could  be  set  apart  and  reconstructed  for  a 
mortuary  with  satisfactory  resqlts,  the  expense  to  come  out  of  the 
mbove  appropriation.     Other  requirements  from  this  fund,  which 
ean  be  forseen  at  this  time,  consist  of  extending  our  street  lighting 
system  to   buildings   G,   H,   and     I;    constructing    propagating 
'  flames,  and  gardener's  tool  house;  constructing  clothes  rooms  in 
the"B"  and  "C"  buildings;  and  a  new  roof  on  the  horse  barn. 

^  Repairs  to  Outbuildings. 

The  house  known  as  the  "Wilder"  house  at  the  northwest  corner 
I- of  the  institution  grounds  and' the  "Stanley''  house  on  the  north- 
P«»8t  comer,  both  now  occupied  by  employees,  are  in  need  of  exten- 
:^e  repairs.  Each  bouse  and  barn  attached  should  have  new 
^'^^^fing,  new  sills  under  one  of  the  barns,  new  sills  under  verandas 
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of  both  houses,  and  the  houses  and  barns  should  be  otherv 
paired  and  painted  two  coats.  No  improvements  or  repair 
been  made  on  these  buildings  since  they  were  acquired  ' 
State,  and  this  is  now  necessary  for  their  proper  preser 
The  Wilder  house  is  large  and  commodious  and  could  v 
arranged  into  a  two-family  house.  It  seems  to  us  that  this 
be  a  very  desirable  arrangement. 

Boiler  Repairs. 

Owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  season  when  special  fund  appi 
tion  for  repairs  to  boilers,  chapter  571,  Laws  of  1907,  k 
available,  the  work  of  repairing  boilers  Nos.  2  and  3  could 
accomplished  before  they  were  needed  for  winter  use,  the 
temporf^ry  repairs  are  being  made  for  this  winter's  service 
the  view  of  completing  the  repairs  as  soon  as  the  boilers  c 
taken  out  next  summer.  The  present  indications  are  thi 
funds  for  this  purpose  will  not  be  sufficient,  and  this  shoi 
supplemented  by  further  appropriation  at  the  next  session 
Legislature. 

•Repairs  to  Cottacks  E  and  F. 

Likewise,  the  work  of  removing  steam  pipes  from  sub-base 
of  cottages  K  and  F,  the  design  of  which  I  regard  as  one 
main  defects  in  the  general  plan  of  these  buildings,  could  i 
accomplished  this  season.  The  only  course  now  is  to  undertj 
get  through  the  winter  with  these  pipes  in  their  present  cone 
and  take  up  the  matter  of  making  the  changes  as  early  as  pc 
next  summer.  Owing  to  the  sharp  advance  in  price  of  mat 
and  labor,  the  indications  are  that  the  funds  for  this  work  wi 
be  sufficient,  and,  therefore,  should  be  supplemented  by  fi 
appropriation.* 

♦Since  writing  the  foregoing  paragraph,  the  .sieani  pipes  in  sub-basement  of 
"E"  have  broken  down  and  it  has  btcome  necessary,  therefore,  to  abandon  the  b 
and  tlie  State  Architect  has  been  requested  to  take  up  the  matter  of  repairs  and  i 
same  as  speedily  as  possible. 
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Sewage  Disposal. 

For  construction  of  sewage  disposal  plant,  we  have  an  unex- 
pended balance  of  special  fund  appropriation,  chapter  578,  Laws  of 
1907,  amounting  to  $4,499.91.  Plans  and  specifications  for  this 
work  were  recently  prepared  by  the  State  Department  of  Health, 
and  approved  by  your  board  and  the  State  Architect.  Proposals 
for  doing  the  work  in  accordance  with  said  plans  and  specifications 
were  received  after  due  advertisement,  but  the  lowest  bid  received 
considerably  exceeded  the  amount  of  our  fund  for  this  purpose, 
therefore,  it  would  seem  that  further  appropriation  for  this  will' 
be  necessary. 

Fire  Escapes. 

All  of  the  institution  buildings  are  well  equipped  with  fire  escapes 
excepting  the  '*D"  building,  which  has  no  outside  escape  at  all, 
and  th^  "A"  building.  This  latter  building  is  to  all  intents  and 
purposes  a  four-story  building  with  sixty-five  inmates  sleeping  on 
the  third  floor  and  sixty-six  on  the  fourth  floor.  This  building  now 
has  three  interior  stairways  and  one  exterior  iron  stairway  in  the 
rear  running  from  the  top  floor  to  the  roof  of  the  cold  storage  room, 
and  thence  to  the  assembly  hall.  It  is  now  suggested  that  this 
iron  stairway  be  extended  to  the  ground,  and  another  erected  on 
the  front  of  the  building  from  the  top  floor  to  the  ground.  If  this 
were  accomplished,  and  the  dormitories  made  inter-communicating 
by  cutting  doorways  between  all  of  the  sleeping  rooms,  it  would 
give  ready  access  to  the  fire  escapes  by  allowing  inmates  to  pass 
from  one  room  to  another,  or  through  the  hallways,  as  at  present. 

We  have  receivedjrequests  from  the  State  Board  of  Charities 
and  the  Fiscal  Supervisor  for  a  memorandum  of  the  needs  of  this 
institution  for  special  fund  appropriations,  which  information  I 
trust  is  fully  furnished  in  the  foregoing.

Maintenance. 

The  weekly  per  capita  cost  for  maintenance  during  the  past 
year,  as  shown  in  another  column,  was  $2,365  a^  against  $2.3597 
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for  the  previous  3'ear,  an  increase  per  capita  of  fifty-three  one  hun- 
dredths of  one  cent.    This  slight  increase,  in  view  of  the  constantly 
advancing  prices  of  all  articles  of  supplies  during  the  past  year, 
aid  the  fact  that  the  inventory  of  personal  property  for  this  year, 
e  vclusive  of  the  furnishings  now  in  and  being  installed  in  the  new 
cottages  "H''  and  "I,^^  shows  an  increase  over  the  personal  property 
0  1  hand  last  year  amounting  to  $4,852.31,  should  be  considered 
satisfactory.    It  might  be  added  that  the  per  capita  rate  is  lower 
by  more  than  twenty  per  cent,  than  in  any  other  institution  of 
t'lis  kind  of  which  we  have  record. 

The  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1907,  closed  with  a  balance 
in  our  fund  for  maintenance  and  ordinary  repairs  of  $2,707.48' 
this  has  been  carried  forward  and  applied  to  the  maintenance  fund 
for  the  current  year.  Chapter  577  of  the  Laws  of  1907  makes  an 
appropriation  for  maintenance  and  ordinary  repairs  for  this  insti- 
tution for  the  fiscal  year  commencing  October  1,  1907,  of  $82,000. 
This,  together  with  the  balance  brought  forward  from  last  year, 
mikes  the  total  amount  available  $84,707.48.  The  present  popu- 
laMon,  as  shown  elsewhere,  is  669.*  Cottage  I,  with  capacity 
for  sixty  inmates  is  about  to  be  opened,  and  it  is  fair  to  assume  that 
it  wiifbc  occupied  to  its  full  capacity"  within  thirty  days.  Thus,  it 
is  necessary  to  make  provision  for  a  population  of  729  for  the 
current  year.  l{!stimatin<z;  on  the  basis  of  the  above  as  approxi- 
mately the  average  population  for  the  present  fiscal  y'ear  and  that 
the  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  will  be  the  same  as  last  yean 
$8  ),Go2.42^will  })e  necessary  to  meet  the  entire  expenses.  As  we 
have  but  SS4,707.4S,  it  will  be  seen  that  a  further  amount  bf  about 
85,000  will  be  necessary,  which  should  be  provided  for  at  the  next 
session  of  the  Legislature.  In  the  foregoing  statement,  no  account 
is  taken  of  possible  increase  in  salaries  and  wages,  the  revision  o^ 
prosent  schedule  of  salaries  and  wages  being  now  under  considera- 
ti  m  l>y  the  i:^alary  Classification  Commission.  Any  increase  in 
s  ilaries  and  wages  affecting  this  institution  which  may  result 
from  the  report  of  said  commission,  should  also  be  taken  into 
consideration. 
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From  the  above  statement,  and  in  consideration  of  the  prob- 
ability of  increasing  our  population  by  eight  or  ten  in  each  of 
cottages  G,  H,  and  I,  by  making  a  dormitory  of  the  room  on 
the  second  floor  now  used  for  industrial  purposes,  and  a  like  num- 
ber in  cottage  D,  by  arranging  employees'  rooms  on  attic  floor, 
it  will  be  observed  that  $100,000  is  approximately  the  amount  to 
be  provided  for  maintenance  for  the  fiscal  year  commencing  Octo- 
ber 1,1908,  assuming  that  the  cost  of  maintenance  does  not  ma- 
terially change. 

Joint  Contracts. 

Section  48  of  the  charities  law  provides  for  the  appointment  of  a 
purchasing  committee  of  six  superintendents  representing  the 
various  State  charitable  institutions  reporting  to  the  fiscal  super- 
visor. Under  this  provision  of  law  your  superintendent  had  been 
designated  a  member  of  the  purchasing  committee  and  has  served 
as  such  during  the  past  two  years.  Joint  contracts  for  all  institu- 
tions have  been  entered  into  for  the  various  articles  of  supplies 
such  as  seemed  to  the  committee  and  the  Fiscal  Supervisor  to  be 
desirable  to  purchase  under  contract,  including  coal,  oils,  meats  of 
all  kinds,  butter,  cheese,  and  numerous  articles  of  provisions  and 
household  stores.  The  operation  of  this  law,  in  my  opinion,  has 
been  of  great  advantage  to  the  various  institutions;  first,  for  the 
reason  that  under  joint  contracts  better  prices  can  be  obtained, 
and  second,  that  a  uniformly  high  grade  of  supplies  are  specified, 
thus  insuring  to  the  institutions  supplies  of  high  quality  at  mini- 
mum prices.  The  contract  system  has  also  greatly  facilitated  the 
matter  of  purchases  for  the  institutions,  and  it  should  not  be  over- 
looked that  during  the  past  few  years  we  have  had  a  constantly 
rising  market  under  which  conditions  contracts  have  universally 
operated  greatly  to  their  pecuniary  advantage. 

History  Review. 

It  might  be  interesting  at  this  time  to  give  a  brief  review  of  the 
history  and  operations  of  this  institution.  It  was  opened  at 
Newark;  N.  Y.,  with  two  inmates  Sept.  3,  1878,  as  a  branch  of  the 
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he  eleventh,  344;  the  twelfth,  375;  the  thirteenth,  391;  the  four- 
eenth,  406;  the  fifteenth,  415;  the  sixteenth,  414;  the  seventeenth, 
n6;  the  eighteenth,  465;  the  nineteenth,  515;  the  twentieth,  549; 
/ne  twenty-first,  597;  the  t went > -second,  593;  the  twenty-third, 
559. 

This  historical  review  is  gratifying  proof  of  the  good  work  of  the 
institution,  and  indicates  that  each  year  it  has  been  in  the  line  of 
progressive,  intelligent  philanthropy,  carrying  with  it  evidence  of 
th3  full  confidence  and  sympathy  of  public-minded  citizens. 

Its  location  is  an  extremely  fortunate  one,  being  in  the  central 
part  of  the  State,  in  a  region  noted  for  its  fertility  and  healthful- 
ness,  and  in  a  village  one  of  the  most  progressive  in  the  common- 
wealth. The  institution  occupies  in  large  part  the  crown  of  a  con- 
wderable  eminence,  overlooking  one  of  the  most  beautiful  land- 
scapes in  our  great  Empire  State.  The  distant  terraces  of  hills, 
and  the  fertile  valleys  on  every  side,  threaded  by  the  iron  rails,  the 
State  waterway,  and  the  carriage  drives,  afford  a  most  pleasing 
view  in  every  direction,  all  of  which,  consciously  or  unconsciously, 
adds  much  to  the  pleasure  and  comfort  of  the  inmates. 

I  am  pleased  to  again  record  our  gratitude  to  a  kind  Providence 
for  immunity  from  epidemic  or  diseases  other  than  incidental  to 
our  population.  A  table  elsewhere  printed  in  this  report  gives  the 
number  of  patients  treated  in  the  hospital  department,  the  number 
of  deaths  during  the  year  being  less  than  one  per  cent,  of  our  popu- 
lation. 

In  eonclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  high  appreciation  of  the 
faithful  work  of  our  officers  and  employees  in  ameliorating  the  un- 
fortunate condition  of  those  committed  to  our  care.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MANAGERS  OF  THE  STATE 
CUSTODIAL  ASYLUM  FOR  FEEBLE-MINDED 
WOMEN,  NEWARK,  WAYNE  COUNTY,  NEW  YORK. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York: 

The  board  of  managers  of  the  State  Custodial  Asylum  for 
Feeble-Minded  Women  at  Newark,  N.  Y.,  respectfully  submit  here- 
with their  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1908, 
as  provided  by  law. 

The  population  at  that  date  was  692,  and  the  average  population 
for  the  year  was  680.86. 

Twelve  deaths  occurred  during  the  year.    Three  hundred  ninety- 
four  (394)  inmates  were  cared  for  in  the  hospital.     There  were   . 
seven  cases  in  the  hospital  on  September.  30,  1908. 

The  general  health  of  the  inmates  is  satisfactory. 

The  annual  reports  of  the  treasurer  and  superintendent  are  here- 
with submitted  and  made  a  part  of  this  report. 

The  appropriations  for  permanent  betterments  have  materially 
benefited  the  institution  and  the  results  of  the  work  carried  on 
during  the  year  are  particularly  gratifying. 

The  institution  has  been  greatly  aided  in  the  protection  and  care 
of  its  inmates  by  the  new  water  storage  system,  and  the  filtration 
plant,  fire  pump,  water  mains  and  hydrants  connected  therewith ; 
there  is  now  a  suitable  supply  of  water  and  proper  equipment  for 
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fire  protection,  and  through  the  filtration  plant  soft  water  is  now 
available  for  domestic  purposes. 

Again  the  sewage  disposal  plant,  seriously  needed,  is  nearing 
completion  and  will  overcome  imsanitary  conditions  now  existing. 

The  work  now  being  done  in  enlarging  the  present  bakery  and 
constructing  a  modern  oven  will  soon  furnish  the  institution  with 
reasonable  baking  facilities. 

Other  improvements  of  distinct  value  are  set  forth  in  the  super- 
intendent's report. 

The  managers  have  given  due  consideration  to  the  requirements 
of  the  institution  for  the  coming  year,  and,  as  a  result  of  their 
deliberations,  submit  and  recommend  to  the  Legislature  of  1909 
the  following  appropriations: 

For  an  industrial  and  store  room  building $25,000  00 

For  two  cottage  dormitories,  to  be  constructed  upon 

the  same  plan  as   Cottages  H  and  I,  and  the 

extension  of  conduit  for  steam  and  water  pipes 

necessary  to  supply  such  buildings 60,000  00 

For  new  laundry  building  to  replace  present  laundry 

annex  (formerly  boiler  house)    20,000  00 

For  additional  land 10,000  00 

X<»r  a  new  electric  power  triplex  single-acting  pump 

for  spring  water  pump  house 1,000  00 

For  enlarging  hospital  building  and  new  mortuary..  5,000  00 

Two  new  boilers  and  housing 10,000  00 

For  grading  and  seeding  groimds,  repairing  roads 

and  constructing  new  roadway  gutters 1,000  00 

lie])airs  and  equipments 2,500  00 

For  suitable  boundary  fence  and  reservoir  fence,  also 

special  fence  for  hospital ; 10,000  00

Industriai.  and  Store  Room  Bltildtno. 

An  industrial  and  store  room  building  is  required  by  the  insti- 
tution, and  an  application  for  the  same  was  made  to  the  last 
Legislature,  but  not  approved.  The  inmates  do  not  have  sufficient 
room  for  their  work,  giving  proper  consideration  to  their  health. 
The  present  store  room  is  not  suitable  or  adequate,  and  its  location 
is  very  impractical. 
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The  need  of  this  structure  is  imperative  and  the  failure  of  the 
institution  to  secure  such  a  building  is  properly  the  subject  of 
criticism. 

Additional  Land. 

The  acquisition  of  additional  land  is  of  special  importance,  and 
for  this  also  an  appeal  was  made  to  the  last  Legislature,  but  with- 
out avail.  The  normal  development  of  the  institution  and  the 
health  of  its  inmates  require  it.  In  the  future,  it  will  be  posi- 
tively necessary  to  obtain  more  land.  As  a  plain  business  proposi- 
tion an  attempt  should  be  made  at  once  to  secure  it.  The 
managers  are  convinced  that  the  adjacent  land  will  not  decrease 
in  price,  but  on  the  contrary,  by  delaying  the  appropriation,  the 
expenditure  will  be  considerably  more  than  it  would  be  at  present. 

Additional  Buildings. 

The  managers  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  sixty  thousand  dol- 
lars ($60,000)  for  two  additional  cottages.  Certain  changes  in 
the  present  cottages  are  now  being  considered  which  would  some- 
what increase  the  capacity  of  the  institution  if  they  could  be 
carried  out,  but  no  re-arrangement  can  be  devised  that  will  enable 
the  institution  to  reasonably  comply  with  the  demands  upon  it 
from  the  counties  of  the  State  and  from  other*  State  institutions; 
the  efficiency  of  the  Newark  asylum  is  impaired  by  reason  of  its 
need  of  additional  buildings,  and  the  inability  to  materially  in- 
crease the  number  of  inmates  reacts  directly  upon  the  efficiency 
(^{  other  institutions.  The  need  for  the  amount  recommended  is 
imperative,  and  a  larger  sum  could  be  wisely  expended  for  the 
same  purpose. 

Laundry. 

The  managers  do  not  consider  that  they  should  carry  the  burden 
of  criticism  for  the  condition  of  the  present  laundry.  A  new 
laundry  should  be  provided  and  properly  equipped,  thereby  fur- 
nishing the  inmates  with  suitable  place  to  do  laundry  work. 

Maintp:nance. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  managers  of  the  Newark  asylum  that  the 
advantages  of  the  institution  should  steadily  increase,  and  that  the 
service  rendered  should,  in  all  respects,  be  competent,  and  to  that 
end  the  Legislature  is  asked  to  appropriate  a  sum  of  one  hundred 
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thousand  dollars   ($100,000)    for   the  year   October   1,    1909— 
October  1,  1910. 

The  foregoing  appropriations,  specifically  enumerated,  are  all 
positively  required,  and  the  managers  request  that  the  Legislature 
approve  and  allow  them.

Employment  of  Inmates,  Entertainments,  Etc. 

In  an  institution  of  this  size  and  character,  the  routine  of  ordi- 
nary care  and  management  of  the  inmates  must  necessarily  estab- 
lish itself,  and  each  year's  work  becomes  a  repetition  of  the  former, 
?xcept  as  to  details  and  special  incidents.  In  recounting  the 
matter  of  employment,  religious  instruction,  and  diversion  of  the 
inmates  for  the  past  year,  we  would  say  that  all  of  these  have,  in 
the  main,  been  the  same  as  described  in  the  annual  report  for  last 
vear. 

Health. 

The  health  of  the  inmates  has,  as  during  past  years,  been  all 
that  could  be  desired.  The  natural  advantages  of  pure  air,  good 
drainage,  out-of-door  recreation  are  manifested  in  the  fact  that 
epidemic  of  disease  has  yet  to  be  recorded.

In  th(^  use  of  the  foregoing,  much  has  l)een  accomplished  during 
the  past  summer,  permanent  and  very  satisfactory  in  character, 
more  fullv  descriluMl  hereafter. 

Xew  Elkctkic  Light  Dynamo  and  Engine. 

This  work  has  heen  done  under  contract  with  the  Fort  Wavne 
Electric  Works.  It  consists  of  one  fifty  kilowatt  direct  current 
generator,  with  dirc'ct  connected  eighty-horvSe  j)0wer  Ames  engine, 
ton^etluM'  with  switchboard  and  all  necessary  accessories.  This  has 
Ix'cn  c<nn])leted  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner,  and  is  now  in  fall 
coniniission.  This  su])])lies  a  need  of  som(»  years,  as  we  have  here- 
tofore been  entirely  (le])en(lent  uprm  a  single  electric  light  unit, 
which,  for  the  past  few  years,  has  been  required  to  carry  consider- 
able overload  to  meet  the  constantly  growing  demands. 

Si: WAGE  Disposal. 

The  contract  for  this  has  Ix^en  awarded  to  the  New  York  Sewage 
Disposal  Company  of  Xew  York  City,  and  the  Avork  is  now  nearly 
com])lete<l.     The  ])lans  and  s])ecifications  were  prepared  by  the  1 
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State  Department  of  Health,  and  provide  for  a  septic  tank 
15  x35'x8'  in  depth,  and  four  filtration  beds  30'x60'x3'  4"  in  depth. 
Its  location  is  on  the  slope  of  the  hill,  property  recently  acquired 
from  the  Wilder  Estate  and  the  Northern  Central  Railroad  Com- 
pany. From  an  engineering  viewpoint,  it  is  an  ideal  location  in 
that  the  soil  and  drainage  conditions  are  all  that  could  be  desired. 
It  is  also  gratifying  to  note  that  no  objections  have  been  manifested 
by  the  local  community,  and  that  the  local  health  officer  has 
expressed  full  approval  of  plans  and  specicfiations,  and  of  the 
location,  so  far  as  local  community  interests  are  concerned.  The 
only  objection  that  has  thus  far  been  raised,  is  on  account  of  close 
proximity  to  our  Hospital  building.  However,  even  should  this 
prove  to  be  sufficient  cause  for  objection,  we  believe  that  the 
advantages  above  enumerated  will  compensate  for  any  disadvan- 
tages which  may  arise,  and  fully  justify  the  selection  of  the  present 
site.  The  plan  of  operation  contemplates  discharging  all  of  the 
raw  sewage  into  a  septic  tank  where  natural  bacterial  action  takes 
place,  which  prepares  the  sewage  for  disposal  in  the  filter  beds. 
After  passing  through  the  filter  beds,  it  is  to  be  discharged  through 
present  sewage  outlet  into  the  Erie  canal.  It  is  estimated  by  good 
authority  on  this  system  that  in  the  final  treatment  of  the  sewage 
iu  the  filtration  beds,  ninety-six  per  cent,  of  the  bacteria  will  bo 
removed. 

Tklephone     System    and    Night     Watch     Time-Recobuixo 

System. 

We  have  j)urchased  and  put  into  use  seven  underwriter's  portable 
tii^bt  watchman's  clocks.  These,  together  with  clocks  already  in 
""^c,  provide  an  underwriter's  approved  watchman's  time  detector 
Hook  for  every  building.  Our  night  watch  service,  consisting  of 
an  employee  in  each  building,  is  a  very  important  feature  of  our 
work,  being  considered  the  very  best  precaution  against  fire,  and 
we  are  pleased  to  have  a  correct  system  for  recording  their  move- 
nients.  The  balance  of  this  fund  is  being  expended  for  improving 
our  house  telephone  system. 

Keconstructing  Coal  Trestle. 

All  of  this  work  is  now  complete  and  has  the  full  approval  of 
the  Northern  Central  Railroad  Company,  which  uses  this  siding. 
The  work  has  been  done  by  day's  work,  under  our  own  designs  and 
supervision.     The  construction  is  entirely  of  concrete,  excepting 
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the  rail  stringers  and  eroes  ties,  which  are  of  yellow  pine.  Our 
troubles  of  the  past  hare  been  due  to  the  rapid  deterioration  of  the 
timber  bents,  on  account  of  gases  emanating  from  the  coal.  Aa 
those  bents  are  now  replaced  by  concrete  abutments,  upon  which 
the  coal  gases  will  have  no  effect,  I  see  no  reason  why  this  work 
should  not  prove  to  be  permanent  in  character. 

SuKFACE  Wateb  Stosaoe  Ststem. 

This  may  be  considered  the  most  important  feature  and  most 
difficult  of  accomplishment  of  the  past  summer's  work.  The  plans, 
too  extensive  in  detail  to  give  at  this  time,  provide  for  the  use  of 
clay  puddle  for  lining  the  bottom  and  sides  of  the  reservoir,  which 
is  of  average  dimensions  of  about  100  feet  square  by  fifteen  feet 
dc-ep.  The  designs  were  our  own,  and  the  work  was  done  entirely 
under  our  own  supervision.  Serious  quicksand  conditions  were 
encountered,  which  added  to  the  difiiculty,  but  1  am  pleased  to  say 
that  the  work  has  been  successfully  completed  and  the  reservoir 
has  been  ready  for  use  since  early  in  September.  The  location  d 
the  reser\'oir  is  at  the  south  side  of  the  grounds,  to  which  there  u 
natural  watershed  of  the  entire  park  system,  being  about  fifteen 
across.  Primarily,  it  is  expected  that  this  watershed  will  keep  the 
lofivnir  tilled  with  surface  storm  water  at  all  times  during  the  ; 
rninv  seasons.  At  other  times  when  storm  water  is  insufficient,  the  ; 
reservoir  can  be  tilled  by  means  of  the  pumps  connected  with  the 
sprinii:  water  system  or  the  pump  located  at  the  northwest  comer 
of  the  gromuls,  conneeted  with  the  Erie  canal.  The  capacity  of  ; 
the  reservoir  is  ap])roxiiiiately  one  million  gallons,  which  can  be 
supplemented  l>v  pumps  above  mentioned  at  the  rate  of  eighteen  or 
twenty  thousan<l  gallons  per  hour.

Fire  Pump. 

Located  at  the  boiler  house,  and  connected  with  the  reservoir,  we 
have   installed    an   underwriters   approved   steam    fire   pump  of 
capacity  of  one  thousaiul  gallons  per  minute  under  adequate  pres- 
sure for  fire  service.     This,  used  in  connection  with  the  reservoir' 
and  su])ply  pumps  for  the  same,  would  furnish  fire  service  at  the  ■ 

rate  al)<^)ve  iiamrMl  for  t went v- four  hours.

Soft  Watkr  Filter. 

Midway  between  the  reservoir  and  the  boiler  house,  we  have 
constructed  a  water  filter  of  40,000  gallons  storage  capacity,  and 
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i¥orking  capacity  ample  for  our  needs.  This,  used  in  connection 
th  the  reservoir,  is  designed  to  supply  the  entire  institution  with 
tered  soft  water  for  domestic  senrioe  and  bathing.  The  benefits 
this  are  almost  beyond  estimate,  as  never  before  in  the  history  of 
institution  have  we  had  soft  water  for  use  excepting  a  limited 
dount  in  the  laundries.  The  means  for  this  work  have  been 
tained  from  special  appropriation  for  repairs  and  equipment. 

Valve  Hoijse. 

Likewise,  from  special  fimd  appropriation  for  repairs  and  equip- 
ent,  we  have  constructed  a  concrete  and  brick  valve  house  near 
e  boiler  house.  This  is  so  arranged  as  to  cover,  protect,  and  make 
ady  of  access,  a  system  of  underground  valves  which  control  the 
•ring  water  and  reservoir  water  systems  to  all  points  where  these 
stems  are  designed  for  use. 

E:9LAKGiN«  Present  Bakery  and  Xew  Oven. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  a  suitable  enlargement  of  present 
ikery  and  construction  of  a  model  peel  oven  of  daily  capacity  of 
000  one  pound  loaves  have  been  prepared  by  the  State  Architect, 
le  work  duly  advertised,  and  contract  awarded  to  lowest  bidder. 
be  work  is  now  well  under  way  and  should  be  completed  in  about 
i^ee  weeks'  time. 

Boiler  Repairs. 

Under  contract  with  the  maker  of  the  type  of  boilers  in  use,  we 
re  having  new  fire  boxes  and  new  tubes  placed  in  boilers  Nos.  2 
id  3.  This,  when  completed,  will  restore  these  boilers  to  condi- 
ons  as  good  as  new.  Our  other  boilers  are  in  good  condition,  and 
ith  the  splendid  care  of  our  very  competent  engineer,  and 
nproved  feed-water  from  the  new  reservoir,  I  see  no  reason  why 
IT  boiler  troubles  should  not  be  considered  at  an  end. 

FiBE  Escapes  on  Building  A  and  Cottage  D. 

The  State  Architect  has  been  requested  to  ])repare  plans  and 
lecifications  for  exterior  iron  fire  escapes  for  these  buildings. 
Sottage  D  is  a  two-story  building,  and  has  no  fire  escape.  The 
i  building  is  of  three  stories  above  the  ground  floor,  and  has 
16  iron  fire  escape  in  the  rear.  It  is  proposed  to  place  another 
jcape  on  the  front  of  this  building  and  one  on  Cottage  D. 
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FiBB  Escapes  Cottages  H  and  I. 

Fire  escapes  have  been  erected  on  Cottages  H  and  I. 
These  are  of  iron  construction,  of  satisfactory  design,  and  extend 
to  the  windows  of  rooms  finished  on  the  attic  floor. 

Finishing  Attio  Cottage  D. 

As  elsewhere  stated,  this  is  a  two-story  building  with  a  spacious 
attic,  unfinished,  excepting  one  room  occupied  by  the  night  attend- 
ant. It  is  now  proposed  to  finish  off  the  remainder  of  this  attic,  to 
the  extent  of  the  appropriation  for  this  purpose,  for  sleeping  rooms 
for  other  employees,  and  to  connect  with  proposed  iron  fire  escape. 
The  State  Architect  has  been  requested  to  prepare  plans  and  specifi- 
cations accordingly. 

Watee  Mains  and  Hydrants. 

The  water  mains  upon  the  institution  grounds,  consisting  of 
about  nine  hundred  feet  of  six-inch  cast  iron  pipe  and  about  fifteen 
hundred  feet  of  four-inch  pipe,  installed  some  years  ago  by  the 
City  Water  Works  Company  of  Newark,  the  ownership  of  which 
was  subsequently  conveyed  to  the  village  of  Newark,  have  been 
purchased  and  connected  with  our  new  fire  pump.  Ten  fire 
hydrants  have  been  placed  upon  the  outlets  of  these  pipes  and  three 
upon  extensions.  These  hydrants  are  well  placed  and  adequately 
protect  the  main  group  of  buildings,  also  the  D  building,  barn, 
and  carpenter  shop,  the  E  building  and  the  hospital.  There  is 
also  a  hydrant  located  between  Cottages  H  and  I.  Cottages 
F  and  G  are  also  protected  by  the  hydrants  above  mentioned, 
but  to  reach  them  would  necessitate  the  use  of  longer  lines  of  hose. 
To  protect  all  of  the  buildings  so  that  hose  lines  not  exceeding  fifty 
or  one  hundred  feet  in  length  ca^i  be  used,  I  would  recommentl 
placing  four  more  hydrants  in  connection  with  Cottages  F,  G, 
II  and  I. 

Hot  Water  System  for  Cottages  H  and  I. 

This  consists  of  water  heater  48"  in  diameter  by  10'  long, 
placed  in  the  boiler  house,  and  is  designed  to  utilize  for  heating 
water  the  exhaust  steam  from  the  engines  in  use  here.  A  6x4x6 
duplex  steam  pump  connects  the  system  with  the  soft  water  filter 
and  is  ample  to  maintain  pressure  on  the  heater  suflicient  to 
deliver  the  hot  water  to  any  of  the  buildings.  All  of  this  work 
has  been  done  by  day's  work  under  our  own  supervision.     It  is 
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now  fully  completed  and  in  operation,  and,  I  am  pleased  to  say, 
fulfills  all  expectations.  The  benefits  of  this  outfit  cannot  be  over- 
estimated, as  it  will  put  into  practical  use  a  vast  amount  of  exhaust 
steam  that  has  heretofore  been  wasted.  It  also  makes  it  possible 
to  deliver  heated  soft  water  to  every  building,  the  benefits  of  which 
are  elsewhere  mentioned. 

Hepairs  and  Alterations  to  Cottages  E  and  F. 

This  work  is  making  satisfactory  progress.  It  is  being  done 
under  estimates  and  is  now  nearly  completed  in  both  buildings. 
The  E  building,  which  has  been  vacant  since  November  11, 
1907,  was  occupied  on  October  first,  allowing  a  transfer  of  part 
of  the  population  from  Cottage  F  which  was  vacated  at  this 
time  for  alterations  and  repairs  such  as  were  made  on  Cottage 
E.  The  indications  are  that  the  alterations  and  repairs  that  are 
being  made  will  remedy  the  chief  defects  in  these  buildings  and 
make  them  very  good  and  useful ;  also,  that  there  will  be  consider- 
able saving  from  this  fund,  which  I  would  recommend  be  used  for 
painting  the  entire  interior  and  all  of  the  exterior  woodwork  of 
these  buildings.  The  alterations  consist  of  removing  the  steam 
pipes  from  the  sub-basement  and  placing  them  in  the  basement 
proper;  arranging  suitable  dining  rooms  for  the  inmates  and 
employees  on  the  first  floor,  abandoning  those  formerly  used  in  the 
basements ;  arranging  sleeping  rooms  for  employees  and  one  dormi- 
tory which  may  be  used  for  inmates,  upon  the  attic  floor,  the 
space  formerly  used  for  employees'  rooms  on  the  first  floor  being 
converted  into  dining  rooms,  as  above  mentioned. 

The  chief  defect  in  the  design  of  these  buildings  was  that  of  con- 
structing a  sub-basement  and  placing  the  steam  ])ipes  therein.  The 
sub-basement  in  the  E  building  is  only  two  feet  in  height, 
therefore,  the  steam  pipes  were  inaccessible  for  repairs,  and,  being 
without  ventilation,  the  escaping  steam  and  natural  dampness  of 
this  space  were  converted  into  vapor,  which  permeated  every  part 
of  the  building  with  the  inevitable  result  of  rapid  and  persistent 
decay.  The  changes  which  we  are  making  will  eliminate  these 
vapor  conditions,  and,  therefore,  deterioration  from  this  cause 
should  cease. 

Fire  Exits. 

Much  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  matter  of  fire  exits. 
We  have  on  every  building,  excepting  Cottage  D,  exterior  iron 
fire  escapes.    The  exits  to  these  are  through  windows,  which  are 
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never  I^xied,  and  are  readily  aecssible.  Our  general  exits  from  the 
buildings  •'•n  the  ground  floors  are  not  entirely  satisfactory,  from 
ilie  fae:  that  all  of  the  outside  doors  swung  inward.  From  a 
careful  examination  of  all  the  outside  doors,  I  am  of  the  opinion 
thai  they  could  be  rehung  so  as  to  swing  outward,  and  I  would 
rec»>mmend  that  this  be  done. 

FiKE  Pkotectiox. 

The  question  of  tire  protection  is  one  that  in  the  past  has  caused 
C'»n:?iderable  anxiety.  The  reservoir,  fire  pump,  and  hydrant 
sysreiii  establisheil  during  the  past  stmimer  will  give  such  cora- 
jilete  protection  that  I  feel  that  the  cause  for  this  anxiety  is  now 
removed.  We  have  engineers  and  other  men  competent  to  put  the 
tire  jiump  into  immediate  action,  on  duty  at  all  times,  and  have 
arrangements  with  the  village  fire  companies,  close  at  hand,  to 
give  immediate  assistance  in  case  of  an  alann  being  sounded. 
Arrangements  are  being  made  so  as  to  give  alarm,  should  occasion 
arise,  in  the  quickest  manner  possible. 

The  best  authorities  on  fire  protection  agree  that  the  most 
reliable  and  satisfactory  method  of  obtaining  water  for  extinguish- 
inir  tires  is  the  reservoir,  of  imf ailing  supply  in  season  and  out, 
and  ni  sutficieiit  elevation  to  give  the  required  hydraulic  pressure. 
We  <lo  not  possess  the  hydraulic  head,  but  I  think  that  it  may  be 
said  that  all  other  requirenieuts  are  fully  met  in  the  system  just 
established,  and  that  the  tire  pump  will  furnish  adequate  pressure 
to  prute(*t  our  most  distant  and  highest  buildings. 

ExpENSK  OF  Management. 

The  weekly  ])er  eapita  eost  for  maintenance  for  the  past  year, 
as  shown  in  another  eolnnin,  is  $2.40,  as  against  $2,365  for  last 
v(;ar,  this  increase  hein^r  due  entirelv  to  increase  of  salaries  bv  the 
Salary  Classification  Commission,  in  eflfect  October  1  ,1907.  Our 
ii nance  record  for  the  fiscal  vear  inst  closed  shows  that  there  is  an 
nnexjx'nded  and  nnniortgaged  balance  of  our  fund  for  mainte- 
nanee  and  ordinary  re])airs  remaining  in  the  hands  of  our  treas- 
urer amounting"  to  $1,252. .']!>,  and  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the 
Stale  'J'reasurer,  $:3,000. 

As  ViEWKi)  From  Abroad. 

In  lOOT),  w(^  wen^  favored  with  a  visit  from  the  Roval  Cominis- 

»• 

sion  of  Kntiland  on  the  Care  and  Control  of  the  Feeble-Minded. 
\'oliinie  \'II   of  the  Report  of  this  commission  is  now  in  print. 
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from  which  I  quote  with  reference  to  the  visit  and  inspection  of 
the  operations  of  this  institution. 

"  The  buildings  of  the  institution,  of  which  we  annex  some 
views,  are  appropriate  and  economical.  A  specially  interesting 
feature  is  the  cottages,  which  are  separated  from  the  main  block 
and  are  of  more  recent  construction.  They  appear  to  be  admirably 
suited  to  their  purpose,  having  much  more  complete  accommodation 
than  is  usually  provided  in  such  annexes,  and  having  been  con- 
structed at  an  astonishingly  low  cost.  One  cottage  which  we 
visited  was  for  forty-live  inmates,  in  charge  of  one  matron,  two 
attendants,  a  cook,  and  a  night  watch.  The  inmates  had  com- 
modious and  separate  day  rooms  and  dining  rooms,  dormitories, 
complete  sanitary  arrangements,  lockers,  and  drying  rooms  for 
their  clothes,  with  ample  space  in  the  basement  and  in  the  roof  for 
storage  or  occasional  use. 

"  We  are  very  much  impressed  with  the  cooking  arrangements, 
which  had  been  in  use  for  many  years  but  were  remarkably  simple, 
convenient  and  economical.     In  addition  to  the  kitchen  the  cot- 
tage was  provided  with  boilers  for  making  tea,  coffee,  stews  and 
cooking  vegetables.     They  were  heated  by  steam  pipes  from  the 
central  boilers.    The  per  capita  cost  of  the  building  of  this  cottage, 
based  on  the  number  of  inmates  and  omitting  the  number  of  attend- 
ants, had  been  $375.     We  annex  a  view  of  this  handsome  and 
economical  building.     The  superintendent  stated  that  if  it  could 
have  been  built  at  the  prices  prevalent  nine  years  ago,  it  would 
only  have  cost  $240.     We  also  saw  a  newer  and  larger  cottage, 
which  contained  only  sixty  inmates,  but  had  ample  room  for  eighty. 
This  cottage  had  cost  5,200  pounds,  and  although  in  appearance 
somewhat  simpler  than  the  smaller  cottage,  it  was  at  least  equally 
commodious,  both  for  the  inmates  and  for  the  attendants.    In  both 
cottages,  it  was  noticeable  that,  notwithstanding  the  economy  of 
construction,  the  officers  were  particularly  well  provided  for,  there 
being  a  matron's  room,  and  a  large  and  prettily  decorated  drawing 
room  for  her  use  and  the  attendants. 

"  The  large  class  of  women  of  greater  or  less  degree  of  mental 
defect,  who  in  our  country  pass  in  and  out  of  prisons,  inebriate 
reformatories,  asylums,  and  charitable  institutions,  and  who  in 
their  intervals  of  freedom  are  a  source  of  misery  to  their  relatives 
and  scandal  to  the  community  —  not  to  mention  more  serious 
social  dangers  —  seem  to  be  dealt  with  at  Newark  in  a  manner 
which  benefits  themselves,  satisfies  the  humane  instincts  of  the 
community  and  is  reconcilable  with  strict  ecenomy." 
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Ix  Conclusion. 

I  trust  that  the  past  year  has  been  productive  of  much  good  for 
the  institution,  both  for  the  present  and  future,  and  that  the  coining 
year  will  be  equally  so,  under  the  blessing  of  a  kind  Providence.

)nunodations  are  insufficient  to  receive  all  applicants  who  seek 

lission  to  the  institution  under  the  provisions  of  the  law. 

t Eleven  deaths  have  occurred  during  the  year.  The  general 
ilth  of  the  inmates  has  been  satisfactory  and  compares  favor- 
y  with  former  years.

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The  annual  reports  of  the  treasurer  and  acting  superintencfc 
are  herewith  submitted  and  made  a  part  of  this  report. 

In  addition  to  the  benefit  secured  to  the  institution  by  the  use 
special  fund  appropriations,  increasing  its  dormitory  faciliti< 
certain  permanent  repairs  have  been  made  which  fully  comple 
the  new  water  storage  system,  filtration  plant,  system  of  fire  pr 
tection  and  an  enlarged  bakery  and  a  new  oven.  Each  of  the; 
items  has  distinctly  added  to  the  efficiency  of  the  institntion.  Coi 
siderable  work  must  be  done  in  order  to  complete  the  sewage  di 
posal  plant,  which  is  of  vital  necessity.  Other  expenditures  hai 
been  made  from  special  fund  appropriations  for  the  physical  equij 
ment,  which  appear  in  detail  in  the  report  of  the  acting  superii 
tendent. 

Bearing  in  mind  the  further  needs  of  the  institution,  and  ii 
order  that  it  may  reasonably  perform  its  part  of  the  work  inth 
State,  as  provided  by  law,  the  managers  have  given  careful  an 
serious  consideration  to  certain  appropriations  which  they  rccon 
mend  to  the  Legislature  of  1910,  the  same  being  as  follows:

Industbiai,  and  Store  Room  Building. 

The  managers  wish  to  emphasize  the  need  of  an  industrial  and 
store  room  building  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  institution. 
The  present  facilities  for  industrial  work  are  decidedly  insufficient 
from  every  point  of  view.  Reasonable  and  proper  employment 
of  the  inmates  is  of  great  importance  in  an  institution  of  this 
character  for  the  effect  upon  the  general  health  and  development 
of  the  inmates.  It  is  not  a  theory  but  a  fact  well  demonstrated 
that  the  welfare  and  care  of  the  feeble-minded  necessitates  suitable 
employment,  and  under  the  present  situation  at  Newark,  the  in- 
mates are  not  given  a  reasonable  opportunity  for  industrial  activi- 
ties, and  the  institution  requires  the  necessary  physical  equipment 
to  make  this  possible  if  it  is  to  perform  its  functions  reasonably 
in  this  particular. 

The  present  store  room  is  coiicededly  inadequate  and  the  same 
could  be  provided  for  in  an  industrial  building  to  the  advantage  of 
all  departments. 

The  members  desire  again  in  this  report  to  emphasize  the  need 
of  this  structure. 

Cottage  Dormitories. 

The  managers  also  ask,  among  other  appropriations,  for  one  of 
$150,000,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  equipping,  and  furnish- 
ing three  cottage  dormitories  to  hold  not  less  than  120  inmates 
each.  As  above  stated,  the  institution  is  unable  to  fulfill  the 
normal  demands  made  upon  it. 

Further  than  this,  serious  consideration  has  been  given  to  a 
plan  of  oo-ordination  between  the  institutions  at  Eome,  Syracuse, 
and  Newark,  to  the  end  that  the  girls  and  women  of  the  custodial 
class  should  be  cared  for  at  Newark,  the  men  and  boys  at  Rome, 
and  the  girls  of  the  teachable  class  at  Syracuse.  If  any  con-

As 
state<l  in  the  last  rei)ort,  the  managers  do  not  feel  that  this  situa- 
tion should  continue  and  urge  that  a  new  laundry  should  be  pn^ 
vided  for  the  institution. 

Maintenance. 

In  view  of  the  increasing  population  at  the  asylum,  and  t 
fact  that  the  managers  desire  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  insti 
tntion  to  the  fullest  extent,  it  ia  estimated  that  there  should 
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priated  for  the  maintenance  of  the  institution,  for  the  year 
encing  October  1,  1910,  the  sum  of  $100,000. 
of  the  appropriations  specifically  referred  to  in  the  fore- 
sehedule  are  required  in  order  to  supply  the  institution  with 
:ies  and  equipment,  the  need  of  which  has  been  demonstrated 
perience.

Employment  of  Inmates,  Entertainments,  Etc. 

Little,  if  any,  change  in  the  matter  of  employment  or  entertain- 
ment as  carried  on  in  this  institution  was  made  during  the  ptst 
year  as  compared  with  previous  years.  The  daily  routine  of  em- 
ployment having  been  so  well  established,  little  change  could  beei*' 
pected  or  deeired.  In  the  matter  of  entertainment,  it  woidd  sees 
that  a  change  for  the  better  could  be  effected  bringing  the  standarj 
of  entertainment  to  a  higher  plane,  the  monthly  allowance  being 
insufficient  to  produce  very  satisfactory  results.  The  usual  Christ- 
mas entertainment  and  fourth  of  July  display  were  given,  and  ia 
the  month  of  September  a  picnic  was  held  which  was  enjoyed  bj 
all  the  inmates. 

Health  of  Inmates. 

The  general  health  of  inmates  committed  to  our  care  has  been 
very  satisfactory  during  the  past  year,  as  the  physician's  report  to 
you  will  testify.  Indeed,  this  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  since  the 
natural  advantages  combined  with  the  patient  and  earnest  care 
of  the  physician  could  hardly  bring  about  a  different  result. 

Improvements. 

The  [)ernianent  repairs  carried  on  the  past  year  by  means  of 
special  fund  appropriations  have  been  for  the  most  part  success- 
fully completed,  including  the  storage  reservoir,  the  new  bakerv, 
system  of  fire  protection,  and  permanent  grading  and  road  work. 
There  remains  to  be  done,  with  money  already  appropriated,  the 
work  in  the  attic  of  cottage  ''  D  '^  and  the  additional  fire  escapes 
on  that  cottage  and  the  "  A  "  building,  preliminary  w^ork  for 
which  is  already  under  way. 

The  future  needs  for  the  institution,  if  the  growing  requirements 
are  to  be.  cared  for,  or  if  the  present  high  state  of  efficiency  is  to  be 
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Aintained,  are  set  forth  in  letters  to  the  board  of  charities  and  the 
Ml  supervisor's  office  under  instructions  from  your  honorable 
Ddy,  and  they,  no  doubt,  will  'be  presented  at  the  next  session  of 
b  L^slature.

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  each  mem- 
«r  of  the  board  of  managers  for  the  help  which  has  been  always 
t  liand  ^when  required.  I  also  desire  to  commend  the  work  of 
Ifcer  resident  officers,  the  office  force,  and  all  in  authority  in  what- 
Wr  capacity  for  the  earnest  co-operation  which  can  ultimately 
tve  but  one  result,  and  that  for  the  best  and  most  economical 
inagement  of  the  affairs  of  the  institution.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 


Census. —  There  were  present  in  the  institution  on  October  1 
190;),  71)5.  Twenty-nine  were  admitted  during  the  year;  seven 
teen  were  di.seharged  and  fifteen  died,  leaving  at  the  ins^titutioi 
Octol)er  1,  1010,  792.  One  hundred  and  fifty-three  application 
for  admission  were  filed  during  the  year.  Of  those  dischanft^ 
during  the  year,  six  were  insane  and  were  transferred  to  hospital 
for  the  insane;  one  was  discharged  by  a  judge;  seven  at  the  re<iut-> 
of  relatives  and  by  the  direction  of  the  superintendents  ot  ihi 
poor;  two  were  ineligible,  and  one  was  removed  by  the  superiu 
tendent  of  the  poor  in  exchange  for  a  more  urgent  case.  Of  tin 
fifteen  deaths,  the  causes  were  as  follows:  Anaemia,  one;  acuti 
gastritis,  one;  acute  dilation  of  the  heart,  one;  carcinoma,  one 
menigo-encephalitis,  one;  intestinal  obstruction,  one;  pnlmonar 
hemorrhage,  one;  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  two;  pulmonary  an< 
intestinal  tuberculosis,  one;  erysipelas,  two;  senectus,  one;  pneu 
monia,  two.  The  general  health  of  the  inmates  was  good  and  then 
were  no  serious  epidemics.  Five  cases  were  sent  away  for  sur^ca 
treatment  during  the  year  as  there  are  no  adequate  provisions  f* 
surgical  operations  at  this  institution.  The  great  need  for  i 
modem  hospital  is  emphasized  imder  the  heading  Appropriations 

kSrope  of  Our  Work, —  This  institution  is  primarily  for  li. 
cusjtodial  care  of  those  mentally  enfeebled  to  such  an  extent  i\ 
to  render  them  unable  to  cope  with  the  conditions  of  onJinar 
life.  The  problems  then  are  to  keep  them  a^  a  community  coi 
tented,  in  gm)d  physical  health,  and  as  far  as  possible  to  mak 
the  community  self-supporting.  To  promote  corttentmeni  w 
tH\\\  to  have  all  that  are  able  reiirularlv  and  svsteniaticallv  ixvi 
pied  and  U)  give  them  »jme  incentive  to  lead  as  nearly  as  pos- 
ble  a  natural  life.  This  means  educating  each,  both  practicall 
and  Hcholahtically,  tto  the  highest  degree  of  efficiency;  providin 
sufficient  healthful  and  proper  recreation;  administering  in  ever 
|H>ssible  way  to  the  individual  needs  both  physically  and  mentalh 
and  giving  isicb  an  opportunity  to  develop  as  far  as  posi^ibl* 
The  k(\v  nnt(»  in  individuality.     To  maintain  the  high  standar 
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<'f  health  we  need  also  that  all  be  occupied;  physical  culture 
classes  under  proper  direction,  proper  dietary,  and  the  watch- 
ful care  of  a  trained  physician. 

The  matter  of  making  the  insiituticm  in  a  measure  self-sup- 
fxjrting  is  to  be  met  by  training  the  women  to  do  all  that  they 
can  of  the  regular  work.  But  there  is  an  amount  of  physical 
nifrgv*  here  much  in  excess  of  that  needed  for  the  regular  work. 
This  should  be  utilized  under  direction  in  the  manufacture  of 
salable  products.  The  law  is  such  at  present  as  to  make  this 
impracticable  as  far  as  the  open  market  is  concerned,  but  it  should 
be  amended. 

For  these  reasons,  we  are  asking  for  an  increase  in  our  assem- 
My  hall,  and  for  an  industrial  building,  and  we  shall  need  a 
M-holastic  teacher,  a  music  teacher,  and  later  an  instructx)r  in 
physical  culture. 

Increase  in  Capacity. —  It  has  been  proposed  by  the  State 
iWrd  of  Charities  that  this  institution  l)e  increased  to  a  capa- 
city of  1,200,  taking  over  the  women  at  Rome  and  Syracuse. 
But  T  think  this  solution  of  the  matter  w^as  workeil  out  before 
the  site  for  the  new  institution  for  Feeble-^Minded  and  Epilep- 
tic at  Thiels  was  obtained.  It  is  the  opinion  of  tlie  l)est  authori- 
tl(*s  that  in  erecting  institutions  of  this  nature,  there  should  be 
calculated  at  least  an  acre  or  an  acre  and  a  half  to  each  inmate. 
Here  w^e  have  at  present  practically  800  inmates  occupying  50 
acres  of  land;  a  ratio  of  16  to  the  acre.  The  increase  to  1,200 
capacity  would  mean  24  to  the  acre;  a  congestion  which  is  very 
imwise,  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  at  Thiels  there  are 
'2.000  acres  unoccupied.  True,  in  our  a])pro])riation  w^e  are 
asking  for  a  hospital  and  a  home  for  employees,  which  if  allowetl, 
will  increase  our  capacity  to  1,000.  But  these  buildings  are  an 
aWlute  necessity  to  the  proper  operation  of  the  institution. 
Further,  the  location  of  this  institution  is  such  as  to  render  ex- 
pansion, for  building  purposes,  practically  an  impassibility. 

Scieniific  Investigation, —  Thus  far  we,  as  a  State,  have  been 
content  in  making  an  effort  to  care  for  the  defectives.  But  no 
sy.-itematic  effort  has  been  made  at  checking  the  increase  of  this 
lai^jje  class;  and  it  is  increasing  more  than  the  increase  in  gen- 
eral population.     We  should  then  \)o  taking  active  steps  to  dis- 
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ei»vor  tbe  actual  causes  ami  to  study  methods  of  prevention.  Thij 
work  should  l>e  carried  on  l)v  one  wdl  trained  for  it.  In  niaii;| 
ULstitutions  there  a're  ass(H*iated  with  the  ofKeers  such  well  traintj 
luen;  hut,  a?  yet,  this  State  has  not  taken  that  step  exei-pt  in  ri 
gard  to  the  insane  and  epih^ptic.  The  nventally  dc^feetive  i| 
another  clas-i  that  shouhl  have*  the  same  careful  consideration 
and  1  hrin:;  this  matter  to  vour  attention  for  consideration. 

Kmiiloi/t'i  s. —  Then*  have  l.een  many  changes  in  minor  p»-i 
tions  durina:  the  year.  On  April  first,  after  a  service  of  alM>u| 
four  and  oni'-half  years,  Aiiss  Jessie  Palmer  ()uind>v,  ilatn>i« 
resigned.  On  June  twentieth  Aliss  Gertrude  M.  Palmer,  Chiel 
Supervisor  at  the  ^t.  Lawrence  State  Hospital,  Ogdensl>ur;:j( 
N.  Y.,  wa^  appointtxl  to  that  position.  On  ilarch  first,  AVillarij 
n.  C\nvan,  assistxint  engineer,  nv^igned  and  on  Aug:ii^t  firsi 
Allan  J.  Straway,  assistant  engineer,  resigned.  These  vacancit^ 
have  not  hem  fiHed,  though  they  have  been  offered  to  iipwanl  o| 
twentv-tive  men  certified  bv  the  Civil  Service  Commission.  The<^ 
vacancies  have  seriously  handicapped  the  w^ork  of  the  enginrer 
ing  department. 

The  n\\«MH  for  our  inability  to  keep  the  positiims  filled  ar^ 
that  the  rate  of  wages  paid  is  lower  than  for  the  same  grade  <•! 
work  outside  and  the  ciuiditions  of  life  are  not  what  thev  slKmlJ 
1h\     We  have  asked  the  salarv  classification  commission   to  ni 

« 

adjust  the  salaries  and  wages  and  are  asking  for  an  employ e<H 
building  so  that  our  employees  may  be  properly  eared  for. 

Atnuscmcnh. — An  effort  is  being  made  to  furnish  our  girii 
healthful,  and  at  the  same  time,  enjoyable  recreation.  The  phy-^i 
cal  culture  drill  has  been  increastnl  to  include  several  classes,  an-! 
even  the  lower  grade  girls  are  being  taught  simple  marcbin^ 
exercises.  An  appn>priate  tvlebration  was  pro\nded  for  th* 
Fourth  i>f  Jidy  and  in  September  the  first  annual  field  day  wal 
held.  In  the  winter  a  new  phom)graph  was  provided.  The  girli 
have  rt*peatedly  and  feelingly  expressed  their  appreciation  ♦►! 
these  things.  Dances  are  provided  twice  a  week  during  the  cixdr 
months,  and  in  the  s\numer  months  picnics  are  frtHpiently  ar 
ranged.  In  January  the  Baptist  choir  and  singers  associatetl  wiill 
them  gave  a  cantata  in  our  assenddy  hall,  and  on  Easter  Sunda^ 
a  cpiartette  from  the  Presbyterian  ehoir  gave  M>nu»  spivial  niu^ic 
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At  other  times,  some  of  the  musicians  of  Newark  have  fiirnislicil 
I'Xtra  music  for  the  regular  Sunday  afternoon  services.  These 
were  greatly  appreciated  by  the  girls,  and  we  feel  very  grateful 
to  those  who  participated.  The  idea  back  of  all  our  amusement.s 
if*  to  promote  the  contentment  of  our  community.  If  they  must 
l>e  thus  secluded,  we  owe  it  to  them  to  give  them  all  the  pleasure 
«*e  may. 

Visitors, — ^\Ve  were  honored  during  the  year  by  visitations 
from  ITon.

Horace  McGuire 
i>f  the  State  Board  of  Charities;  Major  C.  W.  Ilobbs,  Chief  Clerk 
of  the  Fiscal  Supervisor's  Department;  Dr.  George  W.  Little, 
Superintendent  of  Letchworth  Village;  Dr.  Wm.  T.  Shannahan, 
Superintendent  of  Craig  Colony;  Mrs.  Pheobe  A.  Vary  and  Miss 
Clara  Prescott,  of  the  State  Charities  Aid  Association;  Mr. 
Howard  Watson,  Accountant,  and  Miss  Ruth  K.  Child,  Confiden- 
tial Inspector  of  the  Fiscal  Supervisor's  Department ;  ^Ir.  II.  ^I. 
Lochtreeker,  Inspector  from  the  State  Board  of  Charities;  Dr.

and  the  State  Agricultural  Department.  The  Blackwell  Medical 
Society  of  Rochester  held  their  October  session  at  the  institution, 
and  committees  from  the  several  county  boards  of  supervisors  have 
visited  the  institution.  We  are  always  glad  to  welcome  visitors 
and  to  put  forth  our  best  efforts  to  make  them  acquainted  with  the 
need  and  character  of  our  work. 

Donations. — From  time  to  time  duriujr  the  vear  we  have  re- 
cf'ived  generous  donations  of  magazines  and  papers.  We  ar(> 
alwavs  ji^lad  to  receive  these  as  thev  furnish  much  ouf(»riainmeut 
f(*r  the  girls.  Thr  institution  will  be  glad  lo  send  for  such  nuiga- 
zines  as  any  one  mav  care  to  d(»nate.  We  wish  in  this  wav  to 
thank  the  donors  and  express  our  appreciation  of  the  gifts. 

Approprin lions. — After  careful  consideration,  it  seems  neces- 
sary that  we  ask  the  Ix^gislature  of  1911  for  the  following  appro- 
priations:

The  laundrv  work  of  this  institution  is  nuw 
(lone  in  the  main  laundry  connected  with  build- 
ing A  and  in  six  smaller  laundries  loeat(»d  in 
the  cottages,  three  of  them  being  in  basements. 
It  is  a  well  recogniz(Ml  fact  that  to  do  this  work 
in  so  many  different  places  is  a  much  more  ex- 
pensive method  than  having  one  single  laundrv. 
For  instance,  we  are  at  present  employing 
s(»ven  laundresses;  and  one  central  laundrv 
could  be  managed  bv  two  or  three.  This  is 
but  one  small  item  of  saving  that  would  accrue 
bv  the  use  of  a  central  laundrv.  The  smaller 
laundries  in  the  basements  are  poorly  venti- 
lated and  lighted  and  are  improper  places  for 
the  girls  to  work.  The  other  cottage  laundries 
are  located  adjacent  to  the  school  ro<:)ms  and 
the  dining  rooms  and  are  verv  obiectionable 
on  this  account.  The  main  lauiulry  is  improp- 
er! v  ventilated  and  liirhted,  and  the  ironinir 
room  is  so  constructed  that  in  the  summer 
in(^ntlis  the  temperature  there  is  sometimes 
above  100  degrees,  and  is  unfit  for  use.     The

Put  as>nmini:-  tlie  eost  of  enlar«r- 
i!«ii'  the  diniuii'  moms  to  be  $r)(^00,  we  would 
tlicn  be  ])roviding  for  105  inmates  at  a  per 
capita  C'st  of  •t-Joo. 
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3.  Industrial  and  Cold  Storage  Building $32,000  00 

We  have  at  this  institution  an  almost  un- 
limited amount  of  physical  energy,  much  of 
which  at  present  is  going  to  waste  owing  to 
the  fact  that  we  have  no  suitable  employment 
to  occupy  the  girls  for  the  full  time  that  they 
have  for  work.  And  the  industrial  work 
should  be  centralized  and  under  expert  direc- 
tion. 

Our  cold  storage  capacity  is  1500  cubic 
feet.  This  was  provided  in  1890,  when  the  ca- 
pacity of  the  instiution  was  310,  and  is  wholly 
inadequate  to  the  present  needs.  Owing  to 
the  construction,  it  is  unsanitary  and  cannot 
be  cooled  below  4*5  degrees  in  the  hot  summer 
months.  With  a  larger  cold  storage  and  better 
facilities  for  cooling,  we  could  purchase  our 
meats  in  larger  quatities,  thereby  making  a 
considerable  saving.  The  problem  of  securing 
ice  for  the  institution  is  becoming  quite  seri- 
ous. For  vears,  it  was  cut  from  the  Erie 
Canal,  but  at  present,  so  much  sewage  is  poured 
into  the  canal  that  the  ice  would  be  unfit  for 
use.  I>ast  winter  we  secured  our  supply  from 
a  nearby  millpond  but  this  was  not  a  good  grade 
of  ice  and  did  not  carry  us  through  the  sea- 
son. Our  last  resort  will  be  to  purchase  at 
Sodus  Bay  and  it  is  questionable  as  to  whether 
we  shall  be  -able  to  get  good  ice  there  every 
season.  So  that  an  ice-making  machine  in 
connection  with  a  cold  storage  plant  is  ad- 
visable. 

4.  Hospital  and  Infirmary  Building 45,000  00 

Our  present  hospital  building  was  erected 
in  1892  and  is  altogether  unsuited  for  the  pur- 
pose of  a  modern  hospital ;  and  it  is  inade- 
quate as  to  size.  We  have  in  the  institution 
75  women  past  forty-five  years  of  age,  many

The  present  location  of  this  pumping  sta- 
tion, which  is  the  chief  source  of  our  water 
supply,  is  approximately  1,500  feet  from  the 
l>oiler  house.  The  pump  is  operated  by  an 
ele<*.trie  motor  and  an  auxiliary  steam  engine. 
The  steam  for  this  engine  is  carried  in  an 
overhead  exposed  line  and  there  is  great  los^ 
from  condensation.  And  it  is  difficult  to  give 
this  pump  pro{)er  at/tention  during  the  winter, 
because  of  its  remoteness  from  the  boiler  house. 

<^.  Two  new  boilers 7,000  00 

The  facts  concerning  our  present  battery  of 
four  boilers  are  that  two  boilers  were  installed 
in  April,  1900,  one  in  January,  1902  and  one 
in  October,  1906,  at  a  t-otal  expense  of  $9,- 
418.  The  expense  of  repairs  to  these  boilers 
has  been  $5,993.88.  The  chief  engineer  re- 
ports that  the  lower  crown  sheet  on  boiler  Xo.  1 
is  cracked.  It  has  recently  been  repaired  but 
will  undoubtedly  give  further  trouble  in  the 
near  future.  Boilers  Xo.  2  and  Xo.  8  were  pro- 
vided with  new  fire  boxes  in  1908;  but  the 
seams  of  these  new  fire  boxes  soon  develope^l 
leaks  which  made  it  necessary  to  put  the  boil- 
ers out  of  commission  frequently,  and  there 
are  several  fire  cracks  in  these  boilers  at  pres- 
ent, which  have  been  repaired  by  driving  new 
rivets.  These  boilers  will  have  to  be  provided 
with  new  tubes  next  year.     The  fire  bo^c  in 
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Boiler  Xo.  4  will  need  considerable  repairs  if 
coiit.iiuicd  in  sen'iee  another  v(»ar.  To  sum 
up,  it  is  the  inipreesion  of  the  engineer  and 
sev<»ral  who  have  inspeete^l  the  lx>ilers  that  the 
pnscut  tvpe  of  l)oiler  is  very  expensive  to 
tUM^rate,  and  I  think  this  is  demonstratetl  by 
th(»  amount  which  has  lx»en  expended  in  re- 
pairs npm  the  present  battery.  We  have  al- 
rt»ady  an  appropriation  for  the  installation  of 
two  new  lx>ilers;  but  by  the  time  we  can  get 
the  appropriation  and  arrange  for  the  installa- 
tion, it  is  obvious  that  we  will  he  verv  much  in 
uiH^l  of  the  two  here  asked  for.

It  having  In^en  decided  by  the  Board  of 
Manasrers  to  arrange  this  house  as  a  two-fam- 
ily house,  the  appropriation  for  this  year 
is  ina<lequate  to  more  than  properly  ar- 
range I  he  lower  floor.

Much  of  tiie  plumbing  in  the  main  gn^ip  of 
buildings  is  old  and  out  of  repair  and  should 
1x3  brought  up  to  date,  necessitating  an  ex- 
penditure of  $1,000.  As  noted  in  the  brief 
under  appropriation  a.-king  for  new  l)oilcrs, 
our  present  battery  of  l)oilers  will  re<iuire 
many  repairs  another  year,  and  the  lighting 
equipment  throughout  the  institution  will 
need  repairs,  requiring  the  expenditure  of 
probably  $1,500.  The  beds  in  buildings  ''  A," 
*^B"  and  ^^  C,"  nearly  all  of  the  old  type 
wooden  beds,  are  in  such  a  bad  state  of  repair 
that  they  should  l>e  replaced  at  once  by  mod- 
ern iron  beds  at  an  expense  of  $1,000.  And 
there  vre  many  other  minor  repairs  that  it 
will  be  impossible  to  take  care  of  from  the 
maintenance  fund.

^0  the  Uonarahle,  the  LegislcUiire  of  the  State  of  New  York: 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  State  Custodial  Asylum  for 
Teeble-Minded  Women  at  Newark,  N.  Y.,  respectfully  submits 
ierewith  its  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1911, 
B8  provided  for  by  law. 

The  leading  fact  of  our  consciousness,  as  we  review  the  year,  is 
tie  changes  in  our  Board. 

Dr.  Emerson,  after  a  brief  connection  with  us,  has  resigned  be- 
'ause  of  a  call  to  serve  an  institution  in  the  Middle  West. 

Mrs.  Beach,  who  since  her  appointment  by  Governor  Flower  in 
L893,  has  been  a  diligent  and  singularly  useful  member  of  the 
^oard,  declined  her  reappointment  by  Governor  Dix.     And  Mr. 

[5] 
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Kemper,  higfalv  esteemed  both  for  his  personal  qualities  and  hii 
official  efficiency,  has  been  removed  by  a  shockingly  sudden  death. 

We  deplore  the  loss  of  these  Managers,  on  account  of  what  thej 
were,  both  to  the  Institution  and  to  ourselves.  On  the  other  hand, 
we  welcome  to  our  number  Dr.  McDonald  and  ^Ir.  Wilder,  and 
we  hope  that  the  one  existing  vacancy  will  soon  \ye  filled,  for  a  full 
Board  is  requisite  for  the  competent  administration  of  the  aflfain 
of  the  Asvlum. 

We  believe  that  our  Board  is  animated  by  the  disposition  to 
conduct  the  interests  of  the  Asvlimi  in  a  business-like  manner. 

But  while  we  are  hard  headed  we  want  to  be  soft  hearted.  We 
are  zealous  for  those  committed  to  oyr  care,  that  they  should  be 
well  housed,  well  fed,  well  clad,  and  well  cared  for  in  sickneas; 
that  they  should  have  an  adequate  schooling ;  that  they  should  be 
iz'wou  something  to  do  and  that  everyone's  work  should,  as  far  as 
possible,  be  congenial ;  that  they  should  be  amiised ;  that  the  spirit 
of  play  should  be  encouraged  and  that  everything  should  be  done 
for  their  cheer,  their  comfort  and  their  contentment. 

We  recognize  that  inmates  of  the  Asylum  are  human  like  ou^ 
selvo-,  less  favored  than  we,  vet  humau. 

ft. 

Wo  would  favor  the  dismissal  of  those  who  2:ive  promise  of 
hf'iiitr  no  loiiiror  a  ineiiaee,  either  to  themselves  or  to  societv. 

We  believe  in  cultivating  the  v^ocial  iustiuct,  and  in  promoting 
s«M-inl  lite  l)et\veen  the  inmates  themselves,  between  the  inmates, 
TJioir  ran-Takors.  an«l  the  resident  otKcers  and  between  all  these  and 
til'-  Hoard  of  Manair(*rs. 

We  believe,  even  more,  in  eidtivatinc:  the  reliijious  instinct,  for 
the  reason  that  religion  is  calculated  to  do  more  than  anv  other 
one  thinir  for  the  inmates  of  the  Asylum.  When  we  speak  of 
reliirion.  it  is  in  the  l»roadest  sense,  the  sense  in  which  Dr.  C\  W. 
Eliot,  President  Emeritus  of  Harvard  Eniversity,  speaks  of  it. 
Jn  an  article  in  the  Outlook  for  October  2Sth,  he  claims  that  the 
three-fold  resultant  of  all  relii^ions  —  ancient  and  modern,  ortho- 
dox and  heterodox  —  is  truth,  beauty  and  goodness. 

Sueli  resultant  we  would  do  all  we  can  to  produce  in  those  whom 
we  are  set  to  care  for. 

We  are  m»t  professional^,  but  fortunately,  both  in  the  Depart- 
ments at  Albany  and  in  our  resident  offices,  we  have  professionals 
with  wliom  it  is  «;ur  pleasure  to  co-operate. 
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We  congratulate  ourselves  that  the  resident  officers  remain 
intact. 

We  testify  to  their  harmony,  their  fidelity,  their  readiness  to 
afford  us  every  facility  as  a  Board,  and  to  their  increasing 
efficiency. 

We  are  happy  to  report  that  by  certain  readjustments  of  the 
space  at  our  command  the  personal  and  official  convenience  of  our 
resident  staff  has  been  consulted. 

We  recognize  our  indebtedness  to  the  citizens,  the  churches  and 
other  organizations  of  Newark  for  what  they  have  done  for  the 
entertainment  of  the  women  of  the  Asylum.  We  tender  our  cordial 
acknowledgnient  of  their  social  service,  as  a  fruitful  means  of 
keeping  in  touch  with  the  Institution,  and  we  would  reciprocate 
their  kindly  feeling. 

We  invite  inspection.  As  some  one  has  said :  "  The  biggest 
room  in  the  world  is  the  room  for  improvement."  Let  us  know  our 
faults,  our  fads,  our  shortcomings  of  all  sorts  and  we  will  do  all 
we  can  to  correct  and  to  eliminate  them. 

The  roport  of  our  Treasurer  and  our  Superintendent,  incorpo- 
rated in  our  annual  report,  speak  for  themselves.

To  the  Managers  of  the  State  Custodial  Asylum,  Newark,  N.  Y» : 

LiADiEs  AND  Gentlemen. — I  hereby  respectfully  submit  the 
annual  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Asylum  for  the  year  ending 
September  30,  1911. 

Census. — Our  census  October  1,  1910,  was  792.     During  the 
year  twenty-seven  were  admitted,  seventeen  were  discharged,  and 
there  were  ten  deaths;  leaving  at  the  Asylum  October  1,  1911, 
792.     One  hundred  and  twenty  applications  for  admission  were 
filed  during  the  year;  making  at  present  the  total  of  183  applica- 
tions on  file  for  which  there  are  iio  available  vacancies.     Of  the 
eases  who  were  discharged,  eight  were  found  to  be  insane  and 
were    transferred    to    hospitals    for    the    insane,     four    were 
discharged  upon  the  request  of  the  mothers,  one  upon  the  request 
of  a  brother,  three  upon  the  request  of  the  superintendents  of 
the  poor,  and  one  was  found  to  be  not  a  suitable  case. 

Medical  Work. — ^During  the  year  a  card  index  of  all  cases  ad- 
mitted to  the  institution  since  it  was  opened  was  completed.     Each 
woman  admitted  was  given  a  careful  physical  and  mental  examin- 
ation ;  and  those  who  have  been  at  the  institution  previous  to  the 
past  fiscal  year  will  also  be  examined  in  the  same  way.     One 
hundred  and  twenty  such  examinations  have  been  completed ;  the 
object  being  to  get  at  the  facts  indicating  the  special  line  of 
management  of  the  individual,  and  to  ascertain  as  far  as  possible 
aU  the  causes  producing  the  condition.     This  is  a  most  important 
and  at  the  same  time  difficult  and  intricate  problem,  requiring 
very  careful  study  and  much  time  for  careful  investigation  of 
the  faniily  and  personal  history.     For  this  purpose,  our  staff 
should  be  increased  so  as  to  include  a  well  trained  psychologist 
who  would  devote  his  time  exclusively  to  that  phase  of  the  work ; 
and  we  also  need  field  workers  to  investigate  the  home  environment 
and  antecedents.     It  is  short  sighted,  from  any  economic  stand- 
point, to  continue  to  care  for  the  end  products  and  not  ascertain 
and  eliminate  the  causes. 
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We  have  been  free  from  any  epidemics  or  serious  aeeidenn 
Two  hundred  and  ninety-four  cases  were  treated  in  the  hospital 
In  addition  to  this,  many  cases  were  seen  daily  at  the  dispensary. 
Our  death  rate  was  very  low,  being  but  one  and  one  fourth  percent 
of  the  daily  average  population.  Of  the  ten  deaths,  the  causei] 
were:

Industries. — Ke.ilizing  that  the  best  thing  for  any  one.  especially 
those  confined  in  our  public  institutions,  is  plenty  of  suitable 
occupation,  under  the  direction  of  the  matron  we  have  endeavored 
to  increase  the  opportunities  for  work.  Through  the  courtesy  of 
Dr.  William  ^labon,  superintendent  of  the  Manhattan  State  Hospi- 
tal, where  the  imlustrial  work  has  been  well  organized,  one  of 
onr  iiidii-Trial  teaclu  I's  spent  souk*  time  in  November  at  that  iu- 
stitiition  that  she  iiiiiiht  get  suggestions  for  further  developing 
the  work  here.  The  women  were  aln^idy  makinir  practicallv 
all  cloth inir  and  doinrr  much  fancv  work.  Tliev  are  now  beinst 
tauerlit  basket rv  and  c»ther  fancv  and  art  work.  Tliev  have  heon 
much  interested  and  a  class  of  sixtv  has  been  instrueted.  .Manv 
more  are  eairer  to  enter  the  classes  but  we  have  not  the  room  for 
them.  They  contributed  much  to  the  pleasure  of  all  the  women 
l)v  makinii'  valentines  for  distribution  on  St.  Valentine's  Dav; 
by  making  individual  paper  baskets  for  the  distrilnition  of  the 
Easter  eandies.  an«l  ]>v  makini;  dcni'orations  for  other  occasions. 
We  hope  to  introduce  weaving  and  other  industries  soon. 

Tlie  outsi<l(^  work  lias  continued,  a  re«ridar  crardening  party 
going  out  daily,  and  other  parties  going  out  to  care  for  the  lawus. 

Scholastic  Worlc. — The  regular  scholastic  work  has  been  omitt<?<l 
for  some  months  owing  to  the  vacancy  in  the  position  of  teacher. 
In  Octol>er.  a  teacher  was  ol)taine(l  and  the  work  reestablisheil. 
In  arMirion  tn  the  scliclastie  woi-k.  thc^  teacher  has  had  chanre 
of  the  physical  culture  work  and  assisted  in  other  ways. 
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Physical  Cvlture. — ^While  the  regular  work  offers  opportunity 
for  much  exercise,  we  find  a  need  for  special  work.  About  200 
girls  have  been  in  the. regular  drills.  A  basket  ball  team  was 
organized  and  practiced  regularly.  We  need  a  special  teacher 
for  this  branch  of  the  work.  It  is  one  of  the  greatest  aids  in 
keeping  our  large  family  contented. 

Music. — Our  women  are  very  fond  of  music ;  but  we  have  been 
handicapped  because  we  have  no  regular  music  teacher.  But, 
at  present,  we  have  no  quarters  for  such  teacher  and  funds  are 
not  available  to  provide  one.  We  hope  the  time  is  not  far  distant 
when  we  may  develop  more  both  the  vocal  and  instrumental  music. 
As  it  i^,  we  have  about  fifty  in  our  singing  classes.  They  provide 
music  for  the  Sunday  services,  also  for  Friday  afternoon  public 
exercises,  and  have  given  entertainments.    , 

Amusements. — One  well  known  worker  in  this  field  has  said: 
"  Keep  them  happy  and  you  will  accomplish  much  more."  And 
we  find  it  necessary  to  provide  much  entertainment  to  keep  our 
women  contented.  During  the  winter  months  the  dances  were 
continued  twice  a  week;  and  in  the  summer  picnic  suppers  were 
ser\'ed  weekly  in  the  park  by  each  cottage,  and  special  picnic 
parties  were  provided  frequently.  The  Annual  Field  Day  has 
proven  a  very  interesting  event  enjoyed  long  both  in  anticipation 
and  retrospection.  This  year  300  took  part  in  the  program  pro- 
vided on  that  day.    Some  of  the  special  events  were :

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June      16.  An  entertainment  of  music  and  recitations  by  the  giris, 

closing  exercises  of  the  scholastic  department. 

July        4.  Celebration  consisting  of  band  concert,  fire  works,  and

Sept,      19.  Annual   field   day  in   the  park;   field   contests  and 

races,  band  concert  and  special  treat. 

Religious  Services. — Regular  Sunday  services  were  continued 
and  special  services  were  provided  on  Thanksgiving  Day,  Christ- 
mas, and  Easter. 

Sewage  Disposal. — This  is  an  ever  increasing  problem  at  thia 
institution  and  should  be  adequately  taken  care  of  soon.  Arrange- 
ments should  be  ma4Q  for  disposing  of  the  sewage  and  several 
lines  about  the  ground  should  be  reconstructed.  At  present,  the 
village  of  Newark  is  making  plans  to  provide  a  sewage  disposal 
system  and  we  should  be  making  arrangements  to  join  with  them. 
This  is  much  more  feasible  than  attempting  to  maintain  a  separate 
disposal  plant. 

Improvements. — The  main  sewer  line  was  extended  2.200  feft, 
a  pump  house  was  erected  at  the  Cuyler  strec^t  cistern  aiul  an  elec- 
tric pump  with  power  cable  was  installed ;  a  cement  cistern  is 
in  process  of  construction  at  this  point.     The  soft  water  line  was 
extended  to  the  Wilder  House  and  the  superintendent's  cottage. 
Repairs  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Wilder  house  were  completed, 
electric   lights,    a    heating   plant,    and    pluml^ing   installed.  .  An 
additional   hot  water  heater  was  installed  for  the  group  "'A.'' 
^^  B/'  and  ^'  C'     Fire  escapes  were  completed  on   the  front  of 
ImiMing  "A"   and   on  cortage  **  D.''      A!!  (iUtsidi'  wood  W(»rk  on 
iMiilding  '*A''  was  painted  and  the  interior  of  cottage  **  G  "  was 
painted.     There  were  extensive  repairs  to  the  boilers,  inchuliiig 
new  tubes  in  boilers  2   and  3.     The  hard  water  pipe  line  was 
extended  to  the  Stanley  TTonse.     Afuch  repair  work  was  done  on 
the  header  main  and  connecting  piping  at  the  boiler  house  and 
new  supports   for   the   liead(*r   main   were   instiilled    bv   our  own 
engineers.     The  addition  to  the  boiler  house  is  in  process  of  con- 
struction.   A  new  side  walk  wa^  laid  on  the  south  side  of  Chnrcli 
street  from  the  Asvlum  l^irkv/nv  to  the  Tsorthern  Central  TJailwav 
anil  on  the  Wilder  House  property. 
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Our  Needs  : 

Sewage  Disposal $25,000  00 

As  indicated  above,  this  is  a  situation  that 
requires  immediate  attention,  and  as  the  vil- 
lage of  Newark  is  about  to  settle  the  question, 
the  Board  of  Managers  should  be  in  a  position 
to  make  terms  with  them.  Hence,  the  necessity 
for  this  appropriation ;  as  much  of  it  as  may  be 
nece<yarv  t(.  1k^  used. 

Outside  Connections  to  New  Buildings 13,000  00 

The  last  Legislature  made  provision  for  two 
new  cottages  and  an  employees  building  and 
this  appropriation  will  be  needed  to  connect  the 
same  with  our  present  system. 

Boundary  Fence 7,500  00 

« 

Situated  as  we  are  inside  the  limits  of  the  vil- 
lage, we  are  very  much  in  need  of  a  protecting 
boundary  fence. 
Repairs  and  Equipment 5,000  00 

In  an  institution  that  has  been  operated  as 
long  as  this  one  —  first  opened  in  1878  —  there 
are  boimd  to  arise  each  year  extraordinary 
repairs  and  necessity  for  alterations  that  can 
not  be  met  from  the  general  maintenance  fund. 
Hospital  and  Infirmary  Building 75,000  00 

In  every  institution  of  this  nature  the  infirm 

ft 

c]a^  will  increase  from  vear  to  year,  and  we 
need  a  modernly  arranged  hospital  to  meet  this 
growing  class.  The  present  hospital  was 
opened  in  1891  and  is  not  adapted  to  present 
day  methods. 

Two  New  Boilers 7,000  00 

Our  present  battery  of  boilers  has  been  much 
o\'erloaded  for  several  years,  and  this  over- 
load  has  contributed  to  their  rapid  deteriora- 
tion. If  the  institution  is  to  be  increased  in 
capacity,  it  is  imperative  that  this  provision  for 
additif  nal  boilers  be  made  at  once. 
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attend  the  church  services  and  dances.  This 
Assembly  Hall  was  erected*  in  1890,  there 
having  been  no  increase  in  its  size  up  to  the 
present,  although  the  population  of  the  insti- 
tution has  increased  nearly  three  fold.  The 
need  for  larger  space  for  general  assembly  is 
evident. 

.^arranging  Main  Laundry  as  a  Kitchen  for  the 
^lain  Group  and  Additional  Storeroom  for  the 

Bakery $5,000  00 

The  present  kitehen  for  the  main  group  is 
located  in  a  room  21'  x  23'  where  the  cooking 
has  to  be  donelFor  360  inmates.  There  is  no 
store  room  in  connection  with  this  kitchen, 
necessitating  the  storing  of  supplies  and  dishes 
in  a  sub  basement,  a  very  unsatisfactory 
arrangement.  The  present  laundry  is  situated 
adjacent  to  the  main  group  and  would  make 
a  verv  desirable  kitchen. 

Iditional  Repairs  to  Wilder  House 1,200  00 

While  the  lower  floor  of  the  Wilder  House 
has  been  put  in  condition  so  that  it  is  occupied 
by  the  steward-Morekeeper,  the  second  floor 
is  unfinished  and  it  is  verv  desirable  that  these 
cpiarters  be  arranged  to  take  care  of  some  of 
the  men  employees  on  the  place.  At  present 
there  are  no  men  sleeping  on  the  grounds  at 
night  except  the  superintendent  and  the 
steward-storekeeper.  It  would  he  a  much 
bc^tter  arrangement  if  the  engineers,  at  least, 
could  be  accommodated  nearer  the  institution, 
espcH»ially  on  account  of  fire  protection. 

^moving  the  Spring  Water  Pimiping  Station  to 

a  Site  nearer  the  Boiler  House 4,000  00 

At  present,  this  pimiping  station,  which  is 
the  chief  source  of  our  water  supply,  is  ltx?ated 
1.500  feet  from  the  boiler  house.  It  is  a  severe 
tax  on  the  night  engineer  to  give  it  proper 
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Miss  Florence  R.  Corbett,  a  Dietitian  sent  by  the  Fiscal  Siiper- 
risor;  by  Mrs.  Phoebe  A.  Vary  and  Miss  Clara  Prescott,  of  the 
State  Charities  Aid  Association;  Mr.  C.  E.  Weisz  of  the  New 
Fork  City  Charities  Department;  Dr.  Alice  Baxter  of  the 
3t.  Lawrence  State  Hospital,  Ogdensburg;  Dr.  L.  A.  Whitney 
3f  Rochester;  Dr.  W.  G.  Cooper  of  Ogdensburg;  Dr.  Howe 
of  the  State  Health  Department;  also  by  Inspectors  from  the 
State  Architect's  office,  from  the  Department  of  Health,  from  the 
State  Agricultural  Department,  from  the  Consen^ation  Commis- 
sion ;  and  by  many  other  citizens. 

Donations. — The  institution  is  again  very  much  indebted  to  its 
friends  for  generous  contributions  of  magazines  and  other  reading 
material  and  I  wish  on  behalf  of  the  girls  of  the  institution  to 
express  our  thanks  for  the  same.  We  also  received  from  Mrs. 
Phoebe  A.  Vary  some  donations  for  the  work  in  our  industrial 
department. 

I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  constant  and  effi- 
cient support  of  the  Board  of  Managers  during  the  year  and  for 
the  great  help  which  they  have  given  me  from  time  to  time. 
iWe  are  also  grateful  for  the  visitations  from  the  various  State 
Departments,  for  the  services  rendered  us  by  the  State  Health 
Department  and  the  State  Agricultural  Department  in  the  examin- 
ation of  specimens  and  food  supplies;  and  to  the  officers  and  em- 
ployees of  the  institution  who  have  faithfully  served  during  the 
past  year,  I  am  also  very  grateful.

"  The  objects  of  the  Ajsylum  are: 

1.  The  custody  and  maintenance  of  feeble-minded  women  ad- 
mitted to  the  Asylum  as  provided  by  law  and  by  these  by-laws 
and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  institution. 

2.  The  improvement  of  the  physical,  mental,  moral  and  social 
condition  of  such  inmates." — ^From  the  by-laws. 

Location. — The  Asylum  is  located  on  the  New  York  Central, 
West  Shore,  and  Xorthem  Central  railroads,  and  on  the  Kochester, 
Syracuse  and  Eastern  tralley;  thirty  miles  east  of  Rochester 
and  fifty  miles  west  of  Syracuse.  Post  oflSce  address,  State  Cus^ 
todial  Asylum,  Newark,  Wayne  county,  Xew  York. 

Admission, — ^Applications  for  admission  must  be  made  through 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Poor  of  the  county  of  which  the  appli- 
cant is  a  legal  resident,  and  must  be  made  on  the  blank  furnished 
by  the  institution  and  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
governing  the  same.  The  application  should  be  complete  in  every 
detail,  all  questions  answered,  the  dates  filled  in  and  signed  and 
forwarded  to  the  superintendent  of  the  Asylum.  It  will  then 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Applications.  But  applications 
mtist  be  complete  in  every  part  to  receive  consideration.  Whea 
applications  are  accepted  by  the  committee,  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Poor  forwarding  same  will  be  notified.  The  application 
will  be  filed  in  order  of  its  receipt  and  given  a  number  and  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Poor  will  bo  notified  when  there  is  an 
available  vacancy.  But,  in  determining  the  same,  it  is  necessary 
to  take  into  consideration  the  available  beds  in  the  institution 
for  such  county.    The  Board  of  Managers  has  found  it  necessary 
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to  establieh  a  pro  rata  basis  according  to  the  population,  par- 
ticulars of  which  may  be  had  by  applying  to  the  superintendent 
When  the  Superintendent  of  the  Poor  of  a  county  is  notified  that 
there  is  a  vacancy  for  a  certain  case,  that  case  must  be  brought 
to  the  institution  within  ten  days  of  the  mailing  of  such  notice 
or  the  vacancy  will  be  given  to  some  other  applicant.  Should 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Poor  desire  to  substitute  some  other 
applicant,  arrangements  for  the  same  mvst  first  be  made  with  the 
superintendent. 

Maintenance, — The  State  provides  maintenance  for  all  inmates, 
but  it  is  desirable  that  the  relatives  and  friends  furnish  what 
clothing  they  can.  This  contributes  very  much  to  the  contentment 
of  the  inmates.  But,  before  anything  is  sent,  inquiry  should  be 
made  of  the  superintendent  as  to  what  the  individual  needs. 

Correspondence. — ^All  letters  relative  to  the  business  affairs  or 
to  the  conditions  or  needs  of  the  inmates  should  be  addressed  to 
the  superintendent;  and  the  full  name  of  inmate  and  full  name 
and  address  of  writer  should  always  be  given. 

Inmates  are  allowed  to  write  once  a  month  and,  if  the  friends 
can  not,  the  institution  will  furnish  the  postage.  All  letters  or 
packages  for  inmates  should  be  addressed  to  the  superintendent 
and  the  inmate's  full  name  added,  giving  the  address  as  Custodial 
Asylum,  Newark,  Wayne  county.  New  York.  It  is  especially 
requested  that  the  friends  of  inmates  shall  not  write  anything 
likely  to  make  the  inmates  discontented  —  such  as  promises  to 
take  them  home,  regret  at  their  being  in  the  institution,  or  in 
any  way  making  them  dissatisfied.  All  matters  should  first  be 
referred  to  the  superintendent,  and  if  it  is  best  for  the  inmate 
to  be  discharged,  he  will  be  only  too  glad  to  undertake  to  make 
the  proper  arrangements. 

It  is  desirable  that  one  responsible  party  be  selected  as  the 
regular  correspondent,  and  if  the  address  is  changed  that  the 
institution  be  notified.  Letters  concerning  inmates  are  not  written 
except  tmder,  special  conditions,  such  as  serious  illness,  but  all 
inquiries  are  cheerfully  answered,  and  friends  will  be  promptly 
notified  of  any  serious  illness  or  in  event  of  death.

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  State  Custodial  Asylum  for 
Feeble-Minded  Women  at  Xewark,  X.  Y.,  respectfully  submits 
lu-rewith  its  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  September  30, 
1912,  as  provided  for  by  law. 

\V©  have  a  full  board,  the  single  vacauey  that  existed  at  the 
time  of  our  last  report  having  b^en  filled  by  the  appointment, 
most  fortunate  for  all  concerned,  of  Mrs.  Fannie  R.  Bigelow  of 
Rochester. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  resident  officers,  we  are  plcascnl 
to  gay.

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The  popolntion  of  the  asylum  the  past  year  has  been  qi 
uDiforni,  between  790  and  800.  A  long  list  of  applications,  s< 
If ;J5.  sta^e^  us  in  the  face.  We  would  be  glad  to  provide  for  ct 
one  «>f  them,  but  we  have  not  the  space.  By  the  purchase,  in 
near  future,  of  an  adjacent  farm  of  about  fifty  acres  we  shall  li 
more  breathing  space,  somewhat  more  building  space,  more  sf 
for  athletics*  farming,  gardening,  etc. 

The  Board  of  Managers  has  had  many  important  matter? 
cYiusider  during  the  year  that  has  passed,  but  none  more  imp 
ant  than  the  broad  question  as  to  the  lines  along  which  fun 
development  of  the  institution  should  be  made.  Our  institu 
now  has  a  population  of  about  800  inmates,  besides  the  I 
required  in  its  management.  It  possesses  a  plot  of  forty-s( 
acres  of  ground,  a  considerable  proportion  of  which  is  not  a^ 
able  for  buildings.  The  part  laid  out  for  buildings  and  on  wl 
they  can  Ik?  best  erecte<l  is  confined  to  the  level  portion  on  the 
of  the  hill,  an  area  of  about  twenty  acres.  This  area  now  l 
the  800  population,  with  eleven  buildings.  Some  land  cai 
secured  to  the  south  of  the  institution  grounds,  but  only  a  lini 
aroa  that  could  I>e  built  upon,  and  that  at  a  disadvautajre.  ( 
tiou  sbouM,  therefore,  l>e  exercised  in  athling  materially  to 
population  of  the  institution  until  a  definite  plan  has  been  ado 
as  to  the  lines  along  which  the  institution  shall  Ix*  increasc<l. 
carinir  lor  those  now  in  our  custodv  the  hoard  is  providiiiir  f 
further  developing  of  the  industrial  work,  now  so  well  under  ^ 

We  have  recognized  the  groat  nee<l  and  desirability  of  ha 
every  inmate  occupied  in  some  way.  To  this  end  the  reg 
domestic  w(>rk  has  Im'Cu  more  systematized  and  now  partakes s< 
what  of  the  nature  of  class  work.  This  makes  tho  work  nior( 
terestiuir  and  the  iiirls  an^  more  enthusiastic  and  all  who  are? 
ciently  intelligent  arc  employed  in  sonio  wny.  To  furnish  n 
tional  employment,  various  industries,  such  as  basketry.  wca\ 
and  all  kinds  of  fancy  work  have  heou  provided.  To  stimulate 
less  intelligent  girls  as  well  as  to  awaken  greater  mental  act 
among  them  a  kindergarten  class  of  40  has  l)een  organized 
they^  receive  daily  instruction.  In  addition,  classes  in  plain 
ing  have  been  organized  among  those  who  have  never  done 
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bd  of  work,  to  train  them  for  greater  efficiency.  Already,  we 
tve  encouraging  results,  in  that  many  are  now  employed  who 
fcve  not  worked  before  and  this  has  all  contributed  to  a  more 
sntented  feeling  among  the  inmates.  To  allow  a  further  devolop- 
mt  along  the  industrial  line  we  shall  need  an  ample  and  well- 
quipped  industrial  building.  There  are  also  required  a  new 
ospital  building,  a  new  laundry  building,  a  cold  storage  building, 
hi  a  public  hall,  all  of  which  should  be  located  convenient  to  the 
KMent  group  of  buildings.  Besides,  there  should  be  kept  a  con- 
^ient  playground  for  the  'inmate  population.  Location  must 
bo  be  furnished  for  two  more  dormitory  buildings  on  the  same 
imited  plot  of  ground,  appropriation  for  which  has  been  made 
J  the  State. 

The  Board  of  Managers,  therefore,  feels  that  the  time  has 
wne  when  a  plan  should  be  decided  upon  and  pursued  by  the 
tate;  either  that  action  should  be  taken  at  once  toward  an 
itension  of  the  institution  by  means  of  a  colony  farm,  or  that 
;  should  be  decided  that  the  capacity  of  the  institution  has  been 
Mfhed.  The  Board  of  Managers  recently  met  in  consultation 
ith  a  committee  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  on  this  subject, 
id  it  was  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  of  the  State 
oard  of  Charities  that  a  colony  farm  was  very  desirable.  They 
80  expressed  the  conviction  that  the  number  of  inmates  that 
aid  be  cared  for  at  this  institution  without  such  addition  to  our 
nlities  should  not  exceed  the  nimiber  now  at  the  institution. 
This  Board  of  Managers  stands  ready  to  proceed  with  such 
in  of  establishing  a  colony  and  would  especially  urge  that 
isideration  be  given  the  matter  at  once. 

rhe  management  believe  that  ample  and  proper  amusement 
uld  be  pro^^ded,  both  as  a  means  of  entertaining  the  brighter 
lates  and  awakening  the  duller  ones,  and  this  has  been  further 
'elope<l  by  observing  all  regular  holidays,  providing  frequent 
ertainments,  and  encouraging  the  inmates  to  take  part  in 
ertainments  in  Assembly  Hall.  The  scholastic  department 
been  increased  in  numbers  and  aids  in  employing  the 
i^hter  girls  iwid  in  developing  those  of  lesser  intelligence  so 
t  ther  may  take  a  more  active  interest  in  other  things.  In 
ition  the  various  assistant  matrons  are  watching  every  oppor-

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 


To   the  Board   of   Managers   of   the   State    Custodial  Asj/h 
Newark,  N.Y.: 

In  accordance  with  your  by-laws,  I  hereby  submit  the  fol 
ing  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1912. 

Our  population  October  1,  1911  was  792;  31  were  admi 
during  the  fiscal  year,  19  were  discharged,  and  there  were 
deaths,  leaving  our  census  795  S^tember  30,  1912. 

One  hundred  seven  applications  for  admission  were  filed 
the  total  nimiber  of  applications  on  file  at  present  is  235. 

Of  the  nineteen  cases  that  were  discharged,  five  were  found 
be  insane  and  were  transferred  to  State  hospitals^  thirteen 
discharged  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  superintendents 
the  poor,  and  one  was  discharged  by  the  court. 

Of  the  nine  deatlis,  three  were  due  to  pulmonary  tubercul««^ 
two  to  epilepsy,  two  to  lobar  pneumonia,  one  to  exhaustion  froa 
abdominal  tumor,  one  to  rheumatism  and  seneetus. 

From  the  experience  of  the  past  two  years  it  seems  desirabk 
that  the  method  of  procedure  for  admission  be  modified.  Then 
should  be  a  more  careful  investigation  of  all  cases  for  which  ad* 
mission  is  sought  that  we  may  have  l)etter  and  more  detailed 
information  as  to  the  environment,  tlic  family  and  personal  his- 
tory, and  the  probal)le  cause.  We  should  have  field  workers  to 
do  this  work  and  thereby  the  more  urgent  cases  might  the  jHwnei 
reach  the  Institution.  We  hope  that  the  Bureau  of  Eugeuics  rf 
the  State  Board  of  Charities  may  help  us  in  this  matter. 
TlK^ro  should  be  soiiio  ]>rovision  for  the  care  of  the  inuff 
delinquent  cases  other  than  at  this  Institution.  Our  present 
situation  and  equii)ment  is  such  that  we  can  not  properly  c^re 
for  them  and  guard  the  others  from  the  demoralizing  effect  of 
their  presence.  It  has  been  suggested  that  we  arrange  to  careftf 
all  classes.     But  our  present  buildings  will  not  admit  of  remodel- 
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ing  to  meet  the  needs  and  our  lack  of  space  prevents  the  erection 
of  suitable  buildings.  They  should  when  actively  disturbed  be 
cared  for  in  buildings  more  remote  than  it  is  possible  for  us  to 
provide.  The  difBculty  of  our  obtaining  more  land  adjacent  to 
the  Institution  has  been  pointed  out  in  former  reports. 

The  resident  physician  has  made  a  mental  and  physical  exami- 
nation of  all  the  women  at  the  Institution.  We  have  instituted 
the  envelope  system  for  caring  for  our  records,  which  brings  all 
papers,  correspondence,  and  other  matters  pertaining  to  any  one 
inmate  together.    We  have  been  free  from  any  epidemic. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Matron,  the  industrial  and  scholastic 
work  has  been  further  organized,  so  that  much  of  the  work  takes 
the  nature  of  class  work  Classes  in  sewing  were  organized  for 
banners  and  some  of  the  girls  who  have  never  done  anything 
of  this  kind  before  have  shown  surprising  aptitude.  The  special 
department  of  basketry  and  fancy  work  under  the  direction  of 
one  of  the  Industrial  teachers  has  steadily  improved  its  output 
and  in  this  Department  also  several  women  who  had  done  nothing 
before  have  done  exceptionally  good  work.  Our  exhibit  of  work 
from  this  Department  at  the  State  Fair  and  at  the  local  fair  re- 
ceived many  favorable  comments.  The  girls  who  have  been  in 
the  scholastic  work  have  been  very  much  interested  and  have 
shown  marked  improvement  During  the  year,  100  girls  were 
occupied  in  the  sewing  rooms,  60  in  special  industrial  work  includ- 
ing basketry,  fancy  work,  etc.,  50  were  in  the  scholastic  depart- 
ment, 60  were  in  the  singing  classes,  and  1 70  were  in  the  physical 
culture  classes. 

During  the  summer  we  were  fortunate  in  securing  for  a  few 
weeks  a  physical  culture  teacher,  who  further  developed  our  out- 
door physical  culture  work.  Four  basket  ball  teams  were  or- 
ganized^ four  base  ball  teams,  and  general  outside  sports  insti- 
tuted. The  girls  were  very  enthusiastic  about  this  feature  and 
it  demonstrated  our  need  for  some  one  permanently  in  such  a 
position. 

The  r^ular  gardening  party  has  gone  out  daily  and  as  the 
needs  required,  other  parties  have  gone  out  to  work  on  the  lawns, 
drives,  etc.

N.  Y. 

*The  objects  of  the  Asylum  are: 

1.  The  custody  and  maintenaiLce  of  feeble-minded  womoi  ad- 
mitted to  the  Asylum  as  provided  by  law  and  by  these  by-laws  and 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  institution. 

2.  The  improvement  of  the  physical,  mental,  moral  and  social 
condition  of  such  inmates." —  From  the  by-laws. 

Location, —  The  Asylum  is  located  on  the  New  York  Ceaitral, 
West  Shore,  and  Northern  Central  railroads,  and  on  the  Boches- 
ter,  Syracuse  &  Eastern  trolley;  thirty  miles  east  of  Rochester 
and  fifty  miles  west  of  Syracuse.  Post  ofiice  address,  Sta^  Cus- 
todial Asylum,  Newark,  Wayne  County,  New  York. 

Admission. — Applications  for  admission  must  be  made  through 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Poor  of  the  county  of  which  the  appli- 
cant is  a  legal  resident,  and  must  be  made  on  the  blank  furnished 
by  the  institution  and  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  r^ula- 
tions  governing  the  same.  The  application  should  be  complete  in 
every  detail,  all  questions  answered,  the  dates  filled  in  and  signed 
and  forwarded  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Asylimi.  It  will 
then  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Applications,  But  appli- 
cations must  be  complete  in  every  part  to  receive  consideralion. 
When  applications  are  accepted  by  the  committoe,  the  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Poor  forwarding  the  same  will  be  notified.  The 
application  will  be  filed  in  order  of  its  receipt  and  given  a  num- 
ber and  the  Superintendent  of  the  Poor  will  be  notified  whe« 
there  is  an  available  vacancy.  But,  in  determining  the  same,  it 
is  necessary  to  take  into  consideration  the  available  beds  in  the 
institution  for  such  county.  The  Board  of  Managers  has  found 
it  necessary  to  establish  a  pro  rata  basis  according  to  the  popula- 
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tion,  particulars  of  which  may  be  had  by  applying  to  the  super- 
intendent. When  the  Superintendent  of  the  Poor  of  a  county  is 
notified  that  there  is  a  vacancy  for  a  certain  case^  that  case  must 
be  broi^ht  to  the  institution  within  ten  days  of  the  mailing  of 
such  notice  or  the  vacancy  will  be  given  to  some  other  applicant. 
Should  the  Superintendent  of  the  Poor  desire  to  substitute  some 
other  applicant;  arrangements  for  the  same  must  first  be  made 
WITH  the  superintendent. 

Maintenance. —  The  State  provides  maintenance  for  all  in- 
mates but  it  is  desirable  that  the  relatives  and  friends  furnish 
what  clothing  they  can.  This  contributes  very  much  to  the  con- 
tentment of  the  inmates.  But,  before  anything  is  sent,  inquiry 
should  be  made  as  to  what  the  individual  needs. 

Correspondence. — All  letters  relative  to  the  business  affairs  or 
to  the  conditions  or  needs  of  the  inmates  should  be  addressed  to 
the  superintendent;  and  the  full  name  of  inmate  and  full  name 
and  address  of  writer  should  always  be  given. 

Inmates  are  allowed  to  write  once  a  month  and,  if  the  friends 
cannot,  the  institution  will  furnish  the  postage.  All  letters  or 
packages  for  inmates  should  be  addressed  to  the  superintendent 
and  the  inmate's  full  name  added,  giving  the  address  as  Custodial 
Asylum,  Newark,  Wayne  County,  New  York.  It  is  especially 
requested  that  the  friends  of  inmates  shall  not  write  anything 
likely  to  make  the  inmates  discontented  —  such  as  promises  to 
take  them  home,  regret  at  their  being  in  the  institution,  or  in  any 
way  making  them  dissatisfied.  All  matters  should  first  be  re- 
ferred to  the  superintendent,  and  if  it  is  best  for  the  inmate  to 
be  discharged,  he  will  be  only  too  glad  to  undertake  to  make  the 
proper  arrangements. 

It  is  desirable  that  one  responsible  party  be  selected  as  the 
regular  correspondent,  and  if  the  address  is  changed  that  the 
institution  be  notified.  Letters  concerning  inmates  are  not  writ- 
ten except  under  special  conditions,  such  as  serious  illness,  but 
all  inquiries  are  cheerfully  answered,  and  friends  will  be  prompt- 
ly notified  of  any  serious  illness  or  in  event  of  death. 

Visitors. —  Our  regular  visiting  day  is  Friday  from  2:00  to 
5 :00  p.  M.  and  it  is  requested  that  all  visitors  arrange  to  come  at 
that  time.     General  visitors  cannot  be  admitted  at  other  times 
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unless  for  special  reasons.  Frieods  of  inmataM  inJ] 
to  visit  them  at  oUier  timee  if  thefy  can  not  arrangfi 
Triday. 

Discharge.  When  friends  or  rolatiTea  desire  to  n 
mate,  they  should  apply  to  the  Superintendent  of  tho 
county  from  which  the  person  was  admitted.  He  i 
matter  up  with  the  superintendent  of  the  Aiylnm.

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  State  Custodial  Asylum  for 
Feeble-Minded  Women  at  Newark,  N.  T.,  respectfully  submits 
here\Hth  its  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  September  30, 
1913',  as  provided  for  by  law. 

Hopefulness  is  the  keynote  of  this  report.  As  a  Board,  we  are 
optimistic.  We  know  that  the  inmates  of  the  Asylum,  with  the 
management  of  which  we  are  honored,  are  weak  and  easily  in- 
fluenced. At  the  same  time,  every  inmate  of  the  Asylum  has  some 
good  in  her.  We  would  recognize  it,  foster  it  and  co-operate  with 
every  girl  to  cultivate  it.  For  the  most  part,  the  girls  know  when 
tbey  do  wrong  and  when  they  do  right.  Yery  many  of  them  would 
rather  do  what  is  right  than  what  is  wrong.  If  at  first  they  don't 
succeed,  they  do  not  give  it  up,  but  they  try,  try  again  and  suc- 
cessfully, as  shown  by  the  long  honor  roll.  On  last  Xew  Year's 
Day,  for  example,  215  girls  received  the  honor  badge. 
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part^  were  in  the  Queen's  Circle  and  had  the  honor  of  crowning 
her  maj^ty. 

While  we  believe  in  work,  we  believe  in  play  also.  We  want 
the  girls  to  have  a  good  time.  To  this  end  we  encourage  home 
production.  An  occasional  entertainment  from  the  outside  we 
favor  and,  in  this  connection,  we  would  express  our  appreciation 
of  what  the  good  people  of  Newark  have  been  pleased  to  do  for 
the  girls,  also  of  the  invitation  to  the  girls  to  attend  the  State  Fair, 
where  we  understand  the  Institution  made  a  good  showing.  At 
the  same  time  we  urge  the  girls  to  set  their  wits  to  work  for  their 
amusement. 

Our  present  educational  facilities  we  are  glad  of,  but  we  crave 
more.  Nearly  a  hundred  of  our  girls  are  in  school.  We  are  dis- 
posed to  divide  the  time  of  the  girls  about  equally  between  school, 
manual  and  field  activities. 

An  outstanding  feature  of  the  year,  something  quite  new  in  our 
connection  with  the  institution,  has  been  the  examination  of  166 
of  the  girls  by  the  Simon-Binet  and  other  tests,  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Bureau  of  Analysis  and  Investigation  of  the  State  Board  of 
Charities.  We  thank  the  Bureau  for  its  generous  allotment  of 
time,  three  months,  to  our  institution,  and  for  the  skill  and 
thoroughness  of  Miss  Collins,  who  was  detailed  for  the  service. 
We  sympathize  with  Dr.  Nevin,  our  Superintendent,  who,  in  his 
annual  report  to  our  Board,  urges,  ^'  The  need  for  a  psychological 
laboratory  with  field  workers  in  connection  with  the  institution, 
to  work  with  the  Bureau  of  Analysis  and  Investigation  of  the 
State  Board  of  Charities.** 

Religious  instruction  and  public  worship  are  provided  according 
to  the  respective  preferences  of  the  inmates. 

Among  our  aims  is  that  of  keeping  the  institution  in  touch  with 
the  outside  world.  According,  the  birthday  letters  alluded  to  else- 
where in  this  report,  have  been  written  by  a  lady  in  New  York 
City,  and  by  Girls'  dubs  or  Guilds,  or  Sunday  School  Classes  in 
Rochester  and  Buffalo.  Newark,  as  we  have  noted,  has  done  her 
full  share  of  service  in  her  own  appointed  ways. 

Our  new  possession  of  land  is  a  step  ahead  for  us.  We  mean 
to  justify  the  purchase  by  the  uses  we  put  it  to.  With  the  idea  of 
colonization  we  are  becoming  more  familiar,  and  we  are  ready  to 
co-operate  with  the  State  in  its  planning  to  that  end.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


Z^o   the  Board  of  Managers,  State  Custodial  Asylum,  Newark, 
N.  Y.: 

Ladies  akd  Gentlemen. —  As  directed  by  your  by-lavvB,  I  here- 
with submit  a  report  of  the  operations  of  the  State  Custodial 
Asylum  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1913. 

The  number  of  inmates  present  October  1,  1912,  was  795;  57 
were  admitted  during  the  year,  making  the  total  number  cared  for 
852.  Forty-five  were  discharged,  and  14  died,  leaving  the  number 
present,  September  30,  1913,  793.  The  number  of  discharges  is 
larger  Ijhan  usual  owing  to  the  fact  that  in  compliance  with  the 
action  of  your  Board  on  November  7,  1912, 

"  Whereas,  There  is  an  urgent  demand  for  admission  of 
women  to  this  Institution  of  the  child-bearing  age, 

"  Resolved,  That  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  State  Board 
of  Charities,  the  various  Poor  Law  officials  be  requested  to 
take  from  the  Institution,  the  women  who  have  passed  the 
child-bearing  period,  and  that  we  admit  women  of  the  child- 
bearing  period  only ;  and  it  is  further 

"  Resolved,  That  the  Superintendent  is  directed  to  carry 
out  the  provisions  of  this  resolution." 

Thirty-three  women  were  removed  from  the  Institution  by  the 
superintendents  of  the  poor.  Most  of  them  were  taken  to  the 
county  homes.  With  the  vacancies  thus  created,  we  have  been  able 
to  admit  more  of  the  younger  women  than  in  any  previous  year, 
except  when  a  new  building  was  opened,  and  thus  better  to  fulfill 
the  purpose  of  the  Institution  —  to  care  for  women  of  the  child- 
bearing  period. 

Of  the  57  women  admitted,  none  were  past  the  child-bearing 
period;  48  were  below  the  age  of  30.  One  woman  re-admitted 
(luring  the  year,  was  taken  from  the  Asylum  by  her  parents  Octo- 
ber 4,  1899.     She  was  soon  married  to  a  feeble-minded  man  and 
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six  feeble-minded  children  were  bom ;  four  are  at  the  Kome  IV- 
todial  Asylum;  one  is  in  an  orphanage,  and  one  died.  Anothe' 
woman  admitted  is  the  mother  of  five  children,  three  known  to  i^ 
feeble-minded;  two  are  at  the  Syracuse  Institution;  one,  an  infan*. 
is  in  an  orphanage;  one  died.  These  illustrative  cases  show  the 
importance  of  the  early  s^r^ation  of  these  women.  In  manv 
admissions,  it  is  practically  impossible,  with  our  present  facilities, 
to  get  a  full  history.  Such  a  history  of  the  family  and  the  inc:- 
vidual  is  one  of  the  most  important  features  of  our  work  for  the 
State.  And  I  want  to  again  urge  the  need  for  a  psychologies 
laboratory  with  field  workers  in  connection  with  the  Institution  t  ■ 
work  with  the  Bureau  of  Analysis  and  Investigation  of  the  Start 
Board  of  Charities. 

Thirty-three  of  the  women  discharged  were  past  the  child-betr 
ing  period ;  5  were  found  to  be  insane,  and  were  transferred  to  xhv 
Hospitals  for  the  Insane;  6  were  discharged  upon  the  orders  of  the 
suj>erintendents  of  the  poor,  and  1  by  the  judge  after  a  heario^ 
under  a  habeas  corpus  proceeding. 

The  question  frequently  is  brought  up,  and  we  are  urged  to  dis- 
charge more  of  the  younger  women  that  they  may  either  be  em- 
ployed as  domestics  or  live  with  their  own  people.  But  experien<*c 
has  taught  us  that  the  only  safe  place  for  a  feeble-minded  woman 
of  the  child-bearing  period  is  in  an  Institution. 

The  woman  above  referred  to  as  being  discharged  by  the  jll<^^^ 
was  discharged  into  the  custody  of  her  mother  against  our  strouir 
advice  to  the  contrary,  and  against  the  advice  of  the  Charities  D^ 
partment  having  jurisdiction  over  her.  Within  a  short  time  the 
mother  was  so  unkind  to  her  that  she  put  her  out  of  the  house,  an'i 
the  girl  —  21  years  of  age  —  married  a  defective  who  had  at  one 
time  been  an  inmate  of  one  of  the  reformatories  for  boys  on  tlie 
charge  of  rape. 

Another  one  of  our  younger  girls  was  t«ken  on  parole  in  chaig^ 
of  one  of  the  county  officials.  She  was  one  of  the  brighter  girU. 
and  the  woman  who  asked  for  her  release  on  parole  had  known  oi 
her  for  several  years.  She  was  placed  in  a  good  family,  but  she  so^'^- 
became  dissatisfied  and  they  felt  they  could  not  be  responsible  ioT 
her.  She  then  tried  a  place  in  a  hospital  but  soon  became  ob8trc[^ 
erous  and  unmanageable,  and  the  woman  who  had  secured  her  re- 
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letse  asked  us  to  take  her  back  at  OBce,  and  she  was  returned  to 
tike  InBtitution. 

There  were  14  deaths,  the  causes  being  as  follows :

Our  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  is  in  advance  of  la»t  year, 
but  this  is  due  to  tJie  increase  in  salaries  and  wages,  and  to  the  fact 
that  we  were  obliged  to  make  ordinary  repairs  from-  maintenance 
which  have  formerly  been  made  from  special  funds. 

The  addition  of  fifty-six  acres  of  land  will  enable  us  to  extend 
our  garden,  thereby  snpplying  more  fresh  vegetables  for  our  sum- 
mer nse  and  some  for  winter.  It  will  also  furnish  additional  em- 
ployment for  our  women.  Its  acquisition  is  so  recent  that  we  have 
not  been  able  to  formulate  definite  plans  for  its  operation.  But 
with  the  advice  and  co-operation  of  your  Board  and  the  various 
State  Departments,  we  hope  to  soon  have  it  a  paying  investment. 

The  Bureau  of  Analysis  and  Investigation  of  the  State  Board  of 
Charities  examined  166  of  our  women.  The  Simon-Binet  test, 
and  many  others  were  applied.  The  idea  being  to  arrive  at  a 
standard  method  of  moderately  easy  application  for  determining 
who  of  the  people  of  this  State  are  feeble-minded  and  in  need  of 
custodial  care. 

In  many  cases  it  is  easy  for  anyone  to  see  that  the  individual  is 
defective,  while  in  others  —  and  they  are  the  most  dangerous  class 
—  it  needs  a  careful  study  to  determine  the  mental  status.     The 
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brighter  and  younger  girls  were  chosen  for  the  examination.   Of 
the  166  examined  by  the  Simon-Binet  test 

6  showed  a  mental  age  of  4  years 
5  showed  a  mental  age  of  5  years 
11  showed  a  menial  age  of  6  years 
17  showed  a  mental  age  of  7  years 
40  diowed  a  mental  age  of  8  years 
44  showed  a  mental  age  of  9  years 
26  showed  a  mental  age  of  10  years 
11  showed  a  mental  age  of  11  years 
3  showed  a  mental  age  of  12  years 

making  the  average  mental  age  for  the  group  8.4  years. 

This  was  an  important  piece  of  work  and  consumed  three 
months'  time  of  one  of  the  workers  of  the  Bureau  and  we  feel  very 
grateful  to  the  Bureau  for  this  work.  An  analytical  report  is  being 
prepared  and  will  be  submitted  by  the  Bureau  later. 

As  in  the  past,  we  have  made  a  special  effort  to  increase  the 
physical  culture  and  athletic  activity ;  with  the  idea  of  increasing 
the  happiness  and  contentment  of  our  large  family,  and  aronsing 
the  more  dormant  to  increased  activity.     Under  the  direction  of 
the  Supervisor  of  Physical  Culture  now  employed,  we  are  seeing 
most  gratifying  results.     The  day  is  filled  with  class  work,  and 
during  the  summer,  field  work.    We  had  a  very  successful  baseball 
season  with  six  uniformed  baseball  nines  in  our  league.     They 
strove  for  the  pennant  with  the  enthusiasm  of  any  outside  league. 
Our  industries,  under  the  direction  of  the  Matron,  Assistant 
Matrons,  and  Teachers  have  been    further   systematized    and  in- 
creased.    And  the  class  work  idea  is  being  more  emphasized  t^ 
the  end  that  work  may  no  more  be  drudgery,  but  pleasure.    We 
hope  for  the  time  when  we  may  increase  our  teaching  force  to  in- 
clude many  other  branches.    At  present,  we  have  no  place  to  hon*^ 
more  teachers  nor  rooms  for  more  classes. 

We  have  had  very  little  sickness,  which  is  very  fortunate  when 
we  consider  our  antiquated  and  inadequate  hospital.  However, 
we  have  an  appropriation  for  a  new  one,  and  the  State  Architect 
is  preparing  plans  for  the  same. 
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We  have  been  visited  by  inspectors  from  the  various  depart- 
ments; and  we  are  grateful  to  them  for  the  suggestions  and  help 
given. 

The  people  of  Newark  have  been  generous  in  supplying  us  with 
reading  matter  and  we  wish  to  record  our  appreciation  of  their 
generosity. 

The  Wayne  County  Medical  Society  met  at  the  Institution  in 
March.  The  Child  Welfare  League  of  Newark  held  their  Septem- 
ber meeting  here.  And  we  are  arranging  for  a  visit  from  the 
teachers  in  the  public  schools  of  Newark. 

Our  belief  is  that  much  more  may  be  done  in  meeting  this  great 
sociological  problem — the  feeble-minded — by  disseminiating  knowl- 
edge through  these  various  channels  than  in  any  other  way.  When 
the  public  is  as  well  informed  concerning  the  necessity  of  the 
proper  care  of  the  feeble-minded  as  they  are  concerning  the  care 
of  the  Insane,  the  feeble-minded  will  get  the  same  study  and  care. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  and  gratitude  for  the  sup- 
port and  help  given  me  by  the  various  State  Departments,  the 
Board  of  Managers  and  the  employees  of  the  Institution. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  latter  have  been  especially  helpful  this 
past  year,  and  more  loyal  than  ever  to  our  motto  —  "  The  best  for 
those  committed  to  our  care."

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  State  Custodial  Asylum  for

l^^rewith  its  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  September  30, 1914, 
provided  for  by  law. 
The  Board  of  Managers,  in  their  review  of  the  past  year,  report 


True,  the  wants  of  the  Institution  are  numerous  and  pressing. 

Let  us  begin  with  the  reference  in  our  Superintendent's  Annual 
>rt  to  the  need  of,  in  addition  to  the  central  bureau,  under  the 
direction  of  a  trained  psychologist,  a  laboratory  with  field  workers, 
^kt  our  Institution,  under  the  direction  of  the  central  bureau.  We 
«iLTe  moved  to  place  this  matter  first  and  foremost  in  the  enumera- 
'kion  of  our  wants  because  we  would  emphasize  the  acquisition  of 
«.ll  possible  facilities  in  the  interest  of  the  feeble-minded. 

There  is  a  loud  call  for  a  course  in  domestic  science.  Such  a 
^^urse  would  enlist  the  girls  in  a  comparatively  trained  service 
^tliat  would  accrue  to  the  Institution  economically  and  otherwise. 

We  need  more  light  in  our  present  industrial  building.  Better 
still,  we  require  a  new  industrial  building. 

The  laundry  is,  and  for  some  time  has  been,  in  an  unsatisfactory 
oondition. 
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The  special  fund  work  in  the  bringing  of  the  hard  water  pump- 
ing station  to  the  boiler  house  and  making  connections,  and  the 
installation  of  pumps,  etc.,  is  completed,  and  is  a  great  improve- 
ment. Much  credit  is  due  the  Chief  Engineer,  Mr.  Van  Vlack, 
who  made  the  plans  for  this  work,  and  has  supervised  the  same 
without  any  outside  assistance. 

Our  disposition  is  to  accord  the  girls  the  utmost  of  freedom  they 
won't  abuse.  "  In  no  sense  a  prison,  in  every  sense  a  home,"  is 
our  motto. 

We  do  not  believe  in  an  Asylum  uniform,  nor  in  garments  cut 
from  the  same  old  pattern ;  we  believe  in  change  of  fashion^  We 
believe  in  bright,  not  to  say  gay,  colors,  although  such  colors  are 
discouraged  by  the  State  on  the  score  of  economy,  and  we  en- 
courage the  girls  to  dioose  between  several  samples  of  dress  goods. 
We  set  a  good  deal  by  the  outward  appearance  of  the  girls. 
Accordingly,  the  day  of  our  monthly  meeting  is  known  as  "  Fixing- 
up  Day."  We  can  assure  you  the  girls  take  to  it.  Don't  for  a 
minute  suppose  that  the  girls  look  fantastic.  For  the  most  part, 
the  ribbon  or  the  necklace  or  the  collar  or  the  cuffs  are  in  good 
taste  and  becoming. 

We  take  pains  to  see  that  the  girls  are  posted  about  what  is  going 
on  in  the  outside  world.  The  news  is  not  only  informing,  it  is 
diverting  and  tends  to  keep  one  in  sympathy  with  current  events. 
A  larger  number  of  girls  are  enlisted  in  the  various  activities  of 
the  Institution  than  formerly.  In  August,  1913,  112  of  the  800 
girls  in  the  Asylum  were  reported  as  unemployed.  According  to 
the  report  made  in  September,  1914,  there  were,  as  there  are  now, 
but  eighteen  girls  who  are  not  in  some  line  of  activity. 

The  acquisition  of  a  farm  of  56  acres  is  a  resource  for  work 
that  is  proving  to  be  well  worth  while. 

The  girls  are  more  efficient  in  their  work,  happier  and  prouder 
about  it  than  they  used  to  be,  partly,  we  think,  because  we  try  to 
give  each  girl  the  work  she  would  rather  do,  partly  because  we 
change  the  girls  from  one  congenial  activity  to  another,  and  partly 
because  we  are  careful  not  to  give  them  too  much  to  do  at  onca 

"  To  every  girl  her  work,"  is  our  motto.  While  we  believe  in 
work,  we  believe  in  play,  for  the  girls. 

"  Every  girl  in  the  game,"  is  our  maxim.  Four  hundred  girls 
entered  the  contest  on  a  recent  field  day. 
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the  Koman  Catholic  Church.  As  many  as  fifty  girls  have  attended 
communion  at  the  Episcopal  Church.  Some  of  the  girls  have 
brought  from  their  homes  letters  of  church  membership. 

At  a  recent  conference  of  Managers,  the  Matron  and  the  As- 
sistant Matrons  of  the  Institution,  the  Matrons  were  unanimous 
in  their  judgment  that  the  general  level  of  the  girls'  life  was 
rising. 

The  Matron  tells  us  that  the  cases  of  discipline  are  fewer  than 
formerly.  She  says  that  in  repeated  instances  when  she  has  put 
it  to  an  offending  girl :  "  What  shall  I  do  about  it "  the  girl  has 
replied :    "  Punish  me." 

,  It  has  occurred  to  us  that  the  Asylum  affords  a  fine  field  for 
30cial  service. 

To  that  end  we  try  to  envelop  the  Institution  in  a  social  at- 
mosphere that  shall  be  breathed  by  the  resident  staff,  the  em- 
ployees, the  inmates  and  the  managers  among  themselves,  and  in 
all  their  relations  to  the  inmates  of  the  Asylum. 
.    The  birthday  letter  has  become  one  of  our  staples. 

Every  girl,  except  the  idiots  and  some  of  the  imbeciles,  re- 
ceives, on  her  birthday,  a  letter  from  a  manager  or  from  some 
invited  party. 

,  That  the  girls  enjoy  these  letters  is  manifest  by  the  gratitude 
they  express.  And  no  wonder,  for  in  cases  not  a  few  they  have 
told  us  that  with  the  exception  of  the  birthday  letters  they  had 
not  had  a  line  from  anyone  for  five  years  or  more. 
,  The  good  people  of  Newark  have  responded  in  generous  fashion 
to  the  invitation  to  contribute  to  the  entertainment  of  the  girls. 

A  girls'  school  at  Bryn  Mawr,  a  yoimg  lady  in  New  York, 
another  in  Germantown,  Pennsylvania,  Girls'  Clubs  or  Guilds  or 
Sunday  school  classes  in  churches,  of  Buffalo,  and  Rochester, 
have  been  enlisted  as  correspondents  of  the  girls  at  Newark.  In 
a  few  instances  correspondence  has  led  to  a  visit  and  more  or 
less  of  a  permanent  interest  in  the  girls. 

Best  of  all  in  this  connection,  the  more  capable  girls  are  taking 
charge  of  their  less  fortunate  sisters.  Some  girls  have  but  one  or 
two  each  to  look  after,  others  have  a  dozen  or  more  and  one  girl 
reported  seventeen. 

.  So  far  as  I  know  this  phase  of  service  is  quite  new  at  the  In- 
stitution.   At  least,  it  is  emphasized  as  it  has  not  been. 
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,  We  have  asked  these  caretakers  to  write  the  stories  of  their 
^rvice  and  in  two  instances  have  read  their  stories  to  the  man' 
Agers  by  request. 

,  But  enough  and  more  than  enough.  We  claim  progress.  So 
we  enter  the  new  year  trusting  that  it  will  prove  to  be  the  best  yet.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  Board  of  Managers,  State  Custodial  Asylum,  Newark, 
N.  Y.: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen. —  As  directed  by  your  by-laws,  I  here- 
with submit  a  report  of  the  operations  of  the  State  Custodial 
Asylum  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1914. 

Our  family  numbered  on  October  1,  1913,  793.  During  the 
year  77  were  admitted;  56  were  dismissed  and  6  died,  leaving  our 
census  on  September  30,  1914,  808;  the  daily  average  population 
being  802.2. 

We  have  continued  the  policy  of  last  year  of  asking  the  Super- 
intendents of  the  Poor  to  remove  from  the  Institution  those  women 
who  have  past  the  child  bearing  period.  Of  the  56  discharged, 
47  were  removed  for  that  reason ;  5  were  transferred  to  hospitals 
for  the  insane ;  3  were  taken  by  their  friends  on  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Superintendents  of  the  Poor,  and  one  was  dismissed 
on  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus.  Of  the  77  women  admitted,  there 
were  none  past  the  child  bearing  period,  and  68  were  below  the 
age  of  thirty  years. 

We  are,  therefore,  making  every  effort  to  comply  with  the  pur- 
pose of  the  institution  to  care  for  women  of  the  child  bearing 
period.  While  it  will  be  noted  that  some  of  our  women  are  past 
forty-five  years  of  age,  yet  owing  to  the  fact  that  they  have  not 
passed  the  child  bearing  period,  from  a  physiological  standpoint, 
they  cannot  be  discharged* 

Our  death  rate  of  6,  in  a  daily  average  population  of  802,  is 
very  low,  being  .007^4  P®'  cent.,  or  7^^  per  one  thousand  popu- 
lation. 

Our  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  is  about  80c  less  than  it  was 
last  year,  making  our  cost  per  week  $2.90.  When  we  consider 
this  furnishes  board,  room,  medical  care,  and  everything  neces- 
sary for  the  comfort  and  welfare  of  the  inmate,  it  seems  very  low. 

Much  has  been  done  the  last  year  by  the  matron  and  her  as- 
sistants to  make  the  life  of  the  inmates  more  livable.  The  Physi- 
cal Culture  Classes  have  been  extended.    Curing  the  winter  the 
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panel  board.     The  electric  wiring  of  the  first  floor  of  the  Wilder 
cottage  was  remodeled. 

There  were  many  other  minor  repairs.

(Corporate  Name) 

State  Custodial  Asylum  for  Feeble  Minded  Women,  Newark, 

N.  Y. 

'*  The  objects  of  the  Asylum  are: 

1.  The  custody  and  maintenance  of  feebleminded  women  ad- 
mitted to  the  Asylum  as  provided  by  law  and  by  these  by-laws 
and  the  rules  and  r^ulations  of  the  Institution. 

2.  The  improvement  of  the  physical,  mental,  moral  and  social 
condition  of  such  inmates."  —  From  the  by-laws. 

Location.  —  The  Asylum  is  located  on  the  New  York  Central, 
West  Shore  and  Northern  Central  railroads,  and  on  the  Rochester, 
Syracuse  and  Eastern  trolley ;  thirty  miles  east  of  Rochester  and 
fifty  miles  west  of  Syracuse.  Post-office  address,  State  Custodial 
Asylum,  Newark,  Wayne  County,  New  York. 

Admission. —  Application  for  admission  must  be  made  through 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Poor  of  the  County,  or  Commissioner 
of  Charities  of  any  city,  of  which  the  applicant  is  a  legal  resident, 
and  must  be  made  on  the  blank  furnished  by  the  Institution  and 
in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  r^ulations  governing  the  same. 
The  application  should  be  complete  in  every  detail,  all  questions 
answered,  the  dates  filled  in  and  signed  and  forwarded  to  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Asylum.  It  will  then  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Applications.  But  applications  must  be  complete 
in  every  part  to  receive  consideration.  When  applications  are 
accepted  by  the  committee,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Poor,  for- 
warding the  same,  will  be  notified.  The  application  will  be  filed 
and  the  Superintendent  of  the  Poor  will  be  notified  when  there 
is  an  available  vacancy. 

Under  Chapter  361,  of  the  Laws  of  1914,  feeble-minded  women 
may  be  committed,  after  a  hearing  by  a  Judge  of  a  Court  of 
Record.  Blank  forms  and  particulars  may  be  obtained  from  any 
Judge  of  a  Court  of  Record. 

Section  52,  of  the  State  Charities  Law,  requires  that  we  admit 
annually  from  the  various  counties  and  the  city  of  New  York 
in  the  ratio  which  the  population  of  such  counties  and  the  city  of 
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New  York,  respectively,  bears  to  the  population  of  the  State,  as 
ascertained  by  the  last  official  census.  And  in  the  admission  of 
women  by  either  method,  we  shall  adhere  strictly  to  this  regula- 
tion. 

When  the  Superintendent  of  the  Poor  of  a  county,  or  Com- 
missioner of  Charities  of  a  city,  is  notified  that  there  is  a  vacancy 
for  a  certain  woman,  that  woman  must  be  brought  to  the  Insti- 
tution within  ten  days  of  the  mailing  of  such  notice,  or  the  va- 
cancy will  be  given  to  some  other  applicant.  Should  the  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Poor  desire  to  substitute  some  other  applicant,  ar- 
rangements for  the  same  must  be  first  made  with  the  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Asylimi.  Women  past  the  child  bearing  period 
are  not  admitted. 

Maintenance.  —  The  State  provides  maintenance  for  all  inmates 
but  it  is  desirable  that  the  relatives  and  friends  furnish  what 
clothing  they  can.  This  contributes  very  much  to  the  content- 
ment of  the  inmates.  But,  before  anything  is  sent,  inquiry  should 
be  made  as  to  what  the  individual  needs. 

Correspondence,  —  All  letters  relative  to  the  business  affairs  or 
to  the  conditions  or  needs  of  the  inmates  should  be  addressed  to 
the  Superintendent  and  the  full  name  of  inmate  and  full  name 
and  address  of  writer  should  always  be  given. 

Inmates  are  allowed  to  write  once  a  month,  and  if  the  friends 
cannot,  the  Institution  will  furnish  the  postage.  All  letters  or 
packages  for  inmates  should  be  addressed  to  the  Superintendent 
and  the  inmate's  full  name  added,  giving  the  address  as  Custodial 
Asylum,  Newark,  Wayne  County,  New  York.  It  is  especially  re- 
quested that  the  friends  of  inmates  shall  not  write  anything  likely 
to  make  the  inmates  discontented,  such  as  promises  to  take  them 
Home,  regret  at  their  being  in  the  Institution,  or  in  any  way 
making  them  dissatisfied.  All  matters  should  first  be  referred  to 
the  Superintendent,  and  if  it  is  best  for  the  inmate  to  be  dis- 
charged, he  will  be  only  too  glad  to  undertake  to  make  the  proper 
arrangements. 

It  is  desirable  that  one  responsible  party  be  selected  as  the 
regular  correspondent,  and  if  the  address  is  changed  that  the  Insti- 
tution be  notified.  Letters  concerning  inmates  are  not  written 
except  under  special  conditions,  such  as  serious  illness,  but  all

Vo  the  Honorable,  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York: 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  State  Custodial  Asylum  for 
Feeble-Minded  Women  at  Newark  respectfully  submits  herewith 
its  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1915,  as  pro- 
vided by  law. 

The  population  at  that  date  was  852.  On  September  30,  1914, 
the  census  showed  808.  This  increase  of  44  was  rendered  possible 
by  re-arrangement  in  the  dormitory  buildings. 

The  general  health  of  the  inmates  has  been  excellent.  There 
have  been  but  ten  deaths  during  the  year,  a  very  low  death  rate, 
being  but  .012  per  cent,  on  the  daily  average  population. 

Two  new  buildings  have  been  b^un  during  the  present  year, 
the  hospital  with  a  capacity  of  65,  and  a  dormitory  calculated  to 
house  92. 

The  hospital  is  well  under  way,  and  will  be  completed  in  Janu- 
ary, 1916.  This  building  will  furnish  not  only  increased  facilities 
for  caring  for  the  sick,  but  will  make  a  pleasanter  and  more  com- 
fortable home  for  the  crippled  and  helpless  members  of  the  com- 
niunity.

The  original  plan  for  this  new  hospital 
showed  a  second  wing,  making  the  total  capac- 
ity about  75.  We  verv  much  need  this  ad- 
ditional  wing  on  account  of  the  large  number 
of  infirm  cases  at  the  Institution.  It  was  left 
out  of  the  present  construction  by  the  State 
Architect's  department  because  they  thought 
there  would  not  be  sufficient  funds  to  put  in 
the  second  wing.  This  should  be  built  next 
year. 

5.  Extraordinary  repairs  and  equipment 12,000  00 

Many  of  our  buildings  are  old  and  in  need 
of  extensive  repairs,  both  for  safety  of  our  in- 
mates and  to  prevent  further  deterioration  of 
the  buildings. 

The  roof  of  the  Amusement  Hall,  which  has 
a  dining-room  for  360  inmates  on  the  ground 
floor,  needs  complete  overhauling.  The  leaky 
condition  allows  the  water  to  get  down  into  the 
side  walls  and  they  are  deteriorating.  Esti- 
mated cost  $1,500. 

The  wiring  in  buildings  "A"  and  "  D  "  is  of 
the  old  type  and  is  a  fire  menace.  The  ceil- 
ings are  also  in  bad  condition  and  should  be 
renewed.     New  steel  ceilings  and   improved 


of  at  least  100,000  gallons  capacity,  the  bottom 

of  which  shall  he  at  least  100  feet  above  the 

ground  to  give  adequate  pressure  for  the  whole 

institution. 

Filter  and  water  purification  plant  and  changes 

in  water  mains   15,0C 

We  now  pump  water  from  the  barge  canal 
for  boilers  and  fire  service.  If  this  were  prop- 
erly purified,  it  might  he  used  for  all  domestic 
pHriKsea  except  drinking  water.  It  is  the 
beat  available  soft  water  supply.  The  spring 
water  which  is  very  hard,  too  hard  for  ordinary 
domestic  use,  will  furnish  drinking  water 
Cold  storage  plant  and  equipment 34,00 

Our  present  storage  for  meats,  epgs,  etc.,  is 
twelve  hundred  cubic  feet  of  antiquated  ice 
boxes.  This  is  altogether  insufficient  and  hard 
to  keep  in  a  proper  sanitary  condition.     We 
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had  an  appropriation  of  twenty  thousand  dol- 
lars for  this  purpose,  and  plans  and  specifica- 
tions were  developed  by  the  State  Architect, 
but  after  twice  advertising  for  bids  our  lowest 
bid  on  the  building  alone  was  twenty-four 
thousand  dollars,  and  ten  thousand  dollars  was 
appropriated  for  equipment  The  State  Axch- 
itect  advised  that  we  ask  the  L^islature  of 
1914  for  four  thousand  dollars  for  addition  to 
the  building  fund.  The  original  fund  came  up 
for  re-appropriation  and  was  vetoed  by  the 
Governor  in  1914.  We  very  much  need  a 
cold  storage  plant  for  the  proper  preservation 
of  food  supplies.  It  would  be  an  economy,  so 
we  could  buy  in  larger  quantities,  preserve 
fruits  and  vegetables  that  now  go  to  waste,  and 
manufacture  our  ice  which  now  has  to  be  pur- 
chased. 

10.  General  laundry $42,000  00 

The  larger  laimdry  is  entirely  inadequate 
for  our  present  population,  and  in  the  six 
smaller  laundries,  the  laundrv  stoves  are  a  fire 
menace.  One  central  laundry  could  be  oper- 
ated much  more  economically.  The  need  for  a 
new  general  laundry  and  for  a  cold  storage 
plant  will  be  largely  increased  when  the  two 
new  dormitory  buildings  are  filled. 

11.  Additional  laundry  equipment 2,500  00 

Our  present  laundry  equipment  is  inade- 
quate. With  the  increase  of  population  by 
200,  we  must  have  more.  The  equipment  pur- 
chased would  be  of  a  type  to  put  into  new 
laundry,  when  built. 

12.  Propagating  house 2,500  00 

The  present  greenhouse  has  been  in  service 
more  than  twenty  years,  and  is  too  small  and 
low  for  the  purpose.  It  is  in  such  a  bad  state 
of  repair  that  it  will  be  cheaper  to  build  a  new 
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one  than  to  repair  it  We  need  it  for  propa- 
gating v^etables  for  our  garden,  which  will 
soon  be  extended. 

13.  For  draining,  fencing,  planting  and  developing 

farm  and  garden  land $2,500  00 

In  1913,  this  institution  acquired  56  acres  | 

additional  land.  Much  of  this  is  low  and  re- 
quires extensive  draining.  This  part  has  been 
lying  idle  and  needs  developing  to  make  it 
good  garden  land,  and  it  all  requires  fencing. 
One  part,  about  twelve  acres,  is  well  adapted 
to  orchard  and  should  be  planted  as  soon  as 
possible.  The  development  of  this  tract  will 
enable  us  to  provide  much  of  our  own  v^eta- 
ble  supply  and  furnish  just  the  occupation 
needed  for  this  class  of  inmates. 

14.  An  industrial  building 28,000  00 

It  is  very  important  that  as  many  of  our  in- 
mates as  possible  be  occupied.  The  ordinary 
domestic  work  will  only  occupy  a  part.  We 
have  developed  other  industries,  such  as  needle 
work,  basketry,  etc.,  but  we  need  more  room 
for  further  enlargement.  The  estimated  cost 
was  furnished  by  the  State  Architect's  office. 

15    Kitchen  building  for  cottages 34,000  00 

Cottages  "  D ''  '*  E  "  ^'  F ''  "  G  '^  ^^  H  "  and 
''  I  "  each,  maintain  a  kitchen,  and  a  new  cot- 
tage being  erected  near  them  is  to  have  a 
kitchen.  Each  kitchen  has  a  range,  which  is  a 
fire  menace  to  the  cottage  occupied  by  in- 
mates. One  kitchen  could  be  erected  near 
these  cottages  to  serve  all  of  them,  and  could 
be  operated  more  economically  than  seven.  Es- 
timated cost  was  furnished  by  the  State  Archi- 

tect's  Office.

8.  Piggery 1,500  00 

With  the  acquisition  of  new  land,  it  is  very 
desirable  that  our  piggerj*  be  removed  to  a  site 
more  remote  from  the  buildings  occupied  by 
inmates.  This  will  mean,  practically,  rebuild- 
ing. 

19.  Amusement  hall  and  gymnasium 56,000  00 

Our  Amusement  Hall  is  not  large  enough, 
and  we  need  it  for  day  school  and  day  room 
for  Building  *A."  Estimated  cost  furnished 
by  the  State  Architect's  Office. 

20.  New  group  of  buildings  to  accommodate  400 

inmates 240,000  00 

There  is  an  increasing  demand  for  accom- 
modations for  this  class  of  women.  The  State 
Board  of  Charities,  also  the  Conmiission  to 
Investigate  the  Care  of  the  Feeble-ilinded  in 
this  State,  have  recommended  that  we  increase 
the  population.  We,  therefore,  ask  for  this 
new  group  of  buildings  to  accommodate  400 
inmates.

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Of  the  thirty-six  discharged,  twenty-seven  had  passed  out  of  the 
lild-bearing  period.  This  is  determined  by  the  fact  that  men- 
jruation  has  ceased  for,  at  least,  one  year.  These  were  taken 
I  charge  by  the  Poor  Law  Officials ;  most  of  them  being  taken  to 
le  county  homes  or  similar  institutions.  And  I  believe  that  our 
3iinty  institutions  should  be  developed  so  as  to  care  for  even 
lore  of  our  dependents.  It  will  lay  the  burden  more  directly 
here  it  belongs  and  make  the  various  communities  more  alive  to 
tieir  responsibilities.  Now  there  is  a  disposition  on  the  part  of 
le  communities  to  simply  be  rid  of  them;  and  sometimes  many 
oints  are  strained  in  the  effort  to  unload  upon  a  State  institution, 
rhree  of  those  discharged  had  become  so  disturbed  mentally  that 
vith  our  present  facilities  we  were  unable  to  give  them  the  proper 
;are  and  they  were  transferred  to  the  hospitals  for  the  insane. 

Four  were  discharged  to  the  custody  of  their  friends  upon  the 
recommendations  of  the  local  Poor  Law  officials.  Two  escaped 
ind  were  not  recovered.  One  of  these  had  escaped  several  times 
)efore;  and  the  other  was  assisted  in  her  escape  by  her  brother 
^ho  took  her  immediately  to  another  state.  In  all,  there  were 
►ut  ten  escapes  during  the  year,  eight  being  returned  after  a  few 
iours  away.  And  while  such  occurrences  are  very  much  to  be 
•egretted  and  guarded  against,  yet  with  the  open-door  policy  of 
his  institution  they  can  scarcely  be  avoided.  Our  doors  are  only 
ocked  at  night,  and  then  as  at  any  well  regulated  home,  to  keep  out 
ntruders.  We  have  no  window  guards.  This,  I  believe,  to  be 
much  the  best  plan  even  though  one  may  occasionally  escape.  The 
vhole  atmosphere  is  much  better  than  it  could  be  with  windows  all 
guarded,  doors  locked,  and  no  one  going  out  except  under  guard. 
As  you  know,  many  of  our  brighter  girls  go  about  the  grounds 
unattended. 

There  were  ten  deaths  during  the  year;  the  causes  of  which 
were,  as  follows : 

Epilepsy 2 

Pulmonary  apoplexy  due  to  tuberculosis 

Lobar  pneumonia 

Cancer  of  the  liver 

Acute  dilitation  of  heart 

Pulmonary  tuberculosis 
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Thus  our  first  great  duty  to  the  State ;  to  make  systematic  in- 
restigation  of  this  whole  problem,  we  are  unable  to  accomplish 
IS  we  should  because  of  our  lack  of  help. 

Our  second  duty  is  to  provide  a  comfortable  home  for  those 
committed  to  our  care,  making  them  as  contented  as  possible. 

With  this  end  in  view,  we  provide  all  possible  means  of  de- 
veloping and  leading  a  normal  life  within  our  power.  We  try 
to  emphasize  the  personal  and  individual  element  in  all  of  our 
associations  with  the  members  of  our  large  family ;  and  on  every 
xjcasion  and  in  every  way,  hold  up  before  them  the  highest 
ethical  standards.  And  their  respone  is  most  gratifying.  In 
fact,  it  will  compare  very  favorably  with  any  outside  community 
of  the  same  size. 

The  benefit  of  regular  habits  in  eating,  sleeping,  exercise,  etc., 
18  demonstrated  in  the  small  amount  of  illness. 

In  our  department  of  physical  culture  five  hundred  were  in- 
terested in  the  many  forms  of  physical  culture  class  work,  such  as 
drills,  marches  and  folk  dances.  The  girls  are  also  taught  the 
regular  dances  and  have  a  dance  twice  a  week  from  October  1st 
to  June  1st.  From  June  1st  to  October  1st,  the  physical  cul- 
ture activities  are  centered  in  our  play  ground.  This  past  Sum- 
mer there  were  six  uniformed  base  ball  teams,  six  basket  ball 
teams,  two  center  ball  teams  that  played  daily.  Each  team  had 
its  own  colors  and  team  yell  chosen  by  the  girls  themselves.  In 
the  Summer  evenings,  the  play  ground  is  also  a  scene  of  activity. 
Then  they  play  dodge  ball,  rally  ball,  touch  ball  and  other  games. 
Two  evenings  of  the  week  each  building  has  put  a  company  on 
the  field  for  military  drill.  This  opportunity  for  play  acts  as 
a  great  safety  valve.  It  uses  up  much  of  the  excess  energy  left 
over  from  the  regular  work. 

As  far  as  possible  all  of  our  work  is  being  organized  into  class 
work;  and  all  of  the  waking  hours  are  filled,  a  schedule  being 
made  out  for  eadi  girl. 

From  October  Ist  to  May  80th,  we  maintain  a  day  school  de- 
partment. During  the  last  year,  116  girls  were  enrolled  with  a 
daily  average  attendance  of  90.  They  were  arranged  in  three 
classes  and  were  taught  reading,  writing,  spelling,  number  work, 
geography,  English  composition,  history,  drawing,  physiology  and 
hygiene. 
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While  it  is  not  planned  or  expected  that  as  much  can  be  ac- 
complished with  these  women  as  with  those  of  normal  mental 
capacity,  yet  with  this  training  they  are  able  to  read  and  write 
their  own  letters,  read  stories  for  their  own  amusement  and  fw 
the  amusement  and  pleasure  of  other  girls  less  fortunata  Thev 
feel  that  in  doing  the  school  work  they  are  making  some  progress 

As  in  all  communities  the  matter  of  keeping  order  has  to  have 
some  consideration ;  and  our  most  helpful  factor  in  this  is  our  so 
called  Honor  system.  A  daily  record,  on  a  scale  of  ten,  of  de- 
portment and  conduct  is  kept  On  the  first  days  of  January, 
May  and  September,  the  records  are  examined  and  those  average 
ing  above  90  for  the  four  months  are  giv^i  a  badge.  For  the 
first  four  months  a  red  badge,  for  the  second  four  months  a  blue 
badge,  and  for  the  year  a  blue  button  with  the  word  "  Honor " 
in  white  on  it.  The  honor  girls  are  entitled  to  certain  special 
privileges.  There  are  about  300  in  this  group  at  present.  After 
receiving  the  honor  button,  they  must  maintain  even  a  higher 
standard  of  conduct;  failing  to  do  this  they  forfeit  the  honor 
button  and  begin  over  again. 

As  with  all  children,  amusement  has  to  be  provided.  While 
all  of  our  family  are  women  in  the  physical  sense,  they  are  but 
children  in  mind,  the  oldest  in  mental  age  being  scarcely  15,  the 
average  8^/^  years.

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direction,  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  girls  have  been  employed 
in  the  garden  and  fields  and  on  the  lawns  during  the  summer 
months.  We  have  had  a  more  abundant  supply  of  green  vege- 
tables. 

The  new  hospital  building  and  new  cottage  are  nearing  com- 
pletion. But,  owing  to  the  failure  of  the  State  to  provide  funds 
for  equipment,  we  will  be  unable  to  occupy  them  until  about 
July  first,  and  only  then  if  the  funds  for  equipment  are  provided 
by  the  next  Legislature.  This  will  increase  our  capacity  to  one 
thousand. 

We  have  been  visited  during  the  year  by  the  inspectors  from  the 
various  departments,  and  some  of  the  suggestions  they  have  offered 
have  been  of  help. 

We  have  also  been  visited  by  representatives  of  the  boards  of 
supervisors  of  several  counties.  But,  as  stated  above,  it  is  urged 
that  the  superintendents  of  the  poor,  the  commissioners  of  charity, 
the  social  workers  and  other,  coming  directly  in  contact  with  this 
phase  of  work,  visit  the  institution  to  the  end  that  we  may  attain 
better  co-operation  in  the  solution  of  this,  the  greatest  social 
problem. 

Our  total  expenditure  for  the  year  for  maintenance,  including 
salaries  and  wages,  all  supplies,  heating,  lighting,  ordinary  repairs, 
and  all  expenses  except  new  construction  and  extraordinary  re- 
pairs, was  $126,329.93,  making  the  per  capita  cost  for  the  year 
$152.68,  or  $2.92  cents  per  week.  This,  in  view  of  the  advance 
in  the  prices  of  many  supplies,  is  gratifying.  We  carry  over  a 
balance  of  $4,212.96. 

I  am  deeply  grateful  to  the  ofiScers  and  employees  for  their  de- 
votion and  loyalty  to  the  servica  I  also  appreciate  the  assistance 
rendered  by  the  Board  of  Managers  and  the  various  State  De- 
partments.

And  in  the  admission  of 
women  by  either  method,  we  shall  adhere  strictly  to  this  regula- 
tion. 

When  the  Superintendent  of  the  Poor  of  a  county,  or  Com- 
missioner of  Charities  of  a  city,  is  notified  that  there  is  a  vacancy 
for  a  certain  woman,  that  woman  must  be  brought  to  the  lustitu- 
ti<m  within  ten  days  of  the  mailing  of  such  notice,  or  the  vacancy 
will  be  given  to  some  other  applicant.  Should  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Poor  desire  to  substitute  some  other  applicant,  arrange- 
ments for  the  same  must  be  first  made  with  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Asylum.  Women  past  the  child-bearing  period  are  not 
admitted. 

Maintenance. —  The  State  provides  maintenance  for  all  inmates 
but  it  is  desirable  that  the  relatives  and  friends  furnish  what 
clothing  they  can.  This  contributes  very  much  to  the  content- 
ment of  the  inmates.  But,  before  anything  is  sent,  inquiry  should 
be  made  as  to  what  the  individual  needs. 

Correspondence, —  All  letters  relative  to  the  business  affairs 
or  to  the  conditions  or  needs  of  the  inmates  should  be  addressed  to 
the  Superintendent  and  the  full  name  of  inmate  and  full  name 
and  address  of  writer  should  always  be  given. 

Inmates  are  allowed  to  write  once  a  month,  and  if  the  friends 
cannot,  the  Institution  will  furnish  the  postage.  All  letters  or 
packages  for  inmates  should  be  addressed  to  the  Superintendent 
and  the  inmate's  full  name  added,  giving  the  address  as  Custodial 
Asylum,  Newark,  Wajme  County,  New  York.  It  is  especially 
requested  that  the  friends  of  inmates  shall  not  write  anything 
likely  to  make  the  inmates  discontented,  such  as  promises  to  take 
tliem  home,  regret  at  their  being  in  the  Institution,  or  in  any  way 
making  them  dissatisfied.  All  matters  should  first  be  referred  to 
the  Superintendent,  and  if  it  is  best  for  the  inmate  to  be  dis- 
charged, he  will  only  be  too  glad  to  undertake  to  make  the  proper 
arrangements. 

It  is  desirable  that  one  responsible  party  be  selected  as  the 
regular  correspondent,  and  if  the  address  is  changed,  that  the 
Institution  be  notified.  Letters  concerning  inmates  are  not  writ- 
ten except  under  special  conditions,  such  as  serious  illness,  but  all 
inquiries  are  cheerfully  answered,  and  friends  will  be  promptly 
MOtified  of  anv  serious  illness  or  in  event  of  death.

Thirty-secondj  Annual  Report^,  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  the  State  Custodial  Asylum  for 
Feeble- Minded  Women,  Newark,  Wayne  County, 
N.  Y.,  for  the  nine  months  ending  June  30,  1916 


To  the  Honorable,  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York: 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  State  Custodial  ABjliun  for 
Feeble^Minded  Women  at  Newark,  New  York,  respectfully  sub- 
mits herewith  its  amiual  report  for  the  nine  months  ending  June 
30,  1916,  as  provided  for  by  law. 

Due  to  the  changing  of  the  time  for  the  closing  of  our  annual 
report,  this  statement  covers  but  nine  months. 

The  Board  of  Managers  comes  to  the  end  of  the  year,  sub- 
mitting its  report  with  a  sense  of  deepening  appreciation  of  the 
largraiess  of  its  task  and  the  greatness  of  its  responsibility. 

On  the  one  hand,  we  feel  more  deeply  the  sadness  of  the  fact 
that  those  entrusted  to  our  care  have  no  hbpe  of  any  cure  from  the 
situation  in  which  we  find  them.  But,  on  the  other  hand,  we  have 
a  sense  of  great  satisfaction  that  we  can  be  the  representatives  of 
the  State  in  expressing  its  growing  desire  to  deal  more  fairly  and 
kindly  with  its  folk  who  are  in  this  special  place  of  need. 

We  again  express  our  ideal  that  we  do  not  want  Newark  to  be 
thought  of  as  an  institution ;  we  shrink  from  the  thought  of  peo- 
ple having  to  live  their  Ipes  where  the  actions  about  them  on  the 


wbo  c<Hne  under  our  care.  The  items  of  ainuaeiHeni 
to  supplv  the  women  with  work  that  will  be  inten 
keep  their  minds  engaged  and  the  attempt  to  aas 
the  relation^ip  of  play,  work  and  service  are  al 
make  the  eitoation  as  nonnal  as  it  can  poesiUj 
ciicumstances.

We  regret  the  unfortunate  misunderstanding  aboi 
that  has  prevented  our  having  the  use  of  our  two  ne 
the  cottage  for  93  Inmates  and  the  new  hospital  b 
would  increase  our  capacibr  bv,  approximatelj, 
Because  of  this  misunderstanding,  we  shall  not  be  i 
buildings  until  the  summer  season  of  1917. 

We  do  not  care  here  to  duplicate  the  report  of  til 
dent,  but  place  our  emphasis,  as  does  he,  upon  the  nc 
for  women  who  are  delinquent  as  ^vell  as  feeble^mi 
would  underscore  the  application  for  a  field  worke 
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^'e  record  here  the  splendid  part  which  she  had  in  the  work  of  our 
Board,  bringing  to  our  discussions  a  wealth  of  information  and 
kxjial  vision  that  enabled  her  to  make  large  and  intelligent  con- 
ributions  to  our  discussions.  We  are  greatly  pleased  with  the 
ippointment,  by  the  Governor,  of  Mrs.  Marian  Perrin  Burton  to 
fill  th©  vacancy.  Mrs,  Burton's  wide  experience  and  humani- 
tarian interest,  we  'believe,  will  add  much  to  our  councils.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  Board  of  Managers,  State  Custodial  Asylum,  Newark, 
N.  Y.: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen. —  I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  this 
report  of  the  operations  of  the  institution,  under  your  charge,  for 
the  nine  monithes  ending  June  30,  1916. 

The  report  covers  only  a  nine  months'  period  because  of  the 
change,  by  the  last  Legislature,  of  the  date  of  the  beginning  of  the 
fiscal  year,  from  October  1st,  to  July  1st. 

On  October  1,  1915,  our  family  numbered"  852'.  During  the  nine 
months,  23  were  admitted;  15  were  discharged;  and  there  were 
five  deaths,  leaving  our  number  855  at  the  close  of  the  nine  months, 
June  30,  1916. 

It  will  be  noted  that  our  number  of  admissions  was  small.  This 
was  due  to  the  fact  that  our  number  of  deaths  and  discharges  was 
small.  We  have  no  way  of  providing  available  beds  except  as  our 
women  pass  out  of  the  child  bearing  period  and  are  removed  from 
the  institution  as  your  regulations  require,  or  are  removed  by  death. 
This  does  not  seem  to  be  imderstood  by  the  Poor  Law  officials  and 
others  interested  in  sending  women  to  us.  And,  we  receive  fre- 
quently rather  bitter  complaints  because  they  cannot  get  some  per- 
son committed.  This  is  due  to  their  not  understanding  the  situ- 
ation. In  an  effort  to  do  our  best  to  meet  the  demand  for  admis- 
sion, we  have  increased  our  capacity  by  sixty-five  beds,  without 
addition  to  our  buildings,  during  the  last  two  years. 

Of  tihe  23  women  admitted,  the  physical  ages  were,  as  follows :

makii^  the  average  mental  age  of  those  admitted  a  little  over  9 
years. 

This  mental  age  means  that  the  examination  shows  them  to  have 
the  mental  capacities  of  children  of  the  years  indicated.  This  does 
not  mean  in  the  strictly  intelligence  field  only,  but  in  the  field  of 
judgment  and  general  reaction  to  environment 

Of  the  23  admissions,  nine  were  committed  by  the  courts. 

Of  the  15  discharged,  nine  had  passed  out  of  the  child  bearing 
period,  and  were  removed  by  the  Superintendents  of  the  Poor  of 
the  counties  from  which  they  tad  been  sent  to  our  care.  Five 
were  transferred  to  another  institution  to  make  room  for  more 
ui^nt  cases.  One  was  discharged  by  a  Judge,  after  a  hearing  on 
a  writ  of  habeas  corpus. 

Of  the  five  deaths,  the  causes  were,  as  follows : 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  2 

Tubercular   Peritonitis    1 

Tuberculosis  of  Kidney 1 

Shock  foUowii^  a  fall 1 


A  further  analysis  of  the  admissions  for  the  nine  months  shows 
that  five  were  married  and  had  given  birth  to  three  legitimate  and 
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ix  ill^gitiiuate  childreii.  The  eightoefn  single  women  had  given 
drth  to  ten  children,  making  a  total  of  19  children. 

The  question  of  the  relation  of  syphilis  to  feeblemindedness  is 
requently  discussed.  So  'last  year,  serum  from .  852  girls  was 
ent  to  the  State  Department  of  Health  for  the  Wasserman  reac- 
ioiu  Of  the  852,  thirty-five  were  positive,  twenty-four  doubtful, 
md  793  negative.  In  the  doubtful  cases,  a  second  specinxen  of 
ierum  was  sent  with  the  final  results,  as  indicated.  Thus  we  get  a 
t:  per  cent  positive. 

This  emphasizes  the  need  of  better  laboratory  equipment  and 
racilities  at  the  institution,  that  the  results  may  be  checked  up  by 
examination  of  the  oerebro  spinal  fluid  in  each  case,  and  the  whole 
>roblem  of  the  causative  fectors  of  feeble  mindedness  investigated. 

Of  the  23  admitted,  fourteen  had  led  irregular  sexual  lives,  and 
for  this  reason  had  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  community, 
rhat  is,  because  of  their  enfeebled  mental  condition,  they  became 
the  victims  of  some  supposedly  normal  minded  men  in  the  com- 
tttunity.  This  emphasizes  the  urgent  need  of  extending  to  these 
weak  ones  the  protection  of  the  institution.  Not  only  that  they 
may  be  protected  but  that  we  may  prevent  other  defectives  being 
bom.  And,  that  we  are  getting  a  larger  proportion  of  these 
younger  women  who  have  been  victimized,  demonstrates  that  we 
are  more  nearly  fulfilling  the  purpose  of  the  institution. 

There  is  a  large  number  of  the  mentally  defective  that  should 
have  the  care  and  protection  of  the  State  Institutions,  and  the 
whole  work  should  be  more  definitely  systematized. 

The  state  should  be  divided  into  districts;  each  district  having 
an  institution  for  all  classes  of  mental  defectives.  The  institution 
beii^  made  up  of  a  central  plant  for  administration,  the  care  of 
the  ohildren  and  those  adults  of  lower  grade  needing  much  care, 
and  the  sick.  Then  there  should  be  a  colony  for  the  able  bodied 
adult  males  where  they  would  produce  the  milk,  butter  and  coarser 
vegetables,  and  a  colony  for  the  able-bodied  adult  women  for  rais- 
ing poultrj%  and  general  gardening,  the  whole  under  one  adminis- 
trative head. 

Each  institution  should  have  a  properly  equipped  laboratory  for 
investigating  not  only  the  cases  coming  to  it,  but  for  making  a  care- 
ful survey  of  the  whole  district,  cooperating  with  the  educational 
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departments,  the  courts  and  all  other  social'  agenciee  in  tiie  ds 
trict  With  proper  help,  the  Medical  Inspectors  of  <SdK)oIs,  unde 
that  excellent  provision  of  the  education  law  for  the  ezaininatk4 
of  school  children,  would  be  enabled  to  detect  the  defectiTe  <^ 
dren,  the  potential  criminals  and  kw  breakctrs.  With  tbe  advi^ 
and  assistance  of  this  laboratory,  special  classes  could  be  estaUi^ 
for  all  defectives  in  the  district  and  their  progress  watched.  Tbel 
and  then  only  could  the  rational  course  for  dealing  with  each  indj 
vidual  be  pursued.  Thus  would  each  institution  become  a  ma^ 
helpful  agency  to  assist  the  district  in  which  it  was  located  ti 
solve  its  many  problems  of  poverty,  alcoholism,  delinquenrl 
and  the  many  other  social  irregularities. 

With  the  state  properly  districted  and  an  institution  in  etd 
district,  there  should  be  a  central  co-ordinating  body  wliose  9cM 
work  would  be  dealing  with  feeble  mindedness  as  a  state  proUem 
be  this  a  commissioner,  a  commission  or  a  bureau  of  some  existing 
agency.    So  that  the  law  should  specify  tie  competency  of  its  mtkl 

up. 

Our  institutional  activities  have  been  much  tbe  same  as  in  tiM 
past.  We  still  feel  it  our  first  duty  to  thoroughly  investigate  tM 
whole  matter.  And  for  this  purpose  we  are  asking  die  legislatar^ 
to  provide  us  with  a  First  Assistant  Physician,  to  take  charge  ol 
the  laboratory  of  investigation  and  an  Assistant  Physician  to  ad 
as  a  Field  Worker,  assisting  the  head  of  the  laboratory  work,  aiwl 
both  cooperating  with  the  Bureau  of  Analysis  and  Investigation 
of  the  State  Board  of  Charities. 

Then  we  are  continuing  to  make  the  institution  as  much  Hke  i 
home  as  possible,  by  emphasizing  the  attention  to  the  individual! 
by  appealing  to  the  best  diat  is  in  each  one,  by  offering  the  oppor 
tunity  for  individual  development,  and  by  providing  as  wide  t 
diversity  of  interests  as  possibla 

Instruction  in  Dwnesbic  Science  we  carry  on  as  best  we  car^ 
but  that  we  may  improve  in  these  branches,  we  are  asking  fc^  m 
Instructor  in  Domestic  Scienca 

The  Department  of  Physicial  Culture  continually  widens  lU 
f-  't'  There  were  400  in  our  classes  and  450  interested  ii^ 
out-of-door  athletics. 
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Ji.  certain  number  are  interested  and)  helped  in  the  rudimentary 
udieB.  Iliere  were  100  in  our  school  department  iast  year,  in 
nxr  grades. 

JSdiimc  appeals  to  our  family  very  much.  They  enjoy  the  sing- 
ig  ^and  sing  w^Il.  There  were  150  in  the  singing  classes.  These 
imished  choirs  for  the  Boman  Catholic,  Protestant  and  Jewish 


In  our  effort  to  provide  diversity  of  occupation,  we  have  ineti- 
ited  many  activities  outside  the  r^ular  domestic  occupations, 
[icliiding  basketry,  rug  weaving,  chair  canii^,  lace  making, 
mbroidery,  cement  work,  and  all  kinds  of  fancy  sewing,  crochet- 
agy  etc  One  himdred  and  forty^  were  employed  in  these  special 
Qdnstries. 

Much  interest  is  manifested  in  the  care  of  the  lawns  and  roads, 
jid  in  the  growing  of  vegetables  and  flowers.  Our  Easter  Lily 
Idsplay  at  Easter  time,  with  60O  blooms,  was  equal  to  any  in  this 
>art  of  the  >8tate.  And  our  gardens  have  furnished  fresh  vege- 
ables,  which  added  materially  to  our  dietary.  One  hundred  girls 
^rere  directly  employed  in  the  out-of-door  occupations.  But  there 
IS  a  danger  that  our  work  in  this  direction  may  be  seriously  cur- 
tailed. Our  greenhouse,  or  progagating  house,  is  very  old  and 
practically  falling  down.  In  fact,  it  is  in  such  a  bad  state  of  repair 
that  it  cannot  be  repaired.  Our  request  for  a  new  one  was  ignored 
laet  year,  but  we  are  again  urging  a  small  appropriation  for  this 
purpose,  that  our  girls  may  not  be  deprived  of  this  privilege.  For 
without  a  greenhouse,  our  flower  and  vegetable  work  would  be 
practically  reduced  to  nothing. 

For  our  children  of  a  larger  growth,  much  entertainment  amd 
amusement  is  required  to  keep  them  contented.  The  following 
schedule  of  special*  entertainments  is  but  a  part  of  the  special 
thii^  done  "  to  while  dull  care  away.'* 

In  addition,  there  is  during  the  cooler  months,  dancing  on  Mon- 
day and  Thursday  evenings. 

The  entertainments  provided  by  the  girls  themselves  are  show- 
ing  much  improvement  The  Ohristmaa  Cantata,  the  Minstrel 
Show  and  the  Easter  Service  deserve  special  mention.  I  doubt 
whether  their  excellence  could  be  excelled  anywhere.

That  our  family  is,  in  a  measure,  contented,  we  believe  is  evi- 
denced in  the  fact  that  during  the  nine  months  there  were  but 
three  elopements.  These  were  all  returned  after  a  few  hours. 
This,  is  an  institution  with  unlocked  doors,  no  barred  windows, 
and  no  boundary  fence,  gives  us,  I  believe,  just  cause  for  encour- 
agement. 

The  new  cottage  named  "  Burnham  Cottage  "  by  your  Board,  in 
honor  of  the  memory  of  the  Hon.  E.  K.  Burnham,  formerly  of  the 
Board,  is  practically  completed.  This  will,  we  think,  accommodate 
120  inmates  comfortably. 

The  new  hospital,  with  a  capacity  of  75,  is  also  practically  com- 
pleted. 

Unfortunately,  from  lack  of  a  proper  understanding  of  the  situa- 
tion, the  appropriation  of  $12,000  which  was  to  provide  boilers  for 
heating  these  buildings  and  heaters  for  furnishing  hot  water,  was 
vetoed.  iSo  their  opening  will  be  delayed  until  after  the  heating 
season  of  1916-1917. 

An  appropriation  for  additions  and  alterations  to  the  boiler 
house  was  obtained.  Pkns  and  specifications  were  prepared  by 
the  'State  Department  of  Architecture.  But  so  rapid  was  the 
advance  of  prices  in  materials,  that  the  bids  received  after  the  first 
advertisement  were  much  in  excess  of  the  appropriation.  This 
necessitated  drastic  revision  of  the  plans  and  the  omission  of 
boilers,  hot  water  heater,  and  many  other  features  absolutely  neces- 
sary to  make  the  boiler  house  plant  meet  the  needs  of  the  Institu- 
tion.   Bids  were  again  received  and  after  much  delay  the  contracts 
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on  the  revised  plans  and  specifications  awarded/ and  oonstmction 
is  proceedii^.  But  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  next  legislature  to 
provide  the  additional  funds  requested,  to  make  the  boiler  iioufle 
plant  equal  to  our  needs. 

With  appropriations  made  by  the  last  Legislature,  we  will  be 
able  to  erect  an  Elevated  Water  Tank  and  a  Filtration  Plant,  for 
purifying  the  soft  water  supply. 

In  trying  to  make  over  a  smaller  institution  to  care  for  six  or 
eight  times  the  original  number  contemplated,  one  must  be 
impressed  with  the  desirability  of  planning  an  institution  in  the 
beginning  to  meet  the  largest  demands  to  be  made  upon  it.  This 
should  be  definitely  considered,  especially  in  the  work  of  providing 
for  the  mentally  defective, 

A  summary  of  our  needs  in  the  way  of  appropriations  follows: 

Personal  service  and  maintainance $181,050  00 

This  contemplates  an  increase  in  our  popu- 
lation by  about  200.  The  new  building  will  be 
equipped  and  opened  during  the  closing  months 
of  the  Fiscal  Year,  1916-1917.

30,  1916,  were  $30,945.82,  and  this  is  gener- 
ally estimated  as  the  lightest  quarter  of  the 
year.

To  complete  the  necessary  equipment  at  the 
boiler  house,  as  outlined  and  recommended  by 
the  State  Department  of  Architecture. 

Additions  and  Alterations  to  Power  Plant  — 
including  stokers  for  boilers  and  new  boiler 
fronts ;  and  connections ;  completion  of  lOindh 
steam  header,  etc;  circulating  pump  and 
motor ;  extension  of  domestic  hot  water  mains ;

New  Cottage $52,000  00 

This  is  much  needed  to  care  for  our  defec- 
tive delinquents.  There  seems  to  be  no  other 
place  in  the  state  provided  for  liis  class.  It 
is  impossible  for  us  to  properly  care  for  them 
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in  our  present  dormitory  buildings,  in  which 

there  ie  not  one  single  room.    Kot  only  we  can- 
not propcfrly  care  for  them,  but  they  prove  a 

disturbing  element  to  the  whole  inBtitution. 

This  cottage  should  form  the  beginning  of  a 

large  colony  building  on   the  more  recently 

Acquired  farm  land.

days  this  summer;  and  the  six  smaller  laun- 
dries, three  of  which  are  located  in  basements, 

«nd  all  are  poorly  ventilated  and  Mghted. 

Propagatii^  house  (greenhouse)    $2,500  00 

Our  present  greenhouse  has  rotted   down. 

Without  a  greenhouse,  practically  all  of  our 

garden  and  flower  work  will  be  at  a  stand  still. 

For  improving  farm  property $1,000  00 

We  have  fend  that  we  might  cultivate  if  it 

were  properly  drained  and  brought  into  a  con- 
dition for  cultivation.    This  would  increase  our 

vegetable  production. 

Fire  alarm  equipment $2,500  00 

We  have  no  general  fire  alarm  system  at  the 

institution,  and  I  think  it  is  patent  to  every  one 

that  such  a  system  is  an  urgent  need  at  any 

institution.

"  2.  The  improvement  of  the  physical,  mental,  moral  and  social 
condition  of  such  inmates." —  From  the  by-laws. 

Location. —  The  Asylum  is  located  <>n  the  New  York  Central, 
West  Shore  and  Northern  Central  railroads;  and  on  the  Rodiester, 
Syracuse,  and  Eastern  trolley ;  thirty  miles  east  of  Rooheerter  and 
fifty  miles  west  of  Syracuse.  Post-office  address,  State  Custodial 
Asylum,  Newark,  Wayne  county,  New  York. 

Admission, —  Application  for  admission  mu6t  be  made  through 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Poor  of  the  county,  or  Commissioner  of 
Oharities  of  any  city,  of  which  the  applicant  is  a  legal  resident, 
and  must  be  made  on  the  blank  furnished  by  the  Institution  and  in 
accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  same. 
The  application  eihould  be  comiplete  in  every  detail ;  all  questions

This  contributes  very  mudi  to  the  contentme 

of  the  inmates.     But,  before  anything  is  sent,  inquiry  should 

made  as  to  what  the  individual  needs. 

Correspondence. —  All  letters  relative  to  tfce  business  affairs 
to  the  conditions  or  needs  of  the  inmates  should  be  addressed  to  t 
Superintendent,  and  the  fuU  name  of  the  inmate  and  full  nai 
and  address  of  the  writer  should  always  be  given. 

Inmates  are  allowed  to  write  once  a  month,  and  if  the  frien 
cannot,  the  Institution  will  furnish  tie  postage.     All  lettere 
packages  for  inmates  riiould  be  addressed  to  the  ^perintendc 
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xrcl  the  iimmte's  full  name  added,  giving  the  address  as  Custodial 
Vsjlum,  Newark,  Wajne  County,  New  York.  It  is  especially 
^oqnested  that  the  friends  of  inmates  shall  not  write  anything 
ikely  to  make  the  inmates  discontented,  such  as  promises  to  take 
ii«m  home,  regret  at  their  being  in  the  Institution,  or  in  any  way 
xxaking  them  dissatisfied.  All  matters  should  first  be  referred  to 
ttL«  &ui)erintendent,  and  if  it  is  beet  for  the  inmate  to  be  discharged, 
ti©  will  only  be  too  glad  to  undertake  to  make  the  proper  arrange- 
tnents. 

It  is  desirable  that  one  responsible  party  be  selected  as  the 
regular  correspondent,  and  if  the  addressed  is  changed,  that  the 
Institution  be  notified.

To  the  Honorable,  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York: 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  State  Custodial  Asylum  for 
Feeble-Minded  Women,  at  Newark,  respectfully  submits,  here- 
with, its  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1917,  as 
provided  by  law. 

The  population  on  that  date  was  856. 

The  Bumham  Cottage  was  opened  in  June,  and  will  soon  be 
filled  to  its  capacity.  This  is  a  very  satisfactory  building.  It 
was  planned  to  accommodate  92  inmates,  but  we  hope  to  house 
120  in  it. 

The  opening  of  the  hospital  has  been  delayed  by  the  impossi- 
bility of  getting  the  building  completed  according  to  the  specifi- 
cations. We  hope,  however,  that  it  will  be  in  use  during  the 
present  fiscal  year.  This  building  will  add  to  our  facilities  for 
earing  for  the  sick,  and  will  make  a  pleasanter  and  more  com- 
fortable home  for  the  crippled  and  helpless  members  of  the 
community. 

•The  health  of  the  inmates  during  the  year  has  been  excellent. 
There  have  been  only  nine  deaths. 

13] 
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As  a  Board  of  Managers,  we  are  greatly  intw^sted  in  tbe 
Hospital  Development  Commission  provided  for  by  the  Sage  bill 
passed  by  the  last  Legislature,  and  we  see  in  the  work  of  this  body 
of  men  appointed  to  study  the  needs  of  the  insane  and  feeble- 
minded; and  to  formulate  a  definite  institutional  policy,  mud 
hope  for  the  future.  The  memorandum  recently  submitted  to 
this  Commission  by  the  Committee  on  Mental  Hygiwie  and  the 
Xew  York  Committee  on  Feeble-Mindedness,  shows  the  great 
need  of  intelligent  and  far-sighted  planning  for  this  unfortunate 
class. 

From  various  surveys  made  in  New  York  State,  in  other  states, 
and  in  Great  Britain,  it  is  estimated  that  there  are  35,000  feeble- 
minded persons  in  this  State  alone,  only  6,000  of  whom  are  in 
institutions  established  for  them,  and  4,500  in  other  institutions; 
leaving  24,500  at  large  in  the  community.  Not  all  of  this  large 
number  require  institutional  care,  but  we  believe  that  all  the 
feeble-minded,  in  justice  to  them  and  to  all  others,  should  either 
be  cared  for  in  institutions,  or  be  placed  under  some  sort  of  official 
supervision  in  the  community. 

The  term  of  office  of  Gertrude  A.  Moss,  who  had  served  this 
board  for  twenty-five  years,  expired  during  the  year.  We  desire 
to  record  our  appreciation  of  her  long  and  faithful  service.  Mrsw 
Edna  E.  Lampert,  of  Rochester,  was  appointed  to  succeed  Mrs. 

Moss. 

Owing  to  the  marked  advance  in  the  cost  of  all  food  products, 
fuel  and  materials,  and  owing  to  the  increase  of  population,  we 
have  to  ask  the  Legislature  to  provide  a  deficiency  appropriation 
to  carry  us  to  the  end  of  this  fiscal  year,  in  the  amount  of  $46,725.

Ladies  atstd  Gentlemen. —  I  beg  to  submit  in  accordance  with 
your  by-laws,  the  following  report  of  the  operations  of  this  insti- 
tution for  the  year  ending  Jnne  30,  1917. 

On  July  1,  1916,  our  census  was  855.  During  the  year,  41 
w^ere  admitted;  31  dischaji^ed,  and  there  were  9  deaths,  making 
our  census,  June  30,  1917,  856.

harge  of  each  district.  The  advantages  of  this  would  be  that 
.11  classes  of  the  mentally  sick  would  be  under  closer  supervision. 
The  institutions  for  caring  for  the  mentally  sick,  while  a  neces- 
lary  part  of  the  work,  are  not  the  most  important.  The  deter- 
nination  of  those  who  are  mentally  defective  or  needing  care, 
especially  among  the  school  children,  the  proper  arrangement  for 
heir  care  and  treatment;  and  the  matter  of  their  proper  super- 
vision after  they  have  received  treatment  in  some  special  class  or 
institution,  are  the  important  things  that  can  best  be  met  by 
working  in  a  district  much  smaller  than  the  whole  State.  And 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  State  Hospital  Development  Commission 
may  not  rest  from  its  labors  until  some  such  definite  plan  is  laid 
before  the  Legislature. 

Owing  to  the  advanced  cost  of  materials  and  labor,  our  per 
capita  cost  for  maintenance  for  the  year  came  up  to  $167.06,  and 
the  probabilities  are  that  there  will  be  a  further  advance  for  the 
next  fiscal  year.  However,  we  are  making  every  effort,  consistent 
with  the  best  care  of  our  inmates,  to  keep  our  maintenance 
expenditures  at  the  lowest  possible  limit. 

To  keep  such  a  large  family  contented  is  a  task  well  nigh 
beyond  possibility.  And  inasmuch  as  they  are  all  children  in 
mind,  entertainment  plays  a  large  part  in  making  them  as  happy 
as  we  may.

During  the  year  tiie  elevated  water  tank  has  been  completed 
and  put  in  conunission. 

The  new  cottage  has  been  completed  and  partially  occupied. 
This  will  increase  our  capacity  by  120. 

The  new  hospital  is  practically  completed,  and  will  be  in  com- 
mission before  the  expiration  of  the  next  fiscal  year,  increasing 
our  capacity  further  by  75. 

The  addition  to  the  boiler  house  and  alterations  in  the  heating 
system  have  been  made,  and  when  completed  will  give  us  a  very 
np-to-date  plant. 

The  ever  increasing  nimiber  of  delinquents  coming  to  us 
increases  our  problems  of  management  and  discipline;  and  yet 
we  believe  that  with  proper  additional  buildings  for  this  class 
th^  may  be  eared  for  here  as  well  as  anywhere. 

We  are  again  much  indebted  to  your  Board  for  advice  and 
support  in  our  work,  and  to  the  various  State  departments  for 
their  continued  assistance.  And  we  are  especially  grateful  to  the 
faithful  officers  and  employees,  whose  faithful  and  diligent  ser- 
vice makes  the  work  here  possible.

^'  The  objects  of  the  asylum  are: 

*^  1.  The  custody  and  maintenance  of  feeble-minded  women 
iidmitted  to  the  asylum  as  provided  by  law  and  by  these  by-laws 
and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  institution. 

"2.  The  improvement  of  the  physical,  mental,  moral  and 
social  condition  of  such  inmates."  —  From  the  By-Laws. 

Location. —  The  asylimi  is  located  on  the  New  York  Central, 
West  Shore  and  Xorthern  Central  railroads;  and  on  the  Roch- 
ester, Syracuse,  and  Eastern  trolley;  thirty  miles  east  of  Roch- 
ester and  fifty  miles  west  of  Syracuse.  Post-office  address.  State 
Custodial  Asylum,  Newark,  Wayne  County,  New  York. 

Admission. —  Application  for  admission  must  be  made  through 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Poor  of  the  County,  or  CJommissioner 
of  Charities  of  any  city,  of  which  the  applicant  is  a  legal  resideait, 
and  must  be  made  on  the  blank  furnished  by  the  institution  and 
in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  same. 
The  application  should  be  complete  in  every  detail;  all  questions 
answered;  the  elates  filled  in  and  signed  and  forwarded  to  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Asylimi.     It  will  then  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Applicationfi.     But  applications  must  be  complete 
in  every  part  to  receive  consideration.     When  applications  are 
accepted  by  the  committee,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Poor  for- 
warding the  same  will  be  notified.    The  application  will  be  filed 
and  the  Superintendent  of  the  Poor  will  be  notified  when  there 
is  an  available  vacancy. 

Under  chapter  361  of  the  Laws  of  1914,  feeble-minded  women 
may  be  conmiitted,  after  a  hearing  l>y  a  judge  of  a  court  of  record. 
Blank  forms  and  particulars  may  be  obtained  from  any  judge  of 
a  court  of  record. 
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Section  52  of  the  State  Charities  Law  requires  that  we  admit 
annually  from  the  various  counties  and  the  city  of  Xew  York  il 
the  ratio  which  the  population  of  such  counties  and  the  city  t»i 
Xew  York,  respectively  bear  to  the  population  of  the  State,  ;* 
ascertained  by  the  last  official  census.  And  in  the  admission  of 
women  by  either  method,  we  shall  adhere  strictly  to  this  r^^lation. 

When  the  Superintendent  of  the  Poor  of  a  county,  or  Commis- 
sioner of  Charities  of  a  city,  is  notified  that  there  is  a  vacancy 
for  a  certain  woman,  that  woman  must  be  brought  to  the  institu- 
tion within  ten  davs  of  the  mailinf'  of  such  notice,  or  the  vacancy 
will  be  given  to  some  other  applicant.  Should  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Poor  desire  to  substitute  some  other  applicant,  arrangement* 
for  the  same  must  be  first  made  with  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Asylum.    Women  past  the  child-bearing  period  are  not  admitte^L 

Maintenance. —  The  State  provides  maintenance  for  all  inmates^ 
but  it  is  desirable  that  the  relatives  and  friends  furnish  what 
clothing  they  can.  This  contributes  very  much  to  the  contentment 
of  the  inmates.  But,  before  anything  is  sent,  inquirj^  should  l»e 
made  as  to  what  the  individual  needs. 

Correspondence, —  All  letters  relative  to  the  business  affairs  or 
to  the  conditions  or  needs  of  the  inmates  should  be  addressed  to 
the  Superintendent,  and  the  full  name  of  the  inmate  and  full  name 
and  address  of  the  writer  should  always  be  given. 

Inmates  are  allowed  to  write  once  a  month,  and  if  the  frien*!? 
cannot,  the  institution  will  furnish  the  postage.  All  letters  or 
packages  for  inmates  should  be  addressed  to  the  Superintendent, 
and  the  inmate's  full  name  added,  giving  the  address  as  Custodial 
Asylum,  Xewark,  Wayne  County,  Xew  York.  It  is  especialK 
requested  that  the  friends  of  inmates  shall  not  write  anythinc 
likely  to  make  the  inmates  discontented,  such  as  promises  to  take 
them  home,  regret  at  their  being  in  the  institution,  or  in  any  way 
making  them  dissatisfied.  All  matters  should  first  be  referred  to 
the  Superintendent,  and  if  it  is  best  for  the  inmate  to  be  dis- 
charged, he  will  only  be  too  glad  to  undertake  to  make  the  proper 
arrangements. 

It  is  desirable  that  one  responsible  party  be  selected  as  the 
regular  correspondent,  and  if  the  address  is  changed,  that  the 
institution  be  notified.    Letters  concerning  inmates  are  not  written 
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xcept  under  special  conditions,  such  as  serious  illness,  but  all 
aquiries  are  cheerfully  answered.  The  friends  will  be  promptly 
otified  of  any  serious  illness,  or  in  event  of  death. 

Vis^itors. —  Our  regular  visiting  day  is  Friday  from  2  to  5  p.  m., 
nd  it  is  requested  that  all  visitors  arrange  to  come  at  that  time. 
General  visitors  cannot  be  admitted  at  other  times  unless  for 
pecial  reasons.  Friends  of  inmates  will  be  allowed  to  visit  them 
it  other  times  if  they  cannot  arrange  to  come  on  Friday. 

DiscJiarge. —  When  friends  or  relatives  desire  to  remove  an 
nmate,  they  should  apply  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Poor  of 
:he  county,  or  Commissioner  of  Charities  of  the  city,  from  which 
:lie  person  was  admitted.  He  will  take  the  matter  up  with  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Asylum.  Inmates  who  have  passed  the 
c*hild-bearing  period  must  be  removed  by  the  Superintendents  of 
the  Poor  of  the  counties,  or  Commissioners  of  Charities  of  the 
cities,  from  which  they  were  committed.

MANAGERS  OF  THE  STATE  CUSTODIAL  ASYLUM  FOR 
FEEBLE-MINDED  WOMEN,  NEWARK,  NEW  YORK 

For  the  Year  Ending  June  30,  1918 


To  the  Uoiwrahle,  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  Yoi'k: 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  State  Custodial  Asylum  for 
Feeble-Minded  Women  respectfully  submits  its  annual  report  for 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1918,  as  provided  by  law. 

On  July  1,  1917,  the  population  of  the  asylum  was  850  and  our 
census  on  June  30,  1918,  was  939.  This  increase  in  population 
was  largely  due  to  the  housing  facilities  in  our  latest  dormitory, 
Burnham  Cottage,  which  was  opened  in  Jxme,  1917,  and  is  now 
filled  to  its  capacity.  This  is  a  model  dormitory  and  it  is  very 
gratifying  to  the  managers  that  it  was  built  and  completely 
equipped  for  the  low  cost  of  $520  a  bed.  We  hope  our  new  hos- 
pital building  will  soon  be  opened  for  use,  after  delays  due  to 
the  difficulty  of  getting  the  work  done  in  conformity  with  the 
specifications. 

Dr.  Albert  W.  Beaven,  who  had  been  president  of  our  Board, 
was  forced,  in  March,  by  the  pressure  of  other  duties  to  resign 
from  the  Board.  We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  of  his 
services  and  our  regret  that  no  one  has  yet  been  appointed  to 
fill  his  place. 

The  affairs  of  the  asylum  have  gone  on  well  in  spite  of  great 
difficulties  due  to  war  conditions.  Only  those  who  have  dealt  with 
the  present  problems*  of  labor  and  supplies  can  realize  how  hard 
these  have  been.  The  efficiency  and  faithfulness  of  the  officers 
and  employees  deserve  high  praise.  The  inmates  also  have  helped 
greatly  in  certain  lines,  doing  cheerfully  kinds  of  work  which  they 
had  never  attempted  before.  The  success  of  this  labor  has  thrown 
a  light  upon  the  conomic  problems  connected  with  persons  of  this 
class  and  on  their  possible  employment.

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il.  This  emjdiasizes  the  truths  that  have  repeatedly  been 
feMoaght  to  the  attention  of  the  authorities,  namely,  that  a  large 
cent  of  our  paTipers,  criminal,  prostitute  and  alcoholic  classes 
feeble-minded.  And  these  classes  make  up  a  large  part  of  our 
most  difficult  social  problems.  And  so  far  only  haphazard  and 
Snadeqnate  methods  have  been  applied  toward  their  solution.  The 
principal  difficulty  is  that  we  are  waiting  until  the  individuals  are 
"too  old  before  attempting  corrective  measures.  All  backward  and 
^defective  children  should  be  carefully  examined  by  experts  in  an 
effort  to  ascertain  the  cause  of  their  backwardness  or  defect  and 
whether  or  not  something  may  be  done  to  improve  their  condition. 
When  it  has  been  decided  that  they  may  not  be  normal,  then  steps 
ilumld  be  taken  for  their  training  and  supervision.  Instead  of 
allowing  them  to  develop  into  criminals,  prostitutes,  alcoholics  or 
paupers  a  large  number  of  them  should  be  trained  for  as  efficient 
a  life  as  may  be.  This  will  require  more  intensive  study,  observa- 
tioii  and  provision  than  has  yet  been  attempted  except  in  isolated 
instances.  This  is  an  economic  problem  of  the  utmost  importance 
to  the  State,  and  therefore  should  be  undertaken  bv  the  State. 
The  State  has  no  well  organized  department  for  this  work.  There 
should  be  a  State  Department  of  Mental  Hygiene  analogous  in 
its  organization  and  operation  to  the  St^ite  Department  of  Health. 
.Such  a  department  would  have  supervision  of  all  the  mentally 
sick  of  the  State,  including  the  insane,  the  feeble-minded  and  the 
epileptic.  Under  this  department  properly  organized  the  State 
should  be  divided  into  suitably  sized  districts.  Each  district  to 
be.  in  charge  of  a  supervisor.  This  supervisor  would  have  super- 
vision of  all  the  mentally  sick  in  the  district,  providing  proper 
institutional  training  for  those  needing  it  and  custodial  care  or 
other  supervision  as  might  be  required.  Every  subnormal  indi- 
vidual should  have  some  adequate  supervision.  This  will  mean 
expense,  but  not  as  great  an  expense  as  is  now  made  in  dealing 
with  our  criminals,  alcoholics,  prostitutes,  paupers  and  similar 
classes.  And  much  of  that  will  be  prevented.  The  recently 
created  Commission  on  the  Feeble-Minded  is  undoubtedly  a  step 
in  the  right  direction.  And  we  shall  hope  that  it  ma;y  bring  the 
whole  matter  soon  to  a  rational  system. 

The    war    conditions    are    making    institutional    management 
increasingly  difficult.     The  difficulty  in  obtaining  supplies  and 
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proper  help  tends  to  make  our  inmates  more  restless  and  dideoiD- 
tented.  But  it  must  be  recorded  that  they  have  been  very  loyil 
in  rendering  assistance  in  the  work^  especially  when  the  patriotic 
part  of  it  is  emphasized.  As  will  be  seen  by  the  appended  tabk 
they  have  done  much  war  work. 

The  general  health  of  the  inmates  has  heea  good,  and  we  have 
been  free  from  epidemics. 

Burnham  Cottage,  which  was  opened  just  at  the  close  of  the 
last  fiscal  year,  has  been  filled.  This  is  a  modri  institutional 
Imilding.   It  was  built  and  completely  equipped  for  $520  per  bed. 

The  filtration  plant  was  completed  during  the  year.  This 
enables  us  to  use  the  water  from  the  reservoir,  made  up  of  sur- 
face water  and  canal  water,  in  our  boilers  and  hot  water  systan. 
It  is  softer  than  our  spring  water  and  is  better  on  that  account 
and  conserves  our  spring  water  supply,  whch  is  not  as  abundant  as 
formerly. 

Two  additional  boilers  have  been  installed  in  the  boiler  plant 
and  much  necessary  additional  equipment  provided. 

In  considering  the  future  development  of  the  institution  there 
are  two  lines  to  be  considered.  First,  the  more  economical  opera- 
tion at  the  present  capacity,  and  second,  the  increase  in  capacity. 
For  the  first  we  need  a  cold  storage  plant  where  we  may  better 
care  for  our  food  supplies  in  larger  quantities,  enabling  us  to 
purchase  at  the  most  advantageous  season.  A  modem  central 
laundry  would  decrease  the  cost  in  this  department  And  a 
central  kitchen  for  the  cottage  group  would  result  in  a  material 
saving. 

When  we  come  to  consider  the  increase  in  capacity,  it  should 
be  taken  up  as  a  State-wide  problem  and  the  ultimate  capacity 
fixed.  The  water  supply  for  an  increase  must  have  careful  study 
and  also  a  rearrangement  of  the  sewage  disposal. 

The  assistance  of  the  central  departments,  the  continued 
support  and  help  on  the  part  of  your  board  and  the  loyal  service 
of  the  employees  during  the  year  has  been  very  much  appreciated.

"  The  objects  of  the  Asylum  are: 

"  1.  The  custody  and  maintenance  of  feeble-minded  women 
admitted  to  the  asylum  as  provided  by  law  and  by  these  by-law> 
and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  institution. 

"  2.  The  improvement  of  the  physical,  mental,  moral  an<1 
social  condition  of  such  inmates." —  From  the  by-laws. 

Location. —  The  asylum  is  located  on  the  New  York  Central. 
West  Shore,  and  Northern  Central  railroads;  and  on  the  Roch- 
ester, Syracuse,  and  Eastern  trolly;  thirty  miles  east  of  Roch- 
ester and  fifty  miles  west  of  Syracuse.  Post-oflSce  address,  State 
Custodial  Asylum,  Newark,  Wayne  Coimty,  New  York. 

Admission. — ^Application  for  admission  must  be  made  through 
the  Superintendent  of  the  County,  or  Commissioner  of  Charities 
of  any  city,  of  which  the  applicant  is  a  legal  resident,  and  must 
be  made  on  the  blank  furnished  by  the  institution  and  in  accord- 
ance with  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  same.  The 
application  should  be  complete  in  every  detail;  all  questions 
answered;  the  dates  filled  in  and  signed  and  forwarded  to  tl^ 
Superintendent  of  the  asylum.  It  will  then  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Applications.  But  applications  must  be  complete 
in  every  part  to  receive  consideration.  When  applications  are 
accepted  by  the  committee,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Poor  for- 
warding the  same  will  be  notified.  The  application  will  be  filed 
and  the  Superintendent  of  the  Poor  will  be  notified  when  there 
is  an  available  vacancy. 

Under  cKapter  361  of  the  Laws  of  1914,  feeble-minded  women 
may  be  committed,  after  a  hearing  by  a  judge  of  a  court  of  record. 
Blank  forms  and  particulars  may  be  obtained  from  any  judge  of 
a  court  of  record. 
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Section  52  of  the  State  Charities  Law  requires  that  we  admit 
annually  from  the  various  counties  and  the  city  of  New  York  in 
the  ratio  which  the  population  of  such  counties  and  the  city  of 
New  York  respectively  bears  to  the  population  of  the  State,  as 
ascertained  by  the  last  official  census.     And  in  the  admission  of 
women  by  either  method  we  shall  adhere  strictly  to  this  method. 
When  the  Superintendent  of  the  Poor  of  a  county,  or  Com- 
missioner of  Charities  of  a  city  is  notified  that  there  is  a  vacancy 
for  a  certain  woman,  that  woman  must  be  brought  to  the  institu- 
tion within  ten  days  of  the  mailing  of  such  notice,  or  the  vacancy 
will  be  given  to  some  other  applicant.     Should  the  Superintend- 
ent of  the  Poor  desire  to  substitute  some  other  applicant,  arrange- 
ments for  the  same  must  be  first  made  with  the  Superintendent 
of  the  asylum.     Women  past  the  child-bearing  period  are  not 
admitted. 

Maintenance. —  The  State  provides  maintenance  for  all  inmates 
but  it  is  desirable  that  the  relatives  and  friends  furnish  what 
clothing  they  can.  This  contributes  very  much  to  the  content- 
ment of  the  inmates.  But,  before  anything  is  sent,  inquiries 
should  be  made  as  to  what  the  individual  needs. 

Correspondence. — All  letters  relative  to  the  business  affairs  or 
to  the  conditions  or  needs  of  the  inmates  should  be  addressed  to 
the  Superintendent,  and  the  full  name  of  the  inmate  and  address 
of  the  writer  should  always  be  given. 

Inmates  are  allowed  to  write  once  a  month,  and  if  the  friends 
cannot,  the  institution  will  furnish  the  postage.  All  letters  or 
packages  for  inmates  should  be  addressed  to  the  Superintendent, 
and  the  inmates's  full  name  added,  giving  the  address  as  Custodial 
Asylum,  Newark,  Wayne  County,  New  York.  It  is  especially 
requested  that  the  friends  of  inmates  shall  not  write  anything 
likely  to  make  the  inmates  discontented,  such  as  promises  to  take 
them  home,  regret  at  their  being  in  the  institution,  or  in  any  way 
making  them  dissatisfied.  All  matters  should  be  first  referred 
to  the  Superintendent,  and  if  it  is  best  for  the  inmate  to  be  dis- 
charged he  will  only  be  too  glad  to  undertake  to  make  the  proper 
arrangements. 

It  is  desirable  that  one  responsible  party  be  selected  as  the 
r^lar  correspondent,  and  if  the  address  is  changed,  that  the 
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institution   be   notified.      Letters   concerning    inmates    are   l^ 
written  exc^t  under  special  conditions  such  as  serious  illiM^ 
but  aU  inquiries  are  cheerfuUy  answered.     The  friends  wiU  y\ 
promptly  notified  of  anj  serious  illness  or  in  event  of  deatk 

Vmtors. —  Our  regular  visiting  day  is  Friday  from  2  to  I 
p.  M.,  and  it  is  requested  that  all  visitors  arrange  to  come  at  tkr 
time.  General  visitors  cannot  be  admitted  at  other  times  unle-- 
f or  special  reasons.  Friends  of  inmates  will  be  allowed  to  yjst 
them  at  other  times  if  they  cannot  arrange  to  come  on  Friday. 

Discharge. —  When  friends  or  relatives  desire  to  remore  at 
inmate  they  should  apply  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Poor  of 
the  county  or  Commissioner  of  Charities  of  the  city  from  whict 
the  person  was  admitted.  He  will  take  the  matter  up  with  thf- 
SuperintOTtdcnt  of  the  AsyhmL  Inmates  who  have  passed  th»^ 
child-bearing  period  must  be  removed  by  the  Superintendent  of 
the  Poor  of  the  counties,  or  Commissioner  of  Charities  of  the 
citieS;  from  which  they  were  conmiitted.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS 


To  the  Honorable  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York: 

The  Board  of  jManagers  of  the  State  Custodial  Asylum  for 
Feeble-Minded  Women  respectfully  submits  its  annual  report  for 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1919,  as  provided  by  law. 

The  institution  has  been  successfully  conducted  during  the  past 
year  notwithstanding  the  many  obstacles  confronting  the  manage- 
ment. 

The  epidemic  of  influenza,  in  which  nearly  one-half  of  the  pop- 
ulation was  ill  at  one  time,  including  many  employees,  was  met 
with  heroism  and  self-sacrificing  devotion  to  duty.  Other  diflicul- 
ties  have  been  the  keeping  of  help  on  accoimt  of  the  low  wages 
paid  by  the  State  and  the  constant  anxiety  as  to  the  supply  of 
coal  during  the  winter  months. 

The  Board  has  been  greatly  encouraged  by  the  interest  in  mental 
defectives  shown  by  Governor  Smith.  Special  attention  has  been 
drawn  to  these  people  by  the  psychiatric  tests  used  in  the  army, 
which  showed  an  alarming  amount  of  mental  defect  in  the  country. 

There  is  a  great  necessity  for  more  housing  facilities  for  those 
who  need  custodial  care,  as  well  as  for  wise  plans  for  those  who 
can  under  proper  supervision  live  in  the  community,  and  these  are 
important  problems  for  the  State  Commission  for  Mental  Defect- 
ives and  for  the  Hospital  Development  Commission. 

Our  own  institution  has  increased  its  population  by  the  open- 
ing of  the  new  hospital,  and  we  are  to  have  more  space  in  the 
much-needed  new  building,  which  is  under  construction,  and  in 
the  old  hospital  after  it  has  been  put  in  condition  for  use. 

The  suggestion  that  dwellings  be  rented  in  the  vicinity  seems  to 
us  scarcely  feasible  unless  our  administrative  force  is  greatly  in- 
creased. We  would  suggest,  if  this  idea  is  carried  out,  that  dwell- 
ings in  Newark  only  be  leased,  on  account  of  economy  of  adminis- 
tration. We  think,  however,  that  it  will  be  a  difficult  matter  to 
secure  desirable  dwellings  sufficiently  isolated  and  large  enough  to 
house  inmates  to  make  the  plan  practicable.    A  farm  in  the  vicinity 
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supporting  as  lar  as  possible — all  these  prot>leins 
inveatigfttion  and  research. 

The  Board  of  Managers  are  much  pleased  with 
the  Officers  and  of  the  emplcyees.  The  institutio; 
ated  with  great  economy  and  with  hearty  co-ope 
feeling.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  Board  of  Mancujers,  State  Custodial  Asylum,  Newark, 
N.  Y.: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen. — In  accordjince  with  your  by-law8,  I 
submit  the  following  report  of  the  oi)erations  of  this  institution 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1919. 

Our  census  July  1,  1918,  was  939;  108  women  were  admitted 
during  the  year;  11  were  discharged,  and  there  were  48  deaths, 
leaving  the  census  June  30,  1919,  988. 

Of  the  admissions,  10  were  married,  two  widowed  and  96  single. 
To  those  who  were  admitted  there  had  been  bom  24  legitimate 
and  41  illegitimate  children.  The  ages  of  those  admitted  were 
as  follows :

An  examination  on  admission  by  the  Stanford  revision  of  the 
Simon-Binet  scale  gave  the  following  results: 

Up  to    3  years  mental  age 11 

Up  to    4  years  mental  age 8 
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Oottage  I,  which  had  been  under  strict  quarantine  because  of  some 
cases  of  measles,  there,  did  not  develop  one  case  of  influenza. 

Earlier  in  the  vear  there  were  alxmt  fifteen  cases  of  measles, 
starting  with  an  emj>loyee  who  had  l)een  on  vacation.  Strict  quar- 
antine was  enforced  and  it  was  confine<l  to  the  one  buildiiif^. 

The  medical  department  has  in  a  measure  been  reorganized. 

On  July  first  an  assistant  superintendent.  Dr.  Ernest  II.  Wie<l- 

rich,  was  apiK>inte<l,  and  he  was  given  charge  of  the  medical  d(^ 

jxirtnicnt.     Since  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Anna  Waniecke,  resident 

physician,  woman,  Octol)er  15,  1018,  the  j)osition  has  remained 

^vacant   because  a   suitable  candidate  for  aj>i)ointment  was  not 

found.     This  has  left  practically  all  the  work  of  the  department 

for  the  assistant  superintendent.     Under  our  new  arrangement 

each  building  is  visited  at  least  once  daily  bv  a  medical  officer. 

This  gives  l)etter  attention  to  minor  complaints  and  insures  prompt 

xeeogiiition  and  treatment  of  the  more  serious  complaints.     The 

aissistant  sui)erintendent  has  made  a  careful  physical  and  mental 

examination  of  each  girl  admitted,  answered  the  sick  calls,  at- 

^endeil  to  the  clinical  laborator\^  work  and  administered  the  insti- 

^ution  in  the  a})sence  of  the  suix?rintendent ;  and  I  wish  to  record 

Ihat  the  work  was  well  and  conscientiouslv  <lone. 

The  ojwning  of  the  new  hospital  with  its  seventy-two  beds  on 
"May  22,  1019,  has  greatly  improved  the  facilities  for  the  care  of 
the  sick  and  infinn.  It  has  been  filled  since  oi)ening  and  yet  more 
room  is  needed  for  the  infirm.  The  old  hospital  is  unoccui>ied 
temporarily  for  re]>airs.  It  should  have  new  electric  wiring,  new 
plumbing,  new  heating  lines,  new  floors  in  bathroom  and  lavatory, 
and  new  walls  and  ceilings  in  several  rooms.  When  funds  :ire 
provided  for  these  repairs  it  will  give  us  additional  capacity  for 
at  least  thirty  infirm  girls,  and,  as  mentioned  above,  is  very  much 
needed. 

The  prinuiry  [)uri>ose  of  the  institiiticm  is  to  jn'ovidc^  a  honu*  for 
these  women  where  thev  mav  live  as  nearlv  a  normal  life  as  ])os- 
sible,  but  at  the  same  time  it  should  l>e  an  active  biologiciil  l:ilH>ra- 
torv  in  which  the  maiiv  in'oblems  connected  with  UKMilal  defi'(*t 

a.  •  I 

may  be  most  carefully  studied  ami  investigated  with  the  hope  of 
ascertaining  the  cause  and  thus  a.  method  of  reducing  the  percent- 
age of  defec*tives  in  the  general  population,  or  at  least  to  as.'crtain 
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vithout  enough  employees  the  girls  may  not  be  properly  supor- 
rised  in  their  work  either  inside  or  outside,  and  this  deprives 
nany  of  as  full  occupation  as  they  would  otherwise  have,  and  this, 
GO,  adds  to  their  feeling  of  discontent.  The  position  of  supervisor 
>f  music  and  physical  culture  has  been  vacant  for  nearlv  two 
years  except  for  a  few  weeks  at  a  time  because  of  inadequate  com- 
[>en8ation.  This  has  deprived  our  girls  of  an  outlet  for  much  of 
their  energy  and  time.  Notwithstanding  all  the  handicaps  and 
the  difficulty  in  obtaining  supplies,  the  girls  have  l)een  well  cared 
for,  have  had  plenty  of  good,  nourishing  food,  have  been  well 
clothed,  and  there  have  been  comparatively  few  complaints;  and 
this  reflects  much  credit  upon  the  matron,  supervising  matron, 
assistant  matrons  and  all  employees  in  this  department. 

Nevertheless  if  we  are  to  give  our  charges  the  contentment  and 
care  which  they  have  a  right  to  expect,  arrangements  must  be 
made  for  increasing  the  compensation  of  our  employees  and  mak- 
ing the  living  conditions  and  hours  of  service  right.  The  com- 
pensation must  be  enough  to  compete  with  the  outside  situation 
and  to  attract  the  best  possible  candidates.  The  living  conditions 
as  to  food  and  rooms  and  other  perquisites  must  be  of  a  high  grade, 
and  our  force  must  be  sufficiently  large  so  that  the  hours  of  con- 
tinuous service  may  not  be  too  long  and  there  may  be  frequent 
absences  from  duty.  This,  I  feel,  is  our  most  important  problem 
at  present  and  should  have  our  best  efforts  and  attention. 

Bumham  Cottage,  which  was  occupied  during  the  very  last  of 
the  previous  fiscal  year,  has  proven  most  satisfactorj\  The  120 
beds  have  been  filled.  It  may  well  serve  as  a  model  institutional 
building. 

We  need  more  employees  with  technical  training  as  well  as 
added  facilities  for  training.  In  our  requests  for  appropriations 
I  will  recite  the  needs  for  the  additional  facilities.  Suffice  to 
say  here  is  that  in  no  way  may  we  make  lK)th  our  employees  and 
inmates  so  contented  and  enthusiastic  in  their  work  as  by  provid- 
ing suitable  ui>-to-date  workrooms,  kitchens,  laundries,  etc.,  with 
^iHo-date  appliances. 

We  should  have  an  additional  industrial  teacher,  an  instructor 
in  domestic  science,  an  additional  day  school  teacher  and  a  music 
teacher.     Our  girls  are  verj^  fond  of  music  and  sing  well,  and 
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nothing  would  conduce  so  much  to  their  contentment  and  pleasure 
as  the  full-time  services  of  a  well-trained  music  teacher.

Extensive  alterations  and  additions  to  the  power  plant  are  prac- 
tically completed.  During  the  year  stokei-s  have  been  placed  on 
the  boilers,  much  new  piping  completed,  a  new  hot-water  heater 
installed  and  coal  scales  placed  at  each  entrance  from  the  coal 
pocket  to  the  boiler  room.  Many  instruments  of  precision  have 
been  added  to  the  lx)iler  house  equij^nent  and  a  system  of  log 
sheet  records  installed.  All  the  improvements  to  the  ])ower  plant 
enable  the  engineers  and  their  assistants  to  operate  the  plant  in  a 
much  more  intelligent  and  etticient  manner.  There  are  still  lack- 
ing some  very  essential  parts  of  a  complete  equipment,  but  we  are 
asking  for  and  hope  to  have  them  installed  this  year.  And  here  I 
want  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  active  interest  and  co- 
operation of  the  chief  engineer  and  all  of  the  boiler  house 
employees  in  our  efforts  at  a  more  economical  and  efficient  opera- 
tion of  the  plant. 

The  increase  in  force  .will  be  much  more  tluin  compensated  for 
by  the  economics  4^Velope4;  ^nd  only  In-  such. increase  was  the.. 
new  system  made  possible.- 

The  g^rdiBus  have  been  fairly  productive ;  but  much  of  our  land 
needs  draining  and  all  of  it  enriching.  Tbe  garden  work  offers 
one  of  our  most  valuable  occupations  for  our  girls,  and  they  enjoy 
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tie  employees  we  were  able  to  come  through  the  year  with  a  com- 
paratively moderate  advance  in  per  capita  cost. 

That  we  may  operate  this  institution  in  accordance  with  the 
principles  outlined,  namely.  (1)  maintain  a  suitable  home  where 
these  unfortunates  may  live  under  the  best  possible  conditions; 
(2)  that  each  one  brought  to  our  care  may  l)c  trained  to  the  high- 
cart  degree  of  efficiency  which  her  mental  capacity  will  permit; 
and  (3)  establish  and  maintain  a  biological  laboratorv^  in  which 
aU  of  these  inii)ortant  problems  associated  with  mental  defect  may 
T)e  studied,  the  State  at  the  next  sct^sion  of  the  Legislature  must 
provide  funds  as  follows:

The  present  steam  main  to  this  cottage  is  in 
such  a  bad  state  of  repair  that  the  building 
may  be. deprived  of  steam  heat  at  any  time. 
The  condensation  from  this  entire  system  is 
wasted  as  there  is  no  means  of  returning  the 
same  to  the  central  heating  j)lant. 

8.     A  laundry  and  eciuipment $60,000  00 

We  have  no  suitable  laundry.  The  laundry 
work  is  done  in  a  larger  laundry  building  and 
six  smaller  laundries,  none  of  which  are  suit- 
able or  pro|>erly  equipped.  They  are  all  over- 
crowded, not  proi)erly  ventilated  or  lighted, 
and  the  six  located  in  the  cottages  each  has  a 
stove  which  is  a  fire  menace.  As  stated  earlier 
in  our  report,  if  our  girls  are  to  do  this  work, 
which  must  be  done,  they  are  entitled  to  proper 
facilities  and  equipment. 

9.    Vegetable  cellar 3,000  00 

It  is  necessary  that  we  store  our  winter  sup- 
ply of  vegetables.  xYt  present  we  have  no 
storage  excei)t  basements,  which  are  too  warm. 
This  causes  excessive  loss,  and  besides  we  are 
not  able  to  buy  in  larger  quanties  in  the  fall 
and  thus  make  a  material  saving.

At  present  we  are  operating  ten  kitchens. 
This  is  veiy  expensive  in  equipment  and  main- 
tenance and  we  are  obliged  to  ask  for  large 
amounts  for  equipment  this  year.  One  kitchen 
could  be  established  to  care  for  Wilbur,  E,  F, 
G,  H,  I  and  Buruham  cottages  and  the  old 
hospital,  and  also  a  dining-room  for  the  em- 
ployees could  b6  am'anged  for  iu  the  same  build-  •  • 
ing.  ThiB  would  be  a  marked  saving  botji  in 
equipment  and  in  operating,  and  it  would  take 
the  kitchen  ranges  from  the  buildings  occupied 
by  inmates  which  are  a  fire  menace. 
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17.  For  veranda  roofs  for  new  hospital $3,500  00 

There  are  two  verandas  at  the  new  hospital 
which  cannot  be  used  but  little  as  thev  are  not 
covered.  We  very  much  need  the  use  of  these 
verandas. 

18.  School  and  industrial  building 50,000  00 

With  the  development  of  the  institution  and 
its  work  the  rooms  used  for  school  and  indus- 
trial puri)oses  are  altogether  inadequate  and 
unsuitable. 

19.  Amusement  hall  and  gymnasium 00,000  00 

The  hall  that  is  useil  at  i)resent  for  all  gath- 
erings such  as  chai)el,  dances  and  general 
meetings  and  gatherings  was  provided  when 
our  population  was  only  al)out  500.  We  have 
long  since  outgrown  it  and  very  much  need  an 
amusement  building  containing  a  gj'nmasium. 

20.  Repairs  to  Wilbur  Cottage 5,000  00 

This  cottage  was  built  more  than  twenty 
years  ago.  The  basement  must  be  all  recon- 
structed inside;  the  plumbing,  electric  wiring 
and  heating  apparatus  renewed.  Steel  ceilings 
should  te  provided  and  the  bathrooms  and 
lavatories  modernized. 

All  of  these  figures  on  construction  and  repairs  are  subject  to 
the  revision  of  the  State  Architect. 

I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  continued  helpful- 
ness of  your  board  in  the  operiltion  of  the  institution,  the  assist- 
ance of  the  various  State  boards  and  departments  and  the  loyalty 
and  faithful  sen'ice  of  the  officers  and  employees.

Newark  State  School  fob  Mental  Defectives, 

Newark,  N.  Y. 

"The  objects  of  the  School  are: 

"1.  The  custody  and  maintenance  of  mentally  defective  women 
admitted  to  the  school  as  provided  by  law  and  by  these  by-laws 
and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  institution. 

"2.  The  improvement  of  the  physical,  mental,  moral  and  social 
condition  of  such  inmates." — From  the  by-laws. 

Location. — The  school  is  located  on  the  New  York  Central, 
West  Shore,  and  Northern  Central  railroads,  and  on  the  Rochester 
and  Syracuse  trolley,  thirty  miles  east  of  Rochester  and  fifty  miles 
west  of  Syracuse.  Post-office  address,  Newark  State  School, 
Newark,  Wayne  County,  New  York. 

Admission. — ^Application  for  admission  must  be  made  through 
the  superintendent  of  the  county  or  commissioner  of  charities  of 
any  city  of  which  the  applicant  is  a  legal  resident,  and  must  be 
made  on  the  blank  furnished  by  the  institution  and  in  accordance 
with  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  same.  The  applica- 
tion should  be  complete  in  every  detail;  all  questions  answered; 
the  dates  filled  in  and  signed  and  forwarded  to  the  superintendent 
of  the  school.  But  applications  must  be  complete  in  every  part  to 
receive  consideration.  When  applications  are  accepted  the  super- 
intendent of  the  poor  forwarding  the  same  will  be  notified.  The 
application  will  be  filed  and  the  superintendent  of  the  poor  will 
be  notified  when  there  is  an  available  vacancy. 

Under  chapter  633  of  the  Laws  of  1919  mentally  defective 
women  may  be  committed  after  a  hearing  by  a  judge  of  a  court 
of  record.  Blank  forms  and  particulars  may  be  obtained  at  the 
institution  or  from  the  office  of  the  superintendent  of  the  poor  or 
commissioner  of  charities.

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tution  be  notified.  Letters  concerning  inmates  are  not  written 
except  under  special  conditions  such  as  serious  illness,  but  all 
inquiries  are  cheerfully  answered.  The  friends  will  be  promptly 
notified  of  any  serious  illness  or  in  event  of  death. 

Visitors, — Our  regular  visiting  day  is  Friday  from  2  to  5  p.  m., 
and  it  is  requested  that  all  visitors  arrange  to  come  at  that  time. 
General  visitors  cannot  be  admitted  at  other  times  unless  for  spe- 
cial reasons.  Friends  of  inmates  will  be  allowed  to  visit  them  at 
other  times  if  they  cannot  arrange  to  come  on  Friday. 

Discharge. — When  friends  or  relatives  desire  to  remove  an  in- 
mate they  should  apply  to  the  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  the 
county  or  commissioner  of  charities  of  the  city  from  which  the 
person  was  admitted.  He  will  take  the  matter  up  with  the  super- 
intendent of  the  school.  Inmates  who  have  passed  the  child- 
bearing  period  must  be  removed  by  the  superintendent  of  the  poor 
of  the  counties,  or  commissioner  of  charities  of  the  cities,  from 
which  they  were  committed.
